Surprise Alcatraz Raid 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
Armed federal guards patrolled 
desolate Alcatraz tod,ay to pre­ 
vent any Indian attempts to re­ 
capture the island they were 
effortlessly ousted from after a 
19-month, occupation. 
An armada of U.S. marshals 
took back the rocky isle in San 
Francisco Bay in a surprise 
raid yesterday. The last 15 oc­ 
cupants offered no. resistance 
and were carried off to a down­ 
town hotel. 
The angry Indians — who 
wanted to build a cultural cen­ 
ter on the foggy i s l a n d — 
charged they were betrayed by 


the government on orders of 
President Nixon. Some vowed 
to reclaim, the island. 
U.S. A t t o r n e y James L. 
Browning said a team of feder­ 
al guards, with weapons, was 
stationed on the island, and 
would resist any attempt at an­ 
other takeover. 
Authorities said fierce dogs 
and chain-link fences at stra­ 
tegic landing spots will also be 
put on the 12-acre former feder­ 
al penitentiary to prevent a re­ 
peat of the Nov. 20, 1 9 6 9 , 
invasion by 89 Indian men, wom­ 
en and children. 
Six 'bewildered men, four wom­ 


en and five children were all 
that remained of an Indian oc­ 
cupation force that once num­ 
bered more than 100 when 35 
marshals covered by a circling 
helicopter leaped onto Alcatraz 
from three Coast Guard boats 
on a sunny afternoon. 
Delbert Lee, 22, a Sioux, said 
the marshals were armed with 
automatic rifles and shotguns. 
“They were running around 
like chickens writh their heads 
cut off,*’ he said. 
The 15 Indians were taken by 
the C o a s t Guard to Yerba 
Buena Island, fed lunch, and 
then put aboard a Navy bus for 


the Senator Hotel in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
They shouted ‘Tower to the 
Indian People!” and “We’ll be 
back!” as they alighted. 
Peggy Lee, 18, Delbert’s sis­ 
ter who had lived on the island 
four months, predicted the gov­ 
ernment action would rally In­ 
dians throughout the country. 
She said calls were made to 
tribes in Montana, Washington 
and Southern California. 
Browning said the decision to 
retake the island was caused by 
the Indian’s refusal to cooper­ 
ate in the investigation of a

Nixon And 
Bunker 
To Confer 
WASHINGTON (UPI) —U.S. 
Ambassador to Saigon Ells­ 
worth Bunker is scheduled to 
arrive in Washington tomorrow 
for talks with President, Nixon 
and other officials on two issues 
of increasing concern to the ad­ 
ministration — one of them po­ 
litical and the other, military.

Administration officials said 
Saturday there is greatly in* 
c r e a s e d worry here on two 
points: 
—The possibility that • the 
ground rules for the October 
presidential elections in South. 
Vietnam, approved by the Na­ 
tional Assembly under pressure 
from President Nguyen Van 
Thieu, will so restrict the possi­ 
ble number of candidates as to 
lead to widespread belief that 
the South Vietnamese are not 
being given a truly democratic 
choice. 
—The considerable increase 
in Communist military activity 
in 'recent weeks, particularly 
the buildup of North Vietnam­ 
ese forces in Quang Tri prov­ 
ince just s o u t h of the 
demilitarized zone, as well as 
evidence that conditions in 
Cambodia are deteriorating un­ 
der increased Communist pres­ 
sure. 
Bunker, according to officials 
here, has already discussed 
with President Thieu the U.S.. 
concern over the election law 
which requires 
presidential 
candidates in the October elec­ 
tion to be endorsed, by 40 as­ 
semblymen or 100 provincial 
councilmen. 
The administration, feeling 
that the split between Thieu 
and Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky has a l r e a d y passed the 
point of no return, believe that 
the new g r o u n d rales will 
squeeze out all potential oppo­ 
nents of Thieu except for Gen­ 
eral Duong Van Minh. There 
are reports that Minh, and Ky 
may have made a deal to throw 
Minh’s support in the assembly 
to Ky in order to get him on the 
ballot. 
While the National Assembly 
has passed the new rules gov­ 
erning the eligibility of presi­ 
dential candidates, Thieu has 
not yet signed it. The hope in 
Washington apparently is to 
persuade him to send the meas­ 
ure back for liberalization in 
order to avoid g i v i n g the 
impression that the October 
elections are rigged in advance. 
On the military front, admin­ 
istration officials acknowledge 
that they are somewhat worried 
over an increase in North Viet­ 
nam’s military strength in 
Quang Tri province, where Ha­ 
noi now has at least nine regi­ 
ments.

The alleged hijacker, identi­ 
fied as G r e g o r y White, 23, 
forced his way on the Trans 
World Airlines 727 jet at O’Hare 
International. Airport in. Chica­ 
go as passengers boarded for 
the last leg of the Albuquerque, 
N.M.-to-New York flight late 
last night. 
Stewardess Catharine Culver, 
24, of Fond-du-Lac, Wis., tried 
to stop him because he did not 
have a boarding pass but before 
she could call for help White 
grabbed her and dragged her 
from the front of the plane to 
the middle of the cabin, she 
said. “He has a g u n , ’ ’ she 
screamed. 
Most of the passengers, still 
near the forward entrance, ran 
from the plane but one man, 
Howard Franks, 65, of Darien, 
Conn., rushed to the steward­ 
ess’ aid. Franks, a manage­ 
ment consultant, scuffled with 
the gunman and was killed with 
one shot in the head and one in 
the back. 
Holding Miss Culver hostage, 
the slim, goateed gunman told 
Flight Capt. Robert E. Elder, 
42, of Stamford, Conn., he want­ 
ed to go to North Vietnam. He 
also demanded $75,000 ransom 
and a machine gun and ammu­ 
nition.

HOSPITAL ROOMS 
Rate Hikes In 
'Secret' Budget 


Room rate hikes to support a 
$10 million budget — whose 
contents were kept secret prior 
to adoption — have been ap­ 
proved by the Marin Hospital 
District board. (See another sto­ 
ry on, page 22.) 
The 1971-72 budget adopted 
Thursday totals $9,967,000 and 
represents a $1,400,000 increase 
over this year’s. 
Efforts by the Independent- 
Journal Wednesday to obtain a 
copy of the multi-million dollar 
document for publication prior 
to the meeting were rebuffed by 
hospital officials. 
They said the board’s policy 
is not. to release budget infor­ 
mation until after the board 
had acted on it. 
Marin General Hospital ad­ 
ministrator Ray K, Bollinger 
said that to balance raising op­ 
erational costs, the board 
agreed to increase hospital 
room rates. 
A breakdown of daily rate 
increases shows; emergency 
room rates hiked from the cur­ 
rent $8.50 to $10; nursery room 
rates up from $28 to $34; semi- 
private room rates from $50 to 
$58; special-care nursery room 
rates from $33 to $43; semi­ 
private room rates in the coro­ 
nary unit from $70 to $82; pri­ 
vate room rates in the coronary 
unit from $100 to $112, and in­ 
tensive care unit rates from 
$125 to $145. 


Besides increases in room v 
rates, Bolinger said, the board 
also approved, hikes in certain, 
hospital services, 
Those include an average in­ 
crease of $10 for child deliv­ 
eries; $10 for operations, $2 
each for X-ray services and ra­ 
diation therapy, 25 cents for 
pharmacy use and 93 cents for 
physical therapy. 
Bolinger said the approved 
increases still keep Marin Gen­ 
eral’s patient costs substantial­ 
ly lower than at other Bay Area 
hospitals.

'Feud' Is 
Denied In 
New York 


NEW YORK 
(UPD—Mayor 
John V. Lindsay and Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller “are not en­ 
gaged in a personal feud,” a 
spokesman for the mayor has 
asserted. 
However, there has been am ­ 
ple evidence in the past week 
that the historical, personal an­ 
imosity between the public offi­ 
cials has been g a i n i n g in 
intensity as a result of actions 
by the recently adjourned 1971 
session of the state legislature. 
On Wednesday, for instance, 
Lindsay accused the state gov­ 
ernment of “raping" the city. 
The following day, Rockefeller 
said the mayor was “not re­ 
sponsible for what he’s saying” 
because he was “emotionally 
upset” by the two-day munici­ 
pal employes strike earlier in 
the week. 
Also, Rockefeller cajoled an 
exhausted state legislature to 
grant him authority to create a 
commission to investigate the 
financial practices of New York 
City. 
In all, observers in govern­ 
mental circles on both city and 
state levels perceive the latest 
jousts of the mayor and gover­ 
nor as signs they are continuing 
a personal battle to determine 
who is the top Republican in 
this state. 


Russia Campaigning 
For Arms Cutbacks 


MOSCOW (UPIV-The Soviet 
Union campaigned today for 
talks on worldwide cutbacks in 
arms, to include warships on 
the seven seas and troops in 
Central Europe. 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, general 
secretary of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist Party established the line 
of the campaign Friday by of­ 
fering to bargain with the Unit­ 
ed States on pulling back the 
two n a t i o n s ’ mighty naval 
fleets from distant shores. 
In a speech before 6,000 Mus­ 
covites in the Kremlin Palace 
of Congresses he specifically 
mentioned the Mediterranean, 
where the U.S. 6th Fleet con­ 
fronts a new and powerful 40- 
ship Soviet arm ada. 
Senior 
Western 
diplomats 
said the offer, along with other 
disarmement proposals, consti­ 
tuted the “most sweeping pub­ 
lic statement in some tim e” by 
a top Soviet leader. 
But one diplomat warned “it* 
is a generality, and like a num­ 
ber of generalities we don’t 
.know if there is anything to it.” 
Brezhnev commented on the 
presence of both Soviet and 
American warships in the Med­ 
iterranean, the Indian Ocean 
and the W estern Pacific. 
“We have never thought and 
do not think now that it is an 
ideal situation when the navies 


of great powers sail for long 


periods at the other end of the 
world, away from their native 
coasts,” 
he 
said, 
“We 
are 
ready to solve this problem, but 
to make an equal bargain, as 
they say.” 


'The naval, proposal was cou­ 
pled by Brezhnev with his ear­ 
lier call for east-west talks on 
reducing the number of arms 
and armed forces in Central 
Europe, where the mass of 
Warsaw Pact and North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
forces are concentrated. 


The Communist Party leader 
raised the troop reduction issue 
May 14 in a speech in Tbilisi in 
the Soviet Republic of Georgia. 
Friday he carried the offer a 
step further, declaring talks 
would include not only Soviet 
troops, but those of the entire 
Eastern Bloc as well. 
The distinction is important, 
because the Warsaw Pact na­ 
tions 
maintain large 
armed 
forces equipped and partly fi­ 
nanced by the Soviet Union. 
“ We are asked the question: 
Does our proposal, concern only 
foreign armed forces, or does it 
concern national armed forces 
as well? 
‘ ‘ O u r reply is that we are 
ready to discuss both the first 
and the second,” he said.

Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors, in a sharp break with 
past labor practices, yesterday 
reluctantly granted employees 
the right to collective bargain­ 
ing. 
The concession, required to 
q u a l i f y for federal transit 
grants, also provided that labor 
disputes be settled by binding 
arbitration. 
In the past, district labor 
practices — wages, 
benefits 
and working conditions — have 
been patterned after those pre­ 
vailing in San Francisco. The 
new 
agreement, 
however, 
m eant the district will deal di­ 
rectly with labor unions. 
The una mi nous vote, beating 
a federal deadline by less than 
one hour, cleared the way for 
the district to get up to $6.1 
million in a federal grant to­ 
ward its $9.3 million bus sys­ 
tem. 
The 
district 
qualified 
last 
week for the grant, but final 
approval was conditioned on 
the agreement required by the 
D epartm ent of Labor. 
The 
district’s 
attorney, 
Thomas M. Jenkins, said he 
had to telephone word of the 
board’s action by noon yester­ 
day to the department in Wash­ 
ington so it could p r o e e s s 
necessary paper work in time 


for the district to get the grant 
this fiscal year — ending June 
30. 
The agreement was to assure 
the Department of Labor that, 
the 
district's 
entrance 
into 
transit operations 
would not 
jeopardize job rights of any af­ 
fected 
workers, 
primarily 
Greyhound 
Lines 
employees. 
The district’s bus system will 
replace Greyhound in Marin by 
December. 
Jenkins said that the Depart­ 
ment of Labor had designated 
22 labor unions as 'being affect­ 
ed by the district’s entry into 
transit 
operations. 
“ How 
they're affected, I don’t know," 
he said. 


The attorney acknowledged 
he would have preferred more 
time to negotiate terms of the 
agreem ent with attorneys for 
the major transit unions, but 
that the fiscal year left no more 
time to maneuver.

copper wire theft and interfer­ 
ence in attempts to fix naviga­ 
tional aids.

Nutritional Value 


In Cereals 'Better 
WASHINGTON ÍUPD -Last 
July ronsumer advocate Robert 
B. Choate created a stir when 
he c h a r g e d many popular 
breakfast cereals were virtual­ 
ly worthless in nutritional val­ 
ue.Friday, Choate went before a 
House Small Business Subcom­ 
mittee to testify the situation 
since has improved but that 
many cereals still contain ex­ 
cessive sugar that threatens 
dental health. 
Since he made his charges 
last year, Choate said, many of 
the cereals had been fortified 
with vitamins. 
“It is unfortunate, however, 
that a number of these newly 
fortified cereals are so sweet 
that sugar is their primary in­ 
gredient,” Choate said. 
He said some manufacturers 
perhaps should warn users of 
their breakfast foods to brush 
and rinse their teeth after eat­ 
ing to help prevent cavities. 
An engineer and occasional 
nutritional consultant to the 
government, Choate testified as 
chairman of the Council on 
Children, Media and Merchan­ 
dising, a group which attempts 
to protect children against al­ 
leged excesses in television 
commercials. 
C h o a t e said a child who 
watches television even moder­ 
ately sees at least 5,000 food 
commercials a year. He said 
most of them promote snacks, 
sweets, soft drinks and other 
foods low in nutritional value. 
Choate gave the subcommittee 
his evaluation of cereals cate­ 
gorized “according to the prob­ 
lems they pose to e t h i c a l 
advertisers." 
In Group One, Choate placed 
cereals he said could make “re­ 
spectable nutritional claims” 
because they contained 21 per 
cent to 33 per cent of the mini­ 
mum daily requirement for vi­ 
tamins A and D, along with 33 
per cent of the minimum re­ 
quirement for Vitamin C, thia­ 


mine, niacin and riboflavin, 
plus iron supplement. 
He listed them as Kellogg’s 
Sugar Frosted Flakes, Puffa 
Puffa Rice, Cocoa Krispies, 
Sugar Pops, Special K, Froot 
Loops, Sugar Smacks and Ap­ 
ple Jacks; General Foods’ For­ 
tified Oat Flakes, Super Sugar 
C r i s p s , and General Mills’ 
County Chocula and Franken 
Berry. 
In Group Two, Choate placed 
newly fortified cereals “so 
sweet that sugar is their prima­ 
ry ingredient.” He said the 
group included some he had 
listed as able to make respect­ 
able nutritional claims. 
Group Two included General 
Mills’ Kaboom; Quaker King 
Vitamin; K e l l o g g ’s Froot 
Loops, Sugar Smacks, 
Jacks; General Foods’ 
Sugar Crisps; General 
Count Chocula, Franken 
and Frosty-O’s. 
C h o a t e said he 
Frosty-O’s was low in vitamin 
fortification, while Kaboom and 
King Vitamin contained so high 
a dosage of vitamins it might 
be prudent for the industry to 
require a warning of possible 
excessive fortification.

Key Details For 


Swimming Suits 


By EUNICE FARMER 


I shall try to answer many of 
your letters concerning making 
stretch swim wear by incorpo­ 
rating most of the importan! 
details. Please clip this column 
for future reference; it. proba­ 
bly won’t be repoated. this sum­ 
mer. These instructions apply 
to a bikini, two piece or one 
piece. 
If your suit is to be made of 
stretch fabric, be sure it is a 
Hel.en.ca (two way stretch) ny­ 
lon. It must also be chemically 
treated for chlorine. This would 
also apply to the elastic used. 
Thread could, either 'be 100 per 
cent polyester or 100 per cent, 
nylon. A ballpoint needle is rec­ 
ommended for your sewing ma­ 
chine. 
MOST PATTERNS in the pat­ 
tern. catalog's are designed for 
fabric suits unless otherwise 
stated — these would not fit 
properly in knits. The '“Sew, 
Knit *® Stretch” swim patterns 
are very dependable, 'both for 
instructions and fit. We have 
found through, experience that 
it is better not to use the stretch 
stitch on your sewing machine 
for stitching swim. wear. It is 
apt to damage the fabric. Sim­ 
ply use a. regular stitch, 'howev­ 
er,, be sure to s t r e t e h your 


sewing suggestion. 
‘Tf you have trouble thread­ 
ing your machine needle, you’ll 
find this little tip a time and 
temper saver. When, changing 
thread, on your machine, just 
dip the thread »t the spool. Tie 
the next thread on the clipped 
t h. r e a d and then pull gently 
through, the needle and you’re 
all, set again.” 


NOTING THE' past stigma at­ 
tached to single women, Mrs.

It would, 'be most un­ 
usual. for a mother and daugh­ 
ter to agree completely on. 
anything. .After all, there is at 
least 20' years difference in age 
and there would be something 
wrong if there wasn’t a differ­ 
ence of opiomon. A beginner 
doesn’t know enough, about sew­ 
ing to work on a piece of cheap 
fabric. Be sure her fabric has 
body, isn’t 'bonded, and doesn’t 
require matching a plaid or 
pattern.

Perfection 
comes with, practice and al­ 
though. I wouldn’t approve of a 
sloppy job, 1 would let a few 
things slip by. Call attention to 
it and. expect better results with 
their second garment:. 
I had a very successful plan, 
that worked beautifully with 
my girls, one of whom is taking 
after her mother and has her 
own. business and school. Since 
children have a way of not 
wanting to finish anything they 
s t a. r t , I would let my girls 
choose anything they wanted to 
make, price was hardly an ob­ 
ject since they initially paid for 
it from their own money. The 
day the garment was completed 
and w o r n , 1 was more than 
happy to make a full refund. 
Try it, I think, it will work for 
you, too. 
Last of all, we all need, ego 
builders. This can be just that 
for your daughter. Be sure to 
praise her on her work, her 
choice of pattern, fabric, and 
the way she looks in it. She 
may save you, thousands of dol­ 
lars ordinarily spent on. cloth­ 
ing' b e f o r e she gets out of 
college.

A Rumble 
Over Quake 
Area Aid 
SAN FERNANDO (UPI)—A 
Senate subcommittee investi­ 
gating the government’s post- 
earthquake aid was told Friday 
that some: private firms had 
stopped, issuing quake insur­ 
ance until the aftershocks 
stilled. 
“How long do people have to 
wait in the San Fernando Val­ 
ley?” asked Sen. John Tunney, 
D-Calif. 
“I don’t know,” replied a top 
official for the American Insur­ 
ance Association’s western re­ 
gion. 
State Sen. Alfred E. Alquist 
appeared, before the .Senate 
Public Works Committee hear­ 
ing during Friday’s second 
meeting and sharply criticized 
Gov. Reagan’s role in aiding 
homeowners after the Feb. 9 
earthquake. 
Reagan, he said, “has exhib­ 
ited total lack of leadership in 
the area of earthquake safety 
and disaster preparedness. 
“Even 'worse,” he added, 
“the governor has consistently 
tried, to block efforts, of the leg­ 
islature to develop a sane and 
sensible program to reduce 
earthquake hazards.” 
A major concern of the sub­ 
committee is the tide of com­ 
plaints by San Fernando Valley 
homeowners that they could not 
buy earthquake insurance in 
the temblor-prone region. 
Today’s final session in the 
three-day hearing was devoted 
to testimony from valley home­ 
owners, speaking at the Santa 
Rosa Catholic Church. 
The committee, headed by 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., was 
told that some private insur­ 
ance firms had pulled out of the 
earthquake protection business 
until aftershocks ended from 
the disasterous quake. 
Cal Tech seismology scien­ 
tists have previously reported 
that it’s not uncommon for such 
earth tremors to continue one 
to two years after a quake of 
such magnitude as Feb. 9. The 
state’s chief deputy insurance 
commission defended the pri­ 
vate insurance industry and 
told the subcommittee hearing 
the federal government doesn’t 
have to take over the task. 
Commissioner Lawrence C. 
Baker Jr., testified, “I don’t, 
think that a federal program is 
necessary when it comes to 
earthquake insurance for dwell­ 
ings.” 
He said homeowners could 
buy such protection at a price 
they could afford, but that busi­ 
nesses would have considerably 
more difficulty securing quake 
insurance. 
Even if there were a federal 
insurance program, testified 
Baker, “It would not be utilized 
properly unless coverage were 
made mandatory in order to 
secure FHA-VA loans. 


TriStar Tests 
Set New Mork 
PALMDALE, Calif. (BW) — 
Lockheed’s L-1011 TriStar jet­ 
liner has flown at 643 miles per 
hour —- well beyond the maxi­ 
mum it is expected to reach in 
airline service, the company 
has reported. 
“The aircraft felt very solid 
and flew very smoothly at 
speed approaching the sound 
barrier. Flight characteristics 
were very good," said L-1011 
project pilot Hank Dees. 
The new speed mark was es­ 
tablished in a shallow dive 
from 37,500 feet, the maximum 
a l t i t u d e the TriStar has 
achieved during its test pro­ 
gram. Successful flutter tests 
were also conducted at the new 
speed, Dees said.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — As­ 
sembly Democratic and Repub­ 
lican leaders have set the stage 
for a showdown vote next week 
on the house’s expanded ver­ 
sion of Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
proposed state budget. 
Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Yan 
Nuys, said Friday he will call 
for a vote next week on the 
Assembly $7.06 billion proposed 
budget, which is $250 million 
more than suggested by Re­ 
agan. 
But GOP Caucus Chairman 
John Stull warned Republicans 
will block passage of the spend­ 
ing plan unless the measure is 
trimmed, back to the sum pro­ 
posed by the governor and. wel­ 
fare reform is reached. 
“The Republican party is not 
voting for the budget in this 
form,” the Leucadia lawmaker 
said.Reagan’s welfare program, 
meanwhile, was killed by a 
Senate committee and the gov­ 
ernor has said he will not sup­ 
port: a Democratic-sponsored 
substitute. 
The Legislature must pass a 
budget by midnight June 30, or 
the state will be without author­ 
ity to pay its bills when the new 
fiscal year begins. 
For the past two years, Dem­ 
ocrats have held up passage of 


the spending blueprint while 
they negotiated for more school 
aid with the governor. Both 
times the government func­ 
tioned as usual. 
However, this time the Re­ 
publicans. are the party which 
must supply the necessary 
votes—two-thirds 
in 
each' 
house—to adopt the plan. Dem­ 
ocrats have only majorities in 
each chamber. 
“I don’t think we can wait 
any longer than the middle of 
next week to vote on the budg­ 
et,” said Moretti. The Senate’s 
version of the budget is stalled 
in the Finance Committee. 
Assembly Republicans have 
issued Democrats an “ultima­ 
tum”1 warning that they’ll re­ 
fuse to vote for the b u d g e t 
unless bipartisan compromises 
are reached on welfare, educa­ 
tional finance, tax revision and 
Medi-Cal. 
Stull said negotiations are 
continuing in all areas but wel­ 
fare. “That thing has ground to 
a halt,” he said. 
But Assembly Welfare Chair­ 
man William. T. Bagley, ft-San 
Rafael, said negotiations are 
progressing. He said Democrat­ 
ic and Republican Assembly 
leaders will be given an outline 
of possible areas of agreement 
on welfare reform next week.

Like the others, Mission San 
Antonio, named by Padre Juní­ 
pero Serra who hung its first 
mission bells on an oak tree 
limb beside the San Antonio 
River, formed the real begin­ 
nings of California’s recorded 
history. 
And like the other missions 
it was designed to bring near­ 
by Indians into the web of 
civilization. 
It was a living, working mis­ 
sion. The Padres taught the 
surrounding 
Salinan 
Indians 
how to farm to feed themselves, 
how to make c l o t h to cover 
their bodies, how to hammer 
hot iron into tools and howr to 
pray to the white man’s God. 
Under Spanish rule it thrived 
and expanded. Under Mexican 
and early U.S. governments it 
declined and by the turn of the 
century it had fallen into ruins 


Tomorrow, when local resi­ 
dents celebrate its 200th birth­ 
day with a special fiesta, it 
stands restored, lying isolated 
in Father Serra’s “Valley Of 
The Oaks” — a valley much the 
same as it was 200 years ago 
when the mission’s only edifice 
was a brush hut. 
Unlike some of the other mis­ 
sion sites, such as San Rafael’s, 
there have been no urban en­ 
croachments here. The civiliza­ 
tion which Mission San Antonio 
struggled to bring to the Indian 
has not descended to blot out its 
charm. 
It remains surrounded by 
meadows of golden wild oats 
beneath a backdrop of un­ 
tram meled 
coastal 
moun­ 
tains. 
Also unlike the other missions 
it remains a living mission, in 
the sense that the Franciscans 
are again striving to make the 
mission 
meaningful 
these 
times. 
families and single persons, 
have been living here since last 
summer, participating in what 
is called a Christian community 
program which was formulated 
at a Franciscan conference last 
summer. 
The community members five 
in small apartments where for­ 
mer franciscans and Indians 
once dwelled. They share the 
same kitchen and the work in­ 
cluding the tending of a milk 
cow, some chickens and a small 
garden. 
In addition, they help the 
guardian, Father Francis Buis- 
mato, and Brother Timothy Ar­ 
thur with various tasks about 
the mission including tending 
the museum and curio shop. 
In their spare time they pur­ 
sue their own interests, paint­ 
ing. carving, studying or just 
talking. 
Mary Lou Goertzen, her hus­ 
band Ernest and their three 
children, have been here since 
September. Both are accom­ 
plished artists from Berkeley, 
Calif. 
Mrs. Goertzen explained the 
purpose is to make the mission 
relevant to today. 
“It’s a privilege to try to do 
this in such a beautiful place,” 
she said. She is not sure of the 
o u t c o m e but she feels the 
project is moving in a positive 
direction. 
“We live week by week,” she 
said. “We have policy meetings 
ever>r week to see where we are 
going.”

UP FOR GRABS—FREE 


MARBURG, Germany (GF) — Anyone 
interested 
in having 
an old, 
historic 
church for free? In the vicinity of West 
Germany’s Marburg, there are 20 up for 
grabs. 
The churches are all located in smaller 
towns and have long since closed down for 
religious services. In fact, a number are 
being used as storehouses, which disturbs 
many local officials and residents. 
The churches were given up as religious 
centers as new ones were built or as 
communities grew smaller and attend­ 
ance shrank to near zero. 
Renovation costs of the historic struc­ 
tures simply became prohibitive for the 
towns with their small populations and 
this forms the expensive side of the con­ 
tract for prospective new owners. 
Namely, they can have the churches for 
free only if they agree to carry the m ain­ 
tenance costs. A possibility, of course, 
would be to reopen one of the renovated 
shrines as a religious museum.

Spooks, Demons In 
Respectable Spot

- 
Spooks, demons, and tilings that 
go bump in the n i g h t have 
found a respectable position at 
Rome's Pontifical Lateran Uni­ 
versity. It has an Austrian 
pries t-psychiatrist, 
Rev. 
An­ 
drea Resch, teaching a course 
in which such phenomena as 
poltergeists and 'possession by 
demons are seriously consid­ 
ered. 
Resch, 37, calls his specialty 
“paranormology.” In a dispas­ 
sionate tone, he tells students 
there are some things that can­ 
not be explained by normal 
means, and he examines “psy­ 
chic phenomena” — including 
seances and what happens dur­ 
ing them., water divining» the 
levitation 
and 
bilocation 
of 
saints, miracle cures, stigmata, 
ghosts and even Ouija boards. 
Next semester, he promises 
“ practical experiments” in ex­ 
tra-sensory perception, mental 
telepathy and spiritualism — 
but has yet to describe: exactly 
what he will do. 
Although the Roman Catholic 
Church, bans participation in 
seances, it makes an exception 
for scientific researchers. 
Another man who combined 
the priesthood with the study of 
the bizarre was the Rev. Victor 
Jouet, who died in Rome in 1912 
after having amassed a unique 
collection 
of 
finger 
marks 
scorched into religious books 
and other objects. He believed 
they were made by s o u l s in 
purgatory. 


JAM ES 
Jouet began his singular re­ 
search after a fire destroyed 
the main altar of his church. 
The priest believed he saw' a 
tormented 
soul 
among 
the 
flames. 


After this, Jouet traveled ex­ 
tensively in Italy, France, Bel­ 
gium. Austria and Germany for 
earthly evidence of purgatory. 


His findings used to be kept 
in a. museum, off the neo-gothic 
Sacred Heart church in Rome. 
But the present custodians of 
the church apparently care lit­ 
tle for the collection, and have 
reduced the museum to a small 
showcase of finger-charred ob­ 
jects. 


There is, for example, a 
scorched shirt which an expla­ 
natory note says was once the 
property of Joseph Leleux of 
Belgium. 


This unfortunate gentleman, 
the note says, was terrified in 
1789 by 11 nights of demonic 
noises followed by the appari­ 
tion of his late mother in a 
whirlwind of flame.

Carpeted Fields May 
Bunts Obsolete 


Only three men in the history of baseball have 
piloted the same team longer than Walter Alston 
has managed the Dodgers — Connie Mack, 50 
years with the Philadelphia Athletics, 1901-50; 
John McGraw, 31 years with the Giants 1902-32, 
and Cap Anson, 19 seasons with the Cubs 1879-97. 
Alston, in his 18th season this year as manager 
of the Dodgers, properly is called today’s “Dean 
of the Dugout.” Six times he has led the Dodgers 
to National League pennants, four times to World 
Series championships in 1955, 1959, 1963 and 1965. 
So Alston must be recognized as a knowledgea­ 
ble manager. Yet, like every manager before him 
and every manager who will follow him, Alston is 
not immune to second-guessing in which some 
baseball fans take particular delight. 
There was the time Alston was politely second- 
guessed on a Giant-Dodger game in 1962, an 
important game that the Giants won on their way 
to their pennant. He was asked why he didn’t 
flash the bunt sign to a batter in what seemed to 
be an ideal sacrifice situation. Why did he signal 
the batter to hit away? 
“How many of you would have bunted?” Alston 
asked his luncheon audience. Half of the crowd 
stood. 
‘ How many of you would have hit away?” The 
remaining half of the audience stood. 
“Well,” said Alston, “that merely goes to show 
that whatever I did I would have been wrong with 
half of you.” 
Now, the bunt or hit away decision was one that 
Charlie Fox had to make not once but five times 
in a tight ball game last month in Candlestick. 
Four times the manager of the Giants signalled 
batters to hit away. Four double plays by Pitts­ 
burgh’s classy defensive infield resulted. 
The one time Fox did flash the bunt sign the 
sacrifice worked. Juan Marichal not only laid 
down the bunt but beat the Pirates 2-1 with a 
three-hitter. 
With his pitcher at bat, Alan Gallagher on first 
base with a leadoff single in the fifth inning and 
the Giants trailing 1-0, Fox naturally had no 
hesitancy in* ordering the sacrifice which ulti­ 
mately resulted in a tie 1-1 score when Ken 
Henderson delivered a two-out single. 
But why didn’t he order the bunt in the preced­ 
ing inning when the Giants had two aboard and 
nobody out or in the following inning with two 
aboard and again nobody out? After all, it wasn’t 
until the seventh inning that Henderson knocked 
in the decisive run after Bobby Bonds had dou­ 
bled.

“It’s extremely difficult for a batter to lay 
down a soft bunt on the carpet which gives added 
momentum to the bail. But don’t get me wrong. 
I’m not forgeting the bunt. I’ve just been giving it 
some extra thought not that we have carpeted 
infields.” 
Fox also gave some extra thought to another 
problem presented by the artificial grass sur­ 
faces. He re-aligned the Giants’ infield defense, 
moving the corner mean away from the lines and 
the shortstop and second baseman closer to the 
second base bao. The result? Immediate im­ 
provement in the team’s double play production. 
Fox is appropiately named, a foxy percentage 
dayer.

Lanier, a late inning replace­ 
ment, led off the inning with a 
double and was waved home by 
Mays as McGraw was forced to 
retrieve the ball himself. The 
Mets argued that a fan touched 
the ball after it hit the backstop 
but home plate u m p i r e Lee 
Weyer disagreed and eventual­ 
ly Mets' Manager Gil Hodges 
was ejected from the game for 
protesting too strenuously. 
As it turned out the Mets’ 
argument carried no weight 
since the rulebook states that 
even if a fan touches the ball it 
still is up to the u m p i r e to 
decide whether the interference 
had any bearing on the play. In 
this case, Weyer felt that it did 
not. 
“ Even if the fan did touch the 
ball., and 1 don't think he did, 
there’s no way in the world 
they could have g o t ! e n that 
man out,” said Weyer. “The 
ball tipped Grote’s glove and 
hit my mask and went straight 
up in the air.” 
Grote said, the wild pitch re­ 
sulted because-of a mixup in 
signals. “I thought I called for 
a s e r e w b a 11 and McGraw 
thought I called for a fastball. 
My target was low expecting a 
screwball and the pitch was a 
high fastball,” said the Mets’ 
catcher. 
“There was a human error in 
there somewhere,” added Mc- 
G r a w , “ but how could I let 
Lanier hit a double off me in 
the first place?” 
McGraw’s wild pitch spoiled 
a, dramatic ninth inning come­ 
back by the Mets, who tied the 
score at 2-2 on a two-out, two- 
run homer by Dave Marshall. 
Willie McCovey’s two-run hom­ 
er had a c c o u n t e d for the 
Giants’ early runs. Mays col­ 
lected'a single and a triple in 
five at bats before 52,486— the 
largest crowd in the National 
League this season.

Of Denny McLain

Fame is fleeting and if you 
don’t think so, just ask Denny 
McLain. 
Four years ago McLain was 
the toast of baseball and the 
topic of every fan’s conversa­ 
tion as he followed his quest to 
become the first pitcher in 34 
y e a r s to win more than 30 
games. He succeeded with a 316 
record before hard times fell 
Upon him. * 
Following a couple of suspen­ 
sions for various charges rang­ 
ing from carrying a pistol to 
bookmaking. McLain last year 
was dealt from D e t r o i t to 
Washington, where owner Bob 
Short welcomed him with a six 
figure contract. 
Short’s investment seems to

McLain, who sat out most of 
last season and ended with a 35 
record, lasted only six innings 
in absorbing his ninth loss in 
his last 10 decisions. He allowed 
nine hits, wr a 1 k e d three and 
struck out four and left with his 
club trailing 4-1. 
Ken McMullen’s 'ninth homer 
of the season highlighted a 
three-run fifth that proved to be 
McLain’s undoing. Frank How­

A Chase Manhattan Bank of­ 
ficial said the FED is likely to 
continue its expansionary 'poli­ 
cies, but at a slower rate than 
in recent months. 
John D. Wilson, senior vice 
president of Chase, said the na­ 
tion’s money supply in. recent 
months has been growing at an 
annual rate of 10 to 11 per cent. 
He said this could be inflation­ 
ary if c o n t i n u e d over any 
lengthy 'period, “so I believe 
the monetary authorities will 
seek to get back on a growth 
path of about 6 per cent.” 
“Your 
economic 
recovery 
pattern is too fragile at this 
point to withstand any sledge 
hammer blows from interest 
rates,” said Monte Gordon of 
Bache & Co. He said that the 
rise in mortgage rates indicates 
key interest rates are going up 
when they should be easing. 
Newton Zinder of E. F. Hut­ 
ton & Co. said “it was primari­ 
ly i n t e r e s t rate fear that 
weighed on the market.” The 
analyst noted there is a feeling 
the money supply may have 
expanded more rapidly than 
necessary last month and that 
the FED may h a v e to take 
some offsetting measures which 
could result in upward pressure 
on. interest rates. 
Saul Smerling of Standard & 
Poor’s said he doesn’t believe 
the FED is s l a m m i n g the 


brakes on the money supply. He 
said it is only trying to avoid an 
upthrust in inflation. 
“The FED has been pouring 
money into the system with a 
pretty open hand, and it is only 
tempering the policy a bit for 
an over expansive one to some­ 
thing closer to the frequently 
mentioned target of 5 to 6 per 
cent in the rate of increase,” 
Smerling concluded. 
Leo Lancer of Bruns, Norde- 
man & Co., said “because eco­ 
nomic recovery is not as robust 
as expected there are a lot of 
doubters and as a result you 
have forces of selling and inde­ 
cision.” 
Lancer, however, 
said the 
stage is set for a good market 
recovery. He believes economic 
indicators will improve in the 
months ahead and that many 
people will be convinced of this 
during the summer, “At that 
time,” 
Lancer 
concluded, 
“ more people are likely to take 
positions in the market.”

which f i l l e d this space last 
March 0 is more timely today 
than when it first appeared. 
Here it is: 
EVERYBODY KNOWS that 
California state government is 
facing another financial crisis. 
It is committed to spend more 
than its income. 
The legislature took charac­ 
teristic action in the face of the 
crisis. Legislators raised their 
o'wn expense a 11owances. 
The governor has a plan for 
meeting the crisis. It is ex­ 
tremely doubtful whether the 
legislature will accede to the 
governor's plan. 
Where does this leave us? 
In the same old bag, proba­ 
bly: the legislature will have to 
vote new taxes upon us. 
THERE MAY BE another al­ 
ternative, a better way out. 
So far as we know, no one 
else has yet thought of the pos­ 
sibility we have in mind. It is 
not likely that anyone in state 
government would think of this 
particular approach. If they did 
think of it, you can be sure that 
they would breathe not a word 
of it publicly. 
We call it the Salary Suspen­ 
sion Incentive Plan. It is some­ 
thing like this: 
Whenever the state finds it­ 
self with more outgo than in­ 
come, all services to the public 
would be frozen — that is, they 
would neither be increased nor 
be decreased. They would re­ 
main constant. 
But a system of cost cutting 
would automatically be institut­ 
ed.The extent to which this cost- 
cutting system was applied 
would be determined by the 
extent of the threatening defi­ 
cit. Costs would be cut merely 
enough to bring outgo into bal­ 
ance with income. 
The cost cutting system is 
simplicity itself. 
The state would merely sus­ 
pend salary payments to cer­ 
tain state employees to the 
degree necessary to balance 
outgo with income. 
Salary suspensions would be 
instituted according to a priori­ 
ty list of state employees. The 
order of priority would be de­ 
termined by the size of an offi­ 
cial’s s a l a r y . The largest 
s a l a r y would be first. That 
would be the governor. 
Right behind him on the list 
would come the top administra­ 
tors of state super-agencies. 
Since the legislature shares 
with the governor the responsi­ 
bility for keeping state spend­ 
ing within bounds, it is only 
right that the top legislative 
officials — the president pro 
tern of the S e n a t e and the 
speaker of the Assembly — 
share top priority with the gov­ 
ernor, although legislative offi­ 
cials received somewhat less 
salary than top administrators. 
Legislative committee chair­ 
men, in both Senate and As-

sembly, would constitute the 
next priority level, followed by 
individual legislators according 
to seniority. Those with the 
longest seniority (and presuma­ 
bly the most influence! should 
be the first to be affected by 
the salary suspension plan. 
SUCH A SYSTEM of salary 
suspensions in time of fiscal 
crisis has so many advantages 
and good features that there is 
not space enough here to touch 
on more than the mere high­ 
lights. 
First, services to the needy, 
the pool*, the aged, the blind, 
the ill, etc., would continue un­ 
affected. Those at the bottom of 
the pay scale in state service, 
like hospital orderlies, would be 
unaffected. The meager sala­ 
ries on which they and their 
families depend for existence 
would be protected. 
On the other hand, those at 
the top level whose salaries 
would be cut or eliminated — 
like governor Reagan — would 
not be hurt appreciably. It may 
be that the most noticeable im­ 
mediate affect on them would 
be an income tax deduction, an 
obvious benefit. 
The overall effect on the top 
administrators and top legisla­ 
tors should be. from the tax­ 
payers’ standpoint, very good. 
Salary suspension would moti­ 
vate these influential officials 
to find immediate solutions to 
the state’s • critical problems 
with a minimum of political 
shadow boxing. 
Obviously the Salary Suspen­ 
sion Incentive Plan would bene­ 
fit everyone in the long run. 
IT IS PRETTY CERTAIN 
that such a plan would not be 
advocated by the governor nor 
voted into being by the state 
legislature, however. 
If it is to be implemented, it 
will have to be by initiative 
petition of voters. We can count 
on little help from experienced 
politicians in putting the meas­ 
ure on the ballot and getting it 
passed. 
The whole operation would 
have to be a do-it-yourself op­ 
eration by voters. 
Voters of California, arise! 
We have it within our power 
to bring about our own solution 
to our state's recurring fiscal 
crises. 
If we don’t unite to protect 
ourselves against further inva­ 
sion of our pocketbooks, our 
paychecks and bank accounts 
by Sacramento, we will have 
only ourselves to blame. 
One of the great things about 
spring fever is that it enables a 
man to sit back, look up, and 
see more e a s i 1 y and more 
clearly how the complex prob­ 
lems of our day can be solved 
so simply.

The earnest young 
graduates were facing a challenge. Their 
elders had faltered, stopped short of the 
goal. Now youth must seize the torch and 
carry on to shape the brave, new world 
shining on the distant horizon. That stuff 
today would be u sure invitation to some­ 
thing worse than a walkout. 
A great deal of nonsense has been 
written about the generation gap. And 
adding to that of tee-fatuous accumulation 
is a risk. Charles Reich’s “The Greening 
of America.” which stayed at the top of 
the best-sellers list for so long, is a prime 
example. In consciousness III, the 
last section. Reich says that bell-bottom 
trousers, rock music and other attributes 
of the new life style will make over the 
country if only the oldsters can overcome 
their inhibitions. 
BUT, FATUOUS though much of the 
comment is, the division is real enough. 
The long hair, the deliberately disreputa­ 
ble dress, the resistance to all the status 
symbols of the old order — these are the 
surface irritants that set fathers to quar­ 
relling with sons over the breakfast ta­ 
ble.The deeper sources of alienator go 
down to the war; the immorality as 
many see it of bombing undefended vil­ 
lages and helpless peoples; the appalling 
total of civilian casualties — men, wom­ 
en, children. The older generation too 
often fails to appreciate the intensity of 
this conviciton. It is dismissed as merely 
another aberration like long hair and 
dirty blue jeans. Fathers and sons clash 
with a, bitterness that seems often to 
make reconciliation impossible. 
The young who simply pull out, daugh­ 
ters as well as sons, are the cause of 
profound sorrow. Police headquarters in

WINDOW ON THE WORLD

The human suffering resulting from 
Pakistan’s civil war scarcely can be ov­ 
erstated. But as victims of cholera and 
starvation die in uncounted thousands 
and. the number of refugees pouring 
across the Indian border from East Paki­ 
stan reaches an estimated five million, 
one thing more could make the tragedy 
complete. 
That is the very real possibility of war 
between Pakistan, and India. , 
An American diplomat in Dacca, capi­ 
tal of East Pakistan, has estimated the 
chances "just under 50-50.” 
AT THE ROOT of the problem are the 
refugees whose numbers include both 
Moslem Bengalis of East Pakistan and 
Hindus of whom some 10 million normal­ 
ly reside in East Pakistan. 
In India there is a suspicion that Paki­ 
stan President Yahya Khan intends to 
push all. of the Hindus out of East Paki­ 
stan as part of his determination to 
achieve a military solution to East Paki­ 
stan’s secessionist movement. 
There is further the matter of provid­

WHAT, THEN, to say to a doubting 
generation seeming to reject all the val­ 
ues of the past?

Are these 
mass rallies as mindless as the move­ 
ments of the lemmings, those mouselike 
creatures that end by pushing themselves 
into the sea off Norway and Sweden? 
One may ask the d e g r e e to which 
though, the painful process of thought, 
enters into the individual’s decision. So 
much unreason, irrationality, goes into 
the vilification of the position. A four- 
letter word shouted over a bull horn, is a 
confession of impoverishment of mind, 
and spirit. The often-quoted words of 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes have a 
special force today: 
“If there is any principle of the consti­ 
tution that, more imperatively calls for 
attachment than any other, it is the 
principle of free thought — not free 
thought for those who agree with us, but- 
freedom for the thought that we hate.” 
THE FREE TRADE in ideas, the test 
of truth in the m a r k e t place, was a 
fundamental in Holmes’s philosophy as in 
the New England from which he came. 
The New England preparatory schools 
with their ancient lineage and religious 
and idealistic backgrounds have not been 
immune from the troubles growing out of 
the generation gap. Since the enrollment 
in these schools is mostly from middle- 
and upper-middle-ineome families, they 
ha ve1 had more than their share of the 
revolt of the young in all its manifesta­ 
tions. 
Someone suggested recently that if the 
young from privileged backgrounds want 
to cop out and. reject the perquisites 
and advantage to which they were born, 
let them go and their places can be filled 
from lower down in the scale. That is the 
kind of easy answer which is really no

Reports from both sides of the border 
indicate the Indian army is keeping to its 
promise to stay within its own frontiers. 
But Pakistani “freedom fighters” who 
train inside India and strike against the 
Pakistan army across the border, and 
Pakistani shelling of the frontier provide 
major irritants between, the two coun­ 
tries. 
Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s 
sympathies openly are with the East 
Pakistanis. Toward the conflict itself she 
had kept a hands off attitude but has 
warned: 
“If the world does not take heed, we 
shall be constrained to take all measures 
as may be necessary to insure our own 
security and the preservation of our so­ 
cial and economic life." 
OTHER INDIAN government officials 
have said India cannot cope with the 
millions of reguees indefinitely and that 
eventually they must be returned to Pak­ 
istan by force if necessary. 
What. Mrs. Gandhi has done is to warn 
the major powers dearly that they have 
a stake in the Pakistani conflict not only 
as it affects Pakistan but India as well. A 
war between Pakistan and India could 
bring in Red China, and a shift in the 
world balance of power which other na­ 
tions could not ignore.

U.S. Command Reports 
North Vietnam Bombings 


SAIGON 
fUPI)—The 
U.S. 
command today reported anoth­ 
er in a series of attacks by 
American 
fighter* bombers 
against Communist antiaircraft 
sites inside North Vietnam. For 
the first time in the war, the 
Communists shot down a Cam­ 
bodian helicopter. 
Military spokesmen said a 
U.S. Air Force F105 Thunder- 
chief flghter-bomber penetrated 
two miles inside North Vietnam 
Friday and. fired a Shrike mis­ 
sile at a radar controlled Com­ 
munist missile site four m iles 
west of Dong Hoi. 
Results of the attack were 
unknown. 
Military sources said it was 
believed the FI05 was escorting 
B52 bombers over neighboring 
Laos when the Communist mis­ 
sile battery's 
radar "locked 
on” the bombers, indicating 
they were preparing to fire. 
It was the 44th such strike 
which the U.S. command calls 
‘■protective reaction" this year 
in North Vietnam and the 111th 
since Nov.. 1, 1988 when former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
ordered u halt in the bombing 
of North Vietnam.

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Plan Eyed To Combine 


Draft, Vote Registration

WASHINGTON - Selective 
Service offices throughout Cali­ 
fornia soon may provide an ex­ 
tra service for young men who 
stop by to register for the draft 
on their 18th birthday — deputy 


voter registrars to sign them up 
to vote in federal elections. 
California Secretary of State 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. was in 
Washington last week to pro­ 
pose such a plan to Draft Di­ 


rector Curtis Tarr. 
Tarr rejected Brown's idea, of 
having outside registrars sit in 
draft offices, but said he might 
alt'ijw draft board clerks to be­ 
come deputy registrars. 
“Either way is OK with me,” 
Brown said afterward. 
Brown said California’s draft 
director, Carlos Ogden, “Ukes 
the idea but will defer to T arr’s 
decision.” 
Brown said he had not sought 
a reaction from Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
The same day B r o w n met 
with Tarr, the Senate passed an 


amendment to the draft law by 
Sen. Thomas Eagletoo, D»Mo. 
allowing 18-year-olds register­ 
ing for the draft to register to 
vote at the same túne. Howev­ 
er, a governor could choose not 
to allow this procedure in his 
state. 
As for 18-year-old girls, who 
have no legitimate need to re­ 
port to a draft office, Brown 
suggests that voter registrars 
be available in Social Security 
offices when girls sign up for 
identification cards. He planned 
to propose this to Social Securi­ 
ty Administration officials here. 


Brown said 200,000 persons 
become eligible to register to 
vote each year in California. 
“Only 51 per cent of eligible 
Californians are registered." he 
said, “and this despite thou­ 
sands of temporary registrars 
who seek voters around election 
time.” 
He said that a recent survey 
of 'the state’s 14 largest counties 
revealed that of those between 
18 and 21 years of age who are 
registering, 59 per cent have 
registered as Democrats, 20 per 
cent as Republicans, with the 
bulk of the balance stating no 


preference and the remainder 
joining minor parties,

One man knows San Rafael 
better than anyone else. 
He may not know as many 
people as some old-timers, be­ 
cause he has not been here that 
long. But he knows the city and 
its workings. 
He knows the city’s streets 
and the flow of traffic on them. 
He watches as pedestrians and 
cars move a b o u t the city, 
trying to find solutions to the 
traffic 
bottlenecks 
and 
the 
scarcity of parking. 
He watches as the pedestri­ 
ans walk a r o u n d the city, 
studying their habits and shop­ 
ping patterns. 
HE KNOWS THE city’s fi­ 
ll a n c e s , even down to the 
amount taken in by individual 
traffic meters on the streets 
and in the city’s parking lots. 
That man is the city manag­ 
er, James H. McCown, who di­ 
rects the six-million-dollar city 
government machinery with the 
ease of someone who knows ev­ 
ery detail of his job. 
And he should. Because, for 
most of his life, he handled 
billions instead of millions. In­ 
stead of having fewer than 300 
personnel under him, he had 
thousands. 
HIS HAIR IS thinning and 
getting a little gray, and he is 
probably a little heavier than in 
his younger days, but he still 
carries himself with a military 
bearing, which bespeaks his 
background. 
McCown was born 58 years 
ago in Huntsville, Ala., when it 
was a village of about 1,000 
population. 
Today, 
with the 
Redstone Arsenal located there, 
it has mushroomed into a city 
of 100,000. 
His family moved north, and 
McCown received his Bache­ 
lor’s Degree from Carroll Col­ 
lege at Waukesha, Wis., in 1933. 
He went to work forXorthern 
States Power Co. 
WHEN HE LEFT college, he 
had a commission as a reserve 


second lieutenant in the army. 
He was called to active duty a 
year later, in 1934. 
The military was to be his 
career until he retired in 1963. 
He was first attached to the 
Sixth Corps Area with head­ 
quarters in Chicago, and was 
stationed there for five years. 
During that time, he became a 
graduate of the University of 
Chicago School of business. 
Later in his career, he was 
stationed in North Carolina and 
attended the Army’s finance 
school at Duke University, Dur­ 
ham, N.C. 
IT WAS WHILE in sendee 
that he put this formal business 
training to its longest and best 
use. He was on special assign­ 
ment to the U.S. Treasury De­ 
partment from the Pentagon. 
Then in 1943 he was transfered 
to Fort M a s o n , where he 
learned to like the Bay Area. 
Some of his o t h e r assign­ 
ments were P a n a m a , New 
Guinea, Philippine Islands and 
Australia. 
HE MARRIED V i r g i n i a 
Stokes of Indianapolis, Ind., in 
1946. The couple has two sons, 
James H. McCown Jr., 22, a 
student at Chico State College, 
and Robert K. McCown, 19, a 
student at the College of Marin. 
McCown transferred from the 
Army Air C o r p s to the Air 
Force in 1948. While stationed 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Ohio, he took his Mas­ 
ter’s Degree in finance in 1950. 
He was in the first group of 
officers to transfer to the Air 
Force and was made director of! 
finance in the Air Materiel 
Command at the Air Force Fi­ 
nance Center in Denver, Colo. 
There he handled all procure­ 
ment for the Air Force. 
HE 
WAS 
PROMOTED 
to 
colonel in 1951 and returned to 
Wright-Patterson 
Air 
Force 
Base as director of finance. He 
was then in charge of all cen­ 
tral procurement for the Air 
Force._______ 


When he began his work with 
the Air Force, that service had 
four or five b i l l i o n dollars 
worth of all types of equipment 
— planes, parts and everything 
else necessary to running the 
new military branch. 
During his term as head of 
procurement, the Air Materiel 
Command expanded until the 
Air Force owned $78 billion dol­ 
lars worth of equipment and 
supplies, all under his direc- 


McCOWN SUPERVISED 30 
offices throughout the United 
States in their purchasing for 
the Air Force. Many of these 
were on the West Coast because 
the major aircraft firms were 
based here. 
A m o n g these firms was 
Boeing in Seattle. When Mc- 
.Cown first started buying B-52 
bombers from Boeing, the price 
was 20 m i l l i o n dollars per 
plane; but, as more were pur­ 
chased, the price dropped to 
eight million dollars per plane. 
During 
this 
period, 
there 
were several accounts in the 
Pentagon which would honor 
McCown’s signature on checks 
up to a million dollars, he said. 


HE WAS TRANSFERRED to* 
the center for Air Materiel for 
Europe as controller of the de­ 
pot there. He had to keep track 
of 270,000 items charged to the 
Air Force throughout Europe 
and in Asia Minor as far east 
as Pakistan. 
From 1956 to 1958, he was 
comptroller of the Fourth Air 
Force at Hamilton Air Force 
Base, where he learned to like 
the Novato area. 
He had s e r v e d for many 
years as a colonel specializing 
in finance and purchasing, and 
was not a general officer, so he 
did not receive a promotion to 
general, he said. 


the Air Force at Wright-Fatter- 
son Air Force Base. 


The following year he came 
to Marin County and bought a 
house at 17 Truman Drive, No­ 
vato. 


“I wanted a job in this loca­ 
tion where I knew the climate 
was mild and I could be hap­ 
py,” he said. He took the posi­ 
tion of finance officer in San 
Pablo, which he held from 1964 
to 1968. 


HE RENEWED his acquaint­ 
ance with Dan K. Anderson, 
San Rafael city irt a n a g e r t 
whom he had first met in 1954. 
“Anderson asked, me to come 
to San Rafael as finance offi­ 
cer."' McCown said. He accept­ 
ed and became finance director 
April 2. 11*68. 
After Anderson died, of 0 
heart a t t a c k , McCown was 
named interim city m anager on 
Aug. 4, 1969, Then on Oct. 21» ho 
was named city manager. 
“San Rafael has an excellent 
city staff and I have tried to 
eneourage the staff to work to­ 
gether. It is an excellent organ­ 
ization." he said. 


HE PRAISED THE fire and 
police departments for their ef­ 
ficiency’. 
McCown said that ho hopes 
that the city will continuo on its 


tion.

annexing 
areas contiguous to the city. 
“These annexations should be 
in the best interest of both the 
old and-new city areas,” he 
said. 
However, such areas must be 
brought up to the standards of 
the city in such facilities as 
sewers and streets, McCown 
noted. Then the city would pro­ 
vide services such as police1 and 
fire protection, and recreation 
programs. 
“IT 
WILL 
TAKE 
careful 
analysis and preparation before 
an area such as the remainder 
of Terra Linda Is annexed to 
the city,” he said. 
Residents, there pay a higher 
tax rate than do property own­ 
ers in San Rafael. But there are 
problems with such things as 
swimming 'pool indebtedness, 
and the special districts there, 
that m ist be ironed out before 
any serious attempt could be 
made to annex to the city, Mc­ 
Cown said. 
Another example is the Coun­ 
try Club area where there are 
'water mains, but where most of 
the houses are on septic tanks, 
he said. 
HE: THINKS THAT the Bay- 
side area may soon get a sewer 
system, so It can annex to the 
c i t y „ This could be done by 
assessment districts, he said.- 
McCown particularly wants 
to eliminate the “islands" with­ 
in the present city area and can 
foresee the expansion of San 
Rafael northward until the city 
limits of San. Rafael and Novato 
meet at Big Rock Ridge. 
“There’s no question that ul­ 
timately Novato will 'be the 
largest city in the county. It 
has many miles of open areas 
into which it can expand,” he 
said. 
McCOWN DOES NOT think: 
that Novato will ever become 
the business and industrial ri­ 
val of San, Rafael, 
“San Rafael has the jump on 
Novato in business and indus­ 
try. Novato just can’t seem, to 
get organized and get a worka­ 
ble plan,” said McCown, who is 
still a resident of Novato. 
He sees San Rafael develop­ 
ing two separate, major .shop­ 
ping centers — the downtown, 
area and Northgate. 
“NORTHGATE HAS a fine 
f u t. u r e with Sears going in, 
t h e r e , and. there is a bright 
future for downtown San. Rafael 
because it Is getting more spe­ 
cialty shops, and. some of these 
are very good ones,” he said. 
“Of course, the courthouse 
square Is the key to downtown 
San Rafael. ¡Some new groups 
are interested in. developing it, 
and one of these days, it will 
get going,”' he added. 
The Smith. Ranch area holds, 
the key to the industrial future 
of San Rafael, McCown thinks. 
“IT IS BEHIND the North­ 
gate Industrial Park and would 


be hidden, by the hills," he said. 
“That way people would not see 
the industry from, the high­ 
way." 
The city manager recognizes 
that, the city has some prob­ 
lems, although it is in good, 
shape in most areas, including 
finances. 
"Traffic and parking are the 
biggest problems in the down­ 
town area,” he said. “We must, 
expect these to get worse and 
plan to meet, the challenge.” 
ONE OF THE main functions 
of a city manager is to recog­ 
nize problems before1 they be­ 
come serious, he said. 
“We must develop a long­ 
term capital improvement pro­ 
gram,” he declared. 
Several years ago there was 
a movement to get a municipal 
golf course. “The city could not 
afford it at the time, and proba­ 
bly could, not now; but if we 
plan ahead, these things can 'be 
realised/* McCown said. 
HE THINKS THAT the re­ 
cently purchased Black Canyon 
ranch should be kept as open 
space. 
“As the areas in the county 
fill up with homes and apart­ 
ments, the 'people will need a 
place which has been, left in its. 
natural state,” he said. 
Asked about, his hobbies, the 
athletic city manager said he 
enjoys all sports... He plays golf 
and, likes to get out into the 
open spaces. Then he paused. 
“I GUESS1 MY work is really 
my hobby; I dearly love my 
job," he said. “I have always 
been the public service type. It 
does not m atter whether it. is 
national or local; the only dif- 
f e r e n e e is the scope of the 
work.” 
“I 
like 
people,” 
McCown, 
stressed. 
He likes to watch, them as 
they work and. play, and ob- 
s e r v e them «’'here they live. 
That is why he spends so much, 
of his off-working hours just 
roaming around San. Rafael. He 
wants to know' every aspect of 
the city and its people. 
THEN A, FAR-AWAY look, 
came into his blue eyes. 
“It’s been a long time since 
I’ve played, a game of golf, and, 
I still want to see the Giants 
play.” 
That, is the man. who is at. the 
wheel, steering the city of San 
Rafael, a man, devoted to his 
job, his city and Its people.

And actually, it is the same 
room at all seven schools. 
A large and surplus bus of 
the 73-passenger size and trans­ 
it type has been converted into 
a mobile music room for the 
use of string instrument stu­ 
dents in the schools. 
It is the answer devised joint­ 
ly by Hugo Rinaldi who heads 
the music program in the San 
Rafael City Schools, by Charles 
Condrotte who is the business 
manager for the district, and 
by music instructor Robert Ja­ 
cobson to an acute space shor­ 
tage problem. 
IN THE PAST the music stu­ 
dents have had to share the 
limited space available for such 
special purposes at the schools 


with a variety of other pro­ 
grams. 


This resulted in such occurr­ 
ences as the cancellation of the 
string music classes twice with­ 


in one week at one local school 
where the quarters were in use 
by another group with a higher 
priority. 
Music 
teachers 
sometimes 
taught in hallways or in the 
teachers’ rooms, which were to­ 
tally inadequate for that pur­ 
pose. 
“ It just was not music in­ 
struction,’’ says Rinaldi. 


AND 
RINALDI, 
Condrotte 
and Jacobson were realistic 
enough to recognize that a tight 
budget situation made impossi­ 
ble the construction of true mu­ 
sic rooms at any of the schools. 
Rut there was the big bus 
sitting idle. It had been con­ 
demned two years earlier by 
the California Highway Patrol 
because of its braking system. 
That defect had been repaired, 
but the bus had not been re­ 
turned to service because of a 
slowdown in enrollment. 
This, the three men decided, 
would become the needed mu­ 
sic room, at least for the string 
instrument pupils. A classroom 
on wheels, it could foe driven 
from school to school and used 
wherever needed. 
The conversion program was 
a simple one. 
THE SEATS, 
OF course, 
were removed, and replaced 
with chairs more suited to the 
needs of young musicians, plus 
music cases. 
Most important, the bus was 
carpeted —- not just the floor, 
but the sides as well, for acous­ 
tical purposes. 
And the bus-become-a-music- 
room was repainted to get 
away 
from 
the 
traditional 
school bus yellow. 
Rinaldi has dubbed the con­ 
verted bus “The Music Man.” 
AND IT IS, he says, ideal for 
groups of as many as 20 youth­ 
ful musicians. It can be parked 
conveniently dose to the school 
entrance, yet far enough from 
the building so that the sound 
creates no problems. 
Rinaldi says the bus idea — 
the conversion cost but $1,230 — 
has an economical aspect in

addition to the obvious saving 
over the construction of music 
room facilities. Whereas in the 
past, each school had to have 
its own set of school-owned in­ 
struments for student use, now 
a single set can remain in the 
bus, travel with it, and be used 
at all the schools. 
There* is another saving — 
time. 
IN THE makeshift, multi-pur- 
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pose quarters used previously, 
Rinaldi notes, something like 
six minutes out of every 30- 
minute session were spent In 
moving and s e t t i n g up the 
chairs and music racks. Now 
those remain in place. And the 
youngsters get a full half-hour 
of music education. 
Rinaldi says there is a very 
real possibility that the bus

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Continued from Page M l 
may be put into use at all 10 
elementary schools on a regu­ 
lar basis. Certainly the other 
three schools will be serviced 
by it at least periodically. And 
something like 300 boys and 
girls will be affected. 
And if it works out well for 
the string instrument classes, 
then the brass instrumentalists 
may also wind up making use 
of It. 
IN THE SAN Rafael schools, 
pupils kindergarten 'through the 
sixth grade all take some kind 
of music education — in the 
choir, if not In one of the instru­ 
mental groups. 
The classes meet for 30-min­ 
ute sessions twice a week. “We 
try to keep them g e n e r a I 
enough to interest all the boys 
and girls,” says Rinaldi. 
The Music Man, Rinaldi ad­ 
mits, is something of a product 


of desperation, not as good:, per­ 
haps, as a regular music room, 
or classroom, “but better by 
far than what we had,” 


“AS LONG .AS we can teach, 
we’re satisfied,” says Rinaldi, 
“And we can teach in the Music 
Man.” 
Condrotte says the music stu­ 
dents may be pioneering a pro­ 
gram. that will prove applicable 
to other departments in the 
schools. 
There are a few other buses, 
although of the eon-transit type, 
that are considered “.semi-sur­ 
plus,” If the music program 
works-out. well, these may be 
pul into use as mobile housing 
for other special activities now 
feeling the space squeeze. 


“RIGHT NOW, these buses 
are used, m a i n 1 y for field 
trips,” says Condrotte. “And It 
m I g h t just work out that it

put these buses to regular use 
at the schools, and. to charter

And the surplus bus fleet 
might grow if the enrollment 
slowdown continues. 
To Rinaldi and. Condrotte, the 


Music Man, seems almost like 
finding a new classroom for 
each, school. 
■Seven classrooms for $1,230? 
The two figure that even.the 
most cost-conscious taxpayer 
isn’t going to quarrel, with that 
kind of a bargain.

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Charles A. 
80 Years A Marinite 
Bolinas Pioneer Was A Source 
Of Colorful Tales Of Early Years 


(Editor’s Note: This is an­ 
other of the manuscripts on 
early-dav Marin County per­ 
sonalities and events complet­ 
ed f o r t h e Independent- 
Journal Marin Magazine by 
Historian Florence Donnelly 
prior to her death.)

One has come to expect that 
California’s 
pioneer 
figures 
would be colorful personalities 
— men who led adventurous 
.lives with zest and courage. 
Charles August Lauff was 
certainly one who fulfilled all 
those expectations. 
His life was crammed with 
adventure. 
And 
in 
addition, 
there are to be found in his 
biography a touch of romance 
and even an aura of mystery. 
THE M Y S T E R Y centers 
principally upon his place of 
birth. Was it Germany, France 
or Great Britain? 
The great historian, Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, in his “Pioneer 
Register,” listed Lauff as G er­ 
man-born. But the certificate of 
United States citizenship issued 
to Charles A. Lauff on May 11, 
1867, states that he was “late a 
subject of the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland.” 
And the Marin County Regis­ 
ter in 1898 adds to the confusion 
by declaring Lauff a native of 
France. 
Indeed. Lauff himself is said 
to have given various countries 
of origin at different times, al­ 
though he favored France, per­ 


haps b e c a u s e it was then 
regarded as a romantic nation, 
and its people were much in 
favor in California. 
BE THAT AS it may, Lauff 
was a handsome man, slender, 
blue-eyed and dark-haired, the 
kind of figure who must have 
encouraged romantic specula­ 
tion in his younger years as 
well as among later historians. 
He claimed or was said to 
have been an acquaintance of 
the likes of John C. Fremont, 
Gen. Mariano Vallejo, Kit Car­ 
son and even the bandit Joa­ 
quin Marietta. 
Certainly he was an'intimate 
of such towering figures in ear­ 
ly Marin County history as 
Capt. William Richardson, Don 
Timoteo Murphy and James 
Black. 
He lived a long life, and his 
years were packed with diverse 
activities and excitement. 
.HE WAS A garrulous man, 
not at all adverse to talking 
about, his past, and his adven­ 
tures. Even more importantly, 
he put down his memoirs in 
writing, 
unusual 
among the 
early settlers of Marin. And 
thus present generations are in­ 
debted to Charles A, .Lauff for 
some of their best and most 
vivid word pictures of what life 
was like in our area in another 
time. 
Lauff wrote that he was born 
Feb. .22,. 1.81,8, and that Ms wid­ 
owed mother brought him to 
America when he was 5. He 
attended 
New York 
schools, 
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and at 17 skipped 'before the 
mast on the bark Byron, bound 
for the coast of South America 
to hunt sea elephants for their 
oil. 
“During a severe storm we 
drifted through the Straits of 
Magellan, and. the vessel, was 
wrecked,” he wrote. “I climbed 
on a floating spar and after 
drifting for three days was 
picked up and taken aboard the 
Warren, bound for the whaling 
grounds off Sitka, Alaska.” 
THE WARREN was in Alas­ 
kan waters for many months, 
but when it returned to San 
F r a n c i s c o Bay, it landed 
Charles Laulf at Sausalito. It 
was then he met William A. 
Richardson, 
an 
Englishman 
who had become a naturalized 
Mexican citizen and had built 
the 
first dwelling in Yerba 
Buena (San Francisco) outside 
the mission and presidio. 
Richardson was made cap­ 
tain of the port and later grant­ 
ed the Rancho Saucclito. 
L a u f f was to tell of hunts 
made with Captain Richardson 
and a Captain Bull, who had a 
hide ship and who employed 
Lauff to buy hides and tallow. 
The three men. killed, elk and 
bear. And Richardson, accord­ 
ing to L a u f f , was “a great 
hand” with a riata (pope) as 
well as a gun. 
Lauff made a number of trips 
along the coast buying hides 
and tallows. He then made a 
voyage to San Diego with his 
acquisitions. There the hides 
were stored in large vats until 
they could be shipped east. 
AFTER RETURNING to San 
Francisco, Lauff signed for a 
cruise on the Pisquame under 
Capt. J. B. R. Cooper, brother- 
in-law of General Vallejo, to 
Peru. 
Upon his return, he went to 
work, for Captain Cooper on his 
ranch, holdings at Ross Landing 
or Kentfield. And when he rode 
into San Rafael, he met Don 
Timoteo Murphy — “the king of 
the whole country” — and their 
friendship began. 
Later he was to meet, such 
other early Marin leaders as 
Richard Reed, Peter Sais and 
Pablo Briones. 
“ Murphy,” said Lauff. “was 
a big. powerful fellow, and the 
finest looking man I ever saw 
on horseback. lie was an expert: 
with the lariat.” 
LAUFF ALSO told of a ride 
over the old White Iiiil Trail to 
the Nicasio Valley. “It was a 
tough trail. There were about 
200 Indians in Nicasio, and they 
treated me fine. I had an old 
pistol that I traded to them for 
two mustangs.” 
Years later, in 1916, he was to 
relate a story of how one of the 
Nicasio Indians with bow and 
a r r o w saved, him from a 
wounded, angered elk. 
When the Mexican War broke 
out, Lauff joined the American 
troops. In so doing, he must 
have alienated many oí his

friends, 
Californios who 
re­ 
mained loyal to the Mexican 
government and- who suffered 
indignities at the hands of Gen­ 
eral Fremont and his men. 
It most certainly put a crimp 
in the romance that Lauff had 
goin,g with pretty Maria Jesus 
Briones, daughter of the Grego­ 
rio Briones who were strong 
supporters 
of 
the 
Mexican 
cause. 
BANCROFT HAS written that 
Lauff served as an officer with 
the California Battalion, Com­ 
pany B, Artillery. And Lauff 
himself claimed that “I was the 
first man to raise the American 
Flag for Commodore Sloat at 
Monterey.” 
He saw action and. served 
with distinction before being 
discharged from service in Los 
Angeles. He then returned to 
Marin and went to work for 
Timothy Murphy in San Rafael 
and the Lucas Valley. 
“ I also hunted sea otters for 
M ii r p h y , . . and I was em ­ 
ployed by Rafael Garcia for a 
time on his rancho in Marin 
and in charge of his ranch in 
Mendocino,” Lauff said. 
LAUFF LEFT A priceless de­ 
scription. of a St. Raphael’s Day 
observance in San Rafael in 
October of 1847 while he was 
employed by Murphy: 
“ Don Timoteo sent for all the 
residents of Marin to have a 
barbecue and a general good 
time. Murphy, who w is six, 
feet, three i n c h e s tall, was 
proud of his ability as a rifle 
shot and loved to display his 
skill before a gathering. 
“ I’he day before the event the 
s e t t l e r s began to arrive, 
1 among them) Capt, William A. 
Richardson, dressed in a black 
suit, wearing a wide sombrero 
with long boots, and riding a 
beautiful black horse. His sad­ 


dle' and bridle were mounted in 
silver and gold. 


“MURPHY HAD a beautiful 
white stallion with a magnifi­ 
cent silver mounted bridle and 
saddle, When I told him a guest 
was in sight, he mounted, this 
charger and. accompanied by 10 
vaqueros, 
dashed 
down 
the 
slope to meet them.” 
Included among the visitors, 
according to Lauff, were Span­ 
ish dignitaries “literally cov­ 
ered with gold, braid, and gold 
trappings.” 
In contrast were the more 
roughly garbed hunters from 
the Tómales Bay area. 
By name, Lauff listed such 
guests as Gregorio Briones, Ra­ 
fael 
Garcia, 
Bartolomé Boj- 
o r q t i e s , Ramon Mesa and 
James Black, all leading fig­ 
ures in pioneer Northern Cali­ 
fornia history. 


""WHEN ALL the guests ar­ 
rived, the host housed most of 
them in the old mission,” the 
narrator vyho had witnessed the 
event continued. 
“ At 6 o’clock the dinner of 
cooked antelope, bear and elk 
was ready, and the feast began. 
Wild d u c k s and quail, were 
cooked on skewers and served 
to the g u e s t s by the Indian 
servants. 
Murphy had some 
wine made from the mission 
grapes and the guests drank 
their fill. He t,Murphy) was the 
toastmaster . . , 
“After 
the 
feast everyone 
gathered around an immense 
fire that was burning where the 
corner ol Fourth and C streets 
is today, 


THE INDIANS were arriv­ 
ing from outside settlements, 
and in their paint and feathers 


( out]lined on Page Mi 
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Knew All 
Early Figures 
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presented a wonderful sight 
around the fire . . . 


“ The vaqueros, who accom­ 
panied their principals, brought 
along their guitars and played 
music and sang songs. It was 
past midnight when the jolly 
party retired. 


“ Dawn found many of the 
guests riding over the beautiful 
green meadow that makes up 
the town of San Rafael today. 
Deer, antelope and quail were 
plentiful in the foothills and 
wild birds dotted the bay. The 
tide w a t c r s in those days 
reached E and First streets, 
which in later years was used 
as a wharf.* 


“AFTER A breakfast of ante­ 
lope steaks, Don Timoteo was 
ready for the day’s sport. 
“ The vaqueros had driven in 
a band of wild cattle and a few 
Df these were in the corral. 
Thomas Wood of Tómales Bay 
was the first to challenge the 
crowd in riding a wild bronco. 
He was a d a r i n g rider and 
hurled the riuta with marvelous 
skill. 
“A spry colt mustang was 
brought out and the two Indians 


who mounted him bit the dust. 
•Irish,’ who was a clever horse­ 
man, was also thrown. Wood 
mounted the mustang, and not 
only remained on him, but rode 
him back to the corral amid the 
plaudits of the spectators. 
“Wood then tackled a wild 
bull by catching him with the 
riata, t h r o w i n g him to the 
ground and dragging him along 
behind Ms horse. 
“DON TIMOTEO, too, dis­ 
played his skill. He had an im­ 
mense kennel of dogs, and, with 
them, he dashed down the val­ 
ley in pursuit of two antelope 
that were feeding half a mile 
below. Before the two antelope 
could reach the clearing, he 
had bagged them, and then car­ 
ried them back on his horse. 


“The program continued all 
day 
with 
racing, 
jumping, 
horse riding, every sort of stunt 
was proper. Another barbecue 
and powwow at night brought 
the celebration to a close . . . ” 
Lauff remained with Murphy 
until he was caught up in the 
excitement of the gold discove­ 
ries to the north. 
“NEARLY ALL the vaqueros 
of Marin left their herds and 
dashed for the fields,” he was 
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to recall. “I knew the upper 
bay c o u n t r y , and shipped 
aboard a scow landing at Sac­ 
ramento. I went to Coloma, and 
after washing gravel and ‘go­ 
phering’ in the ground for six 
months, I returned to Sacra­ 
mento to find it now a thriving 
settlement." 


The fortune he had hoped for 


failed to materialize, and so 
Lauff turned to another career. 
He began piloting boats be­ 
tween San Francisco and Sac­ 
ramento, and San Francisco 
and Stockton, and was the first 
man to take a boat through 
what became known as New 
River. 


He became a partner in the 


ownership of a $10,000 schooner, 
and that ship paid off its invest­ 
ment on its first trip to Stock­ 
ton, starting Lauff on the road 
to financial security. 
LAUFF ALSO told.of the suc­ 
cess of another of his early-day 
Marin friends: 
“I was in San Rafael in the

Both,, 


said Lauff, were impressive men, 


talented 
riders and 
marksmen. 


And both took a special pleasure 


in the role of hosts for barbecues 


and other celebrations that drew 


huge gatherings. 


The Man Who Was Mr. Pioneer Marin 


Charles A . Lauff Loved To Tell 
His Stories Of The Old Days 
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fall of 1849 and my f r i e n d » 
Jam es Miller, was engaged in 
farming and raising cattle in 
Santa 
Margarita Valley. 
He 
was a fine-looking man, indus­ 
trious and honest. He was also 
a good business man, and the 
idea had struck him that meat 
would be very scarce in the 
gold, country. 


“ H e got 150 head of fine 
stock, and with 10 vaqueros,- 
started overland with the herd. 
He encountered a good deal of 
trouble, but finally got to Ma­ 
rysville where he butchered the 
cattle and sold the meat for $1 
to 81.25 a pound. The venture 
netted him a handsome sum, 
all of which was paid in gold 
d u st. . . ” 


LAUFF ALSO described the 
Christmas hospitality he en­ 
joyed at the William Richard­ 
son Saucelito hacienda in 1849 
for which a hunting party had 
brought back bear, elk, ante­ 
lope and cleer for the feast. 
"Our host,” he said, "was a 
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splendid character and dry and 
witty. He had a charm ing wife 
and she greeted us (a Captain 
Mealy and Lauff) most cordial­ 
ly.” 
The dinner was followed, he 
recalled, by an impromptu mu- 
sicale during which Mrs Rich­ 
ardson sang several songs to a 
guitar accompaniment. Captain 
Healy provided Irish tunes and 
danced a lively jig. 
In 1850 Lauff went to the Boli­ 
nas area where, he said, ‘i had 
procured a contract from Hoff 
& Hatch to get out lumber and 
piles for the wharves of San 
Francisco. The only up-to-date 
sawmills at that time were lo­ 
cated at Bolinas, back of what 
is now known as Dog Town. 
**I FOUND1 Frederick Miller 
getting out lumber, and I made 
a contract with him.” 
Lauff also related how he had 
rented a horse from Timothy 
Murphy for the ride to Bolinas. 
And went on to explain the ori­ 
gin of the name Dog Town: 
“The place was alive with 
vagrant dogs, which were used 
by hunters from time to time.” 
Lauff lodged with the Frank 
Millers, and told of meeting 
lumber 
checkers 
and 
cattle 
buyers while there. 
“ ON E THING that startled 
me in Bolinas was the giant 
size of the redwoods,'* he wrote. 
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"The 
forest 
extended 
about 
midway from the bay, back of 
Dog Town, to the summit of the 
mountains. In Dog Town and 
the gulches were trees that 
measured almost as large as 
any of the trees found today in 
Calaveras Grove. It is too bad 
that all those beautiful trees 
were sacrificed. 
"In the early days nearly all 
the timber used in San Francis­ 
co came from Bolinas. A num­ 
ber of lumber schooners plied 
between the two places. 
"Some of the larger timbers 
were floated down the bay and 
loaded on scows at the wharf at 
the lower end of the bay. 
“GREGORIO 
Briones 
and 
F r a neis co 
Sebrean 
i Editor's 
Note: more often spelled Clbri- 
an) owned the I i m b e r , and 
James W. Hough, a bridge con­ 
tractor of San Francisco, was 
engaged in the lumber buying 
business. 
"Bolinas was a very busy 
place in the early fifties. Lum­ 
ber was worth $2 a foot deliv­ 
ered in San Francisco, and the 
contractors were coining mon­ 
ey. All the Indians who eared to 
work earned from $5 to $8 a 
day, and a man with a good 
team of oxen or h o r s e s was 
considered well-to-do.” 
Lauff named among those en­ 
gaged in "getting out the lum­ 
ber” 
B e n j a ni i n 
Thomas 
Winslow, Joseph Aimy, Charles 
Henderson, John Garcia, Gre­ 
gorio Sais, E d w a r d Sawyer 
"and many others.” 
TH E OBSERVANT Lauff also 
told of Bolinas transportation of 
that time. 
“Communication 
was 
held 
between San Francisco and Bol­ 
inas by a double-ended steamer 
operated 
by 
Capt. 
Thomas 
Winslow. The trip took five 
hours and the fare was $10 or 
$15 for the round trip. But if 
you survived one trip, you nevi 


er eared to venture another, 
especially if the weather were 
rough. 
“ The boat would land at the 
head of the bay with a cargo 
consisting of hogs, cattle, hides 
and shingles.” 
ONE EVENT of which Lauff 
made no mention was the wed­ 
ding of Maria Jesus Briones 
and Francisco Cibrian. But Ma­ 
rin W. Pepper in her book, "A 
Native of Days of the Dons — 
Bolinas,” said Lauff, at the re­ 
quest of Don Gregorio Briones, 
built the platform for the wed­ 
ding celebration. 
After the nuptial rites, held 
May 20, 1850, at Mission San 
Rafael Arcángel, the wedding 
party returned to Casa. Briones 
at Bolinas for a great barbecue 
feast, and then for dancing 
upon the Lauff-built platform to 
the music of guitars and vio­ 
lins. 
A few years later, Francisco 
Cibrian died in a smallpox cpi- 
d e m l c . His widow and her 
small son, Francisco, remained 
at the Casa Briones. 
RESPECTING THE widow's 
grief, Lauff did not immediate­ 
ly press his earlier suit. He 
busied himself in Bolinas, mak­ 
ing frequent trips to San Rafael 
where he saw the beginnings of 
county government, now that 
California had been admitted to 
the U n i o n , and became ac­ 
quainted with its leaders. 
He watched the sports of the 
time, and many of them were 
cruel. One he described thusly: 
“Six turkeys were placed in a 
pit so that four or five inches ol 
t h e i r necks and heads were 
above 
ground. The vaqueros 
would ride their horses past 
them at break-nock speed, and 
the trick was to pluck off the 
head of a turkey. Seldom, if 
ever, would these wiry Span­ 
iards fail to pluck their prize.” 
ON HIS RIDES from Bolinas 


to the county seat, sometimes 
via Oleína, sometimes "over 
t he su.mmil., *’ and sometimes 
by way of Willow Camp (Stin­ 
son Beach) and Mill Valley, 
Lauff would carry with him his 
rifle “ and it was no trick to kill 
a deer w i t h o u t leaving the 
trail.” 
In the fall of 1850 Lauff pulled 
off a coup by arranging with 
Capt. Leonard Storey of Sausal- 
ito for the construction of a raft 
of 100,000 feet of piling that they 
saw safely to San Francisco.

Bolinas Pioneer Lived

marriage of Charles Lauff, age 
40, and Maria Jesus Briones 
Cibrian, 32, took place April 18, 
1862, “in the township oí Boli­ 
nas” with Justice of Peace W. 
T. Chapel officiating. The old 
romance had been renewed and 
this time blossomed into mar­ 
riage. 
Before this, Lauff had left 
Marin County twice, to take 
charge of a Fort Boss ranch for 
its owners, and then to prospect 
in the Coast Range mountains. 
When he returned he was for a 
year in charge of Rancho Punta 
de los Reyes under Joseph Mc- 
Corele. 
THEN, IN 1857. he purchased 
a squatter’s claim near Ulema 
and settled down to the life of a 
farmer. He was industrious and 
prospered. 
After his marriage he and 
Maria Jesus made their home 
on the 298' acres she had inher­ 
ited near Bolinas, and Lauff 
added more land. They operat­ 
ed the property as a dairy 
ranch, and there reared a large 
family. 
Mrs. Lauff died in 1893, Her 
husband survived her for many 
years and was often honored as 
a Mexican War veteran and 
pioneer at parades and public 
assemblies. He enjoyed the 
limelight. One such occasion 
was the first Old Settlers’ Day 
gathering held Dec.. 2, 1910, at 
Kentfield Stadium under Tam- 
alpais Center Club auspices. 
Congressman William Kent 
presided 
and 
90-year-old 
Charles Lauff was accorded 
special honors and spoke vivdly 
of his recollections of an earlier 
Marin. 
IN JANUARY, 1916. he was 
still able to give a San Rafael 
Independent reporter a delight­ 
ful interview about the days 
“when no fences marred the 
landscape in any direction, nor 
prevented the traveler from 
riding his horse to any point of 
the compass.” 
The Independent carried a 
long and laudatory obituary for 
Charles August Lauff on July 
24, 1917. If Lauff s own birth 
year of 1818 were to be accept­ 
ed, he barely missed living to 
100. If the age of 70 given for 
him in the Marin County Great 
Register of 1H92 were correct, 
then he died at 95. This agrees, 
too, with the date given for his 
marriage: 
But regardless of their num­ 
ber, his were full and exciting 
years. And they held a special 
historical importance because 
Charles Lauff realized the dra­ 
ma of pioneering and saw to it 
that his unique experiences 
were recorded for posterity. 
There are indications that, 
like many a not her old timer 
recalling bygone days, Charles 
Lauff was not reluctant to giv­ 
ing a good story a bit of added 
"window dressing.” But the fla­ 
vor of an era that he recreated 
in memoirs, in interviews and 
in stories he used to spin for

Twice before, in 1966 and 
again in 1968, the Independent- 
Journal Marin Magazine has 
presented pictorial “reports” 
on Tiburón artist Willard Cox’s 
project of preserving Marin’s 
l a n d m a r k s for posterity 
through pencil sketches. 
Since that last report, Cox’s 
collection of drawings has con­ 
tinued to grow. 
So, on these pages, the Marin 
Magazine displays another col­ 
lection of Willard Cox draw­ 
ings, featuring scenes that are 
part and parcel of Marin’s his­ 
tory and its special cultural fla­ 
vor. 
Reproduced by lithography, 


Cox’s drawings of more than 
100 California scenes continue 
to enjoy popularity, particular­ 
ly in Marin, as postcards and 
as prints for framing. 


And the five-and-a-half-inch 
by seven-inch drawings found a 
new use when magnified to 
eight by 10 feet dimensions, 
they became wall murals at the 
Tiburón Lodge, the Old Mill 
Tavern in Mill Valley and the 
Lobster Pot in Foster City. 


More murals are planned. 
Cox, who calls his drawing 
style “designed realism” and 
explains that “I try to put as 
much design in the pictures as 
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TIBURON'S PICTURESQ 
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I can without destroying the 
realism of m y subject.” By 
concentrating upon “the anato­ 
m y of nature,” he feels he is 
continuing the art tradition of 
Robert Henri, Rockwell Kent 
and George Bellows. 
And he plans to continue to do 
more scenes in Marin and else­ 
where in California. 
Right now he has a special 
interest in still-standing, histor­ 
ic ally-significant 
redwood 
buildings for a future project. 
He is also currently involved 
in doing som e art object draw­ 
ings for Gumps, and he has 
been commissioned by the J. 
Walter Thompson Co. advertis­ 


ing agency to make a series of 
drawings of The Village, a ma­ 
jor land development project 
near San Jose. 
But the drawings of Northern 
California landmarks to which 
he has d e v o t e d five years, 
working first on location and 
then at his Tiburón studio on 
Spanish Trail, will continue to 
receive a generous amount oi 
bis time. 
“I feel that in these drawings 
I am doing work that will be 
lasting,” he says. “And so far I 
haven’t even scratched the sur­ 
face.

Americans considering Aus­ 
tria as a travel destination in­ 
variably think of Vienna first 
and Salzburg next. 
They could be making a mis­ 
take if they stop there. 
Their list should also include 
Graz. Austria’s second largest 
city with a population of 253,000 
and the capital of the province 
of Styria. 
G r a z lies in a magnificent 
mountain landscape at the east­ 
ern edge of the Alps on both 
sides of the River Mur. Because 
of its many fine parks, it is 
called the “City of Gardens." 


GRAZ WAS mentioned in doc­ 
uments as early as 1115. For 
centuries. Graz remained the 
strongest fortress of Christen­ 
dom against assaults from the 
East. 
The Hof burg «imperial pal­ 
ace) and the Gothic cathedral 
(1438)62) date from when Graz 
was the imperial capital and 
the residence of the German 
emperor, Frederic III. 
In the center of Graz a land­ 
mark rises 404: feet above the 
town: Castle Hill crowned by 
the Clock Tower, the Renais­ 
sance b e l l t o w e r with the 
charming open-air theater in 
the casemate of the ancient for­ 
tress. From the top of Castle 
Hill, the panorama encompas­ 
ses tall mountains in the north 
and west, gentle hills in the 
east, and distant vineyards to 
the south. 


HOUSES WITH s t e e p l y 
pitched roofs and courtyards 
encircled by loggias cluster 
around Castle Hill. Buildings of 
the late Gothic, the Lombardian 
Renaissance and the early Ba­ 
roque periods dominate the vis­ 
ta. 
A massive Renaissance build­ 
ing, the Landhaus (1557-65» in 
the Herrengasse, contains a 
courtyard with cheerful three- 
story arcades. 
The neighboring Armory with 
its impressive portal <1644», the 
largest military museum in Eu­ 
rope with the most precious col­ 
lection of medieval arms in the 
world, still holds complete war 
equipment for 30,000 Styrian 
militiamen. 


ONE OF THE prime exam­ 
ples of the early Baroque style 
is the mausoleum built in 1614 
by Emperor Ferdinand.. II: the 
interior was designed by Jo­ 
hann Bernhard Fischer von Er­ 
lach, the great architect who 
was born in Graz. 
Beyond the lovely grounds of 


the Town Park stands the old­ 
est church in Graz: the high 
Gothic Deutschordenskirche am 
Leech (Teutonic Order of the 
Church on the Leech, 12754)3». 
The 
Joanneum 
guards 
a 
unique treasure in its collection 
of Gothic sculptures. Important 
geological mineraiogical speci­ 
mens are among the exhibits in 
this 
institution 
founded 
by 
Archduke Johann, 


THE FOLKLORE Museum at 
the foot of Castle Hill gives a 
comprehensive survey of Styri­ 
an costumes and folklore. The 
splendid Baroque castle of Eg- 
genberg, in whose stately halls 
music by old masters is per­ 
formed, also houses a hunting 
museum. 
The 1,500-seat Opera House 
was the largest stage in the 
German-speaking area at the 
end of World War II. The Play­ 
house, seriously damaged dur­ 
ing the war, was rebuilt and is 
finer than ever. 
As a university city, Graz is 
renowned. 


THE UNIVERSITY, founded 
in 1586, and the Technical Uni­ 
versity have an enrollment of 
10,000, A third school, the Music 
Academy, was opened in 1963. 
The Graz Trade Fair, held 
twice a year, is a barometer of 
the economy. 
The city houses metal, vehi­ 
cle, paper, glass, shoe, leather 
and textile industries, large 
breweries and printing plants.

Some Have Been Stranded When 


Organizers Ran Into Troubles

of up to 50 per cent under regu­ 
lar fares. 
Everyone 
loves a bargain. 
But, caveat emptor - let the 
buyer beware! 
There are hundreds of legiti­ 
mate low-cost GIT iGroup In­ 
clusive Tour) flights offered to 
the public by reliable tour op­ 
erators. But t h o u s a n d s of 
Americans have been victim ­ 
ized by unscrupulous fast-buck 
operators eager to cash in on 
the 
increasing 
demand 
for 
charter flights, 
I ..VST YEAR, more than 3,000 
American 
students were left 
high and dry in Europe and up 
to 2.000 more who had paid for 
the trip and were waiting to go 
lost their money when a foreign 
study group organizer in the 
M id west we n * ba n krupt. 
Early this year, the crack­ 
down on illegal charters strand­ 
ed 112 Americans in London 
and 
183 
Europeans 
in 
New 
York. They had to shell out the 
regular trans-Atlantic fare to 
get back home. 
Now 
government 
agencies, 
airlines — scheduled and sup­ 
plementary — tour operators 
and travel agents have joined 
forces in an all-out campaign 
against violators of regulations 
governing charter flight. 
THE TRAVELER, therefore, 
would be well advised to check 
carefully before signing up and 
paying for a charter flight. If 
there is any doubt, contact the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board 
in 
Washington, the local 
Better 
Business Bureau or an estab­ 
lished travel agency. 
Most of the illegal operations 


are connected with the so-called 
affinity group charters. But to 
qualify for an affinity flight you 
must be a member for at least 
six months of a bona fide or­ 
ganization, formed basically for 
purposes other than travel such 
as a labor union, professional 
society, garden club. etc. 
Steer clear of tour promoters 
who offer to 
backdate your 
membership in some organiza­ 
tion which, according to the 
travel trade publications, is one 
of the most common come-ons. 
It is a violation of CAB regula­ 
tions. 
H E It E ARE SOME of the 
tightened CAB regulations on 
affinity charter flights which 
went into effect in April: 
Solicitation material for the 
charter must be sent only to 
members of the chartering or­ 
ganization and m ay not 1m* sent 
until the charter contract has 
been signed. 
The carrier must be identi­ 
fied with the type of plane and 
number of seats specified. If a 
per-seat price is stated, it must 
be made clear that the price is 
subject to cange depending on 
the number of passengers. 
Persons who travel on the* 
charter must have been m em ­ 
bers of the chartering organiza­ 
tion for at least six m o n t h s 
before flight time, except in the 
case of student or employee 
charters. 
An eligible member may take 
his immediate family — wife, 
children or parents residing in 
his household — but not other 
relatives or friends. 
Charges to each passenger 
must be a prorated amount of 
the actual cost of chartering the 
plane, This means that the pas­ 
senger cannot know until the 
plane departs exactly what his

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Mary McCarthy About Taste And Time 


BIRDS OF AMERICA by M ary M e 
Cart by; Harcourt Brace Jovanovich 
Inc., 344 pages, $6.95. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 


The thin line dividing taste from snob­ 
bery, and the erosion of both by time and 
change furnish Mary McCarthy with her 
principal themes for her novel “Birds of 
America.” 
Her chief protagonist is 20-year-old Pe­ 
ter Levi, although he shares the spotlight 
with his mother, Rosamund, concert art­ 
ist, intellectual, free spirit, and, in the 
o p i n i o n of many, based upon Miss 
McCarthy herself. 
The book begins with Rosamund and 
Peter r e t u r n e d to the New England 
coastal village of Rocky Port where they 
had spent an earlier idyllic summer and 
now attempt to recapture that magic. But 
already, they discover, in the brief inter-, 
•im of their absence, change has left its 
imprint upon Rocky Port and it is not the 
town they remembered. 
Peter is something of a “momma’s 
boy,” having committed himself to the 
kind of Kantian existence espoused and 
practiced by Rosamund. It involves a 
r e j e c t i o n of much of what we call 
progress in favor of the old standards. 


And it involves an egalitarianism that is 
often in conflict with their elitist cultural 
values. 
But the near shambles of the experi­ 
ment at Rocky Port nudge Peter along 
the path toward individualism and a life- 
philosophy of his own. It is a process 
completed in the last half of the book 
with Peter on his own, a student at the 
Sorbonne, trying to adjust old ideals to 
new realities, with Paris and its student 
culture providing an interesting and rest­ 
less backdrop. 
In the end, Peter realizes that he must 
not only loosen his ties with Rosamund 
and her outdated life style, but also with 
his second mother, Nature, who no longer 
exists in her purist form. 
“Nature is dead,” says the spectre of 
Immanuel Kant in a dream-like visit to 
Peter’s bed-side. It is an ill-fitting con­ 
cluding scene that leaves the reader em­ 
barrassed. But more importantly, it is a 
climactic message that will leave many 
readers sharing Peter’s and Rosamund’s 
fondness for the “finer things” feeling 
betrayed. 
For even Rosamund, we are told has 
come to realize “ that there were things 
she could not do.” 
Miss McCarthy has elaborated: “If na­ 


ture — in the beautiful form that we 
normally think of it; that is, the outdoors, 
plants, farms, forests — if all this were 
to disappear, which it’s doing, there’d be 
nothing stable left to stand on, no ground 
for ethics . . . 
“Nature for centuries has been the 
court of appeals. It will decide one way 
or another. Not always justly, but never­ 
theless . . . the appeal is always to this 
court, to Nature’s court. And if this is 
gone, we’re lost. 
“And I think we’re lost, I’m not an 
optimist.” 
Early criticisms have dwelt upon the 
precept that Mary McCarthy is a better 
essayist than a novelist, charging her 
with an inability to empathize with her 
characters and to present them as believ­ 
able human beings. 
But Miss McCarthy denies any intent to 
write a realistic novel. “ Anybody who 
thought that (“Birds of America”) was a 
realistic novel would be crazy,” she says. 
Here the message is the thing, and 
P etr’s task is to define it. 
A more legitimate criticism of Miss 
McCarthy’s work as a novelist, it would 
seem, would be its unevenness, and her 
difficulty in achieving cohesion. Her nov­ 
els are invariably better in their parts 


than they are us a w h o l e . Thus the 
reader encounters nuggets that make the 
reading of “The Birds of America” well 
worthwhile; but to uncover and savor 
them, he must also wade through long, 
arid, dull passages. 
The vegetarian girl at the rightwing 
general’s Thanksgiving Day dinner in 
Paris is a comic delight. Peter’s letter to 
his mother, occupying a full chapter, is, 
on the other hand, extremely tedious, 
divided between a revolting description 
of the unsanitary conditions of the toilets 
of cheaper Parisian hotels and a weari­ 
some exposition of his philosophical opin­ 
ions. 
A long dissertation in conversational 
form on t o u r i s m is another bog into 
which the reader sinks, despairing that it 
will ever end. Much of the interlude in 
Rocky Port, on the other hand, is amus­ 
ing and interesting. 
The novel, which Miss McCarthy began 
way back in 1904. is assured of best-seller 
status by the mere presence of her name. 
It has more to recommend it than just 
that. It deals with problems and issues 
that bother many of us. And the fact that 
the view is a less hopeful, more bleak one 
than we might desire may be testimony 
to its honesty. 


A Melancholy Tale O f Terror

Herbert Lieberman has writ­ 
ten a strange and haunting nov­ 
el, a story filled with terror and 
melancholy, and yet a book 
with tender, strongly moralistic 
implications.

A difficult achievement 
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Biography O f Literary Giant 
Who Was Also An Idealist

Almost invariably the end re­ 
sult of serious biography is to 
lessen the stature of the sub­ 
ject, destroying myths and ex­ 
posing human foibles. 
Samuel 
Edwards’ 
“Victor 
Hugo: A Tumultuous Life” has 
quite the opposite effect. Hugo 
emerges from its pages larger 
than ever, a heroic figure of 
gargantuan talents who lived a 
life as fascinating and as event­ 
ful as any of his fictional char­ 
acters. 
This is true, in part, because 
Edwards has written the book 
from a standpoint of frank ad­ 
miration. But it is also true 
because of the overwhelming 
greatness that dwelt in Victor 
Hugo, one of the giants of all 
time. 
Edwards does not overlook 
Hugo’s arrogance and conceit 
that made him at times a diffi­ 
cult man. He discusses openly 
Hugo’s many romantic affiars 
that made him one of the most 
notorious rakes in a Paris filled 
with philanderers. He makes 
clear, too, that Hugo was capa­ 
ble of erratic and quixotic bc- 
h a v i o r 
that 
made 
him 
sometimes unpredictable. 
But all of this was overshad­ 
owed by the brilliance of his 
literary career. And' by his po­ 
lítica'! and social idealism, and 
the c o u .r a g e with which he 
practiced his beliefs. 
His m i s t r e s s , 
Juliette 
Drouette, wrote to Hugo: 
T am speechless with admi­ 
ration before the catalogue of 
your masterpieces. Your genius 
is unmatched in our century.” 
Notes Edwards: “Her assess-

ment may have been heavily 
prejudiced, but it was accur­ 
ate.” 
Alter reading Edwards’ evi­ 
dence, the reader finds himself 
in full agreement, too. Not only 
was there tremendous depth in 
Hugo’s literary talent, but there 
was also remarkable versatili­ 
ty. He wrote great novels — of 
which “Les Miserables” was 
but one — t h a t not only en­ 
joyed unprecedented populari­ 
ty, but also helped to shape the 
social and political structures 
of his and other l a n d s . He 
penned some of the most 'beau­ 
tiful poetry ever to be created 
by man. He wrote plays that 
were commercially successful 
and which spoke bravely and 
pointedly to the true issues of 
his time. He wrote travel books 
and essays and scathing polit­ 
ical satire and personal mem­ 
oirs. 
And in all of it was reflected 
the genuis that placed Hugo 
alongside Voltaire and Rous­ 
seau as the foremost men of 
letters in all French history, 
presenting a trio of great minds 
and extrordinary talents that, 
quite probably only one other 
country on earth can reasona­ 
bly challenge and match. 
Bui Victor Hugo also had a 
second career — in the political 
a r e n a . And there he was a 
steadfast idealist, often advanc­ 
ing ideas — a United States of 
Europe, for instance — that

were a century in advance of 
his times. He was always the 
champion of the common man, 
and in later years of dem ocra­ 
cy, and an implacable foe of the 
would-be tyrant Napoleon III. 
He was an eloquent speaker for 
his causes. 
And such was his courage of 
his convictions that he under­ 
went a long e x i l e upon the 
channel islands rather than to 
live in Paris under the Bona­ 
parte yoke. 
Even in his chaotic domestic 
and romantic life, there was a 
strain of honor and consistency. 
He was faithful to his wife, 
until she was unfaithful. His 
love for Juliette Droucette, an 
exceptional personality herself, 
never wavered,, even as he had 
literally hundreds — probably 
thousands — of affairs with oth­ 
er women, ranging from the 
famous Sarah Bernhardt to Pa­ 
risian streetwalkers. But when, 
in their last years, the under­ 
standing Juliette demanded his 
fidelity, he gave it to her. 
He was genuinely fond of his 
family, the ranks of which were 
decimated by tragedy, and he 
was loyal and generous to his 
friends. 
He was a man of tremendous 
appetites — for food, for wom­ 
en, for work, for the arts, for 
politics. 
And his life, as recounted by 
Samuel Edwards, would make 
a motion picture as spectacular 
as the film versions of any of 
his epic novels. With, if we are 
to have an English-language 
picture, why not Richard Bur­ 
ton in the Hugo role? 
In the end, Victor Hugo left 
France, and the world, not only 
an awesome body of literature, 
but also its Third Republic of 
which he was probably the 
chief architect. 
Something of his prestige and 
impact upon his country and 
his times were evident when on 
Feb. 27. 1881, the Republic of 
France saluted him with a na­ 
tional holiday, with a huge pa­ 
rade through the streets of his 
beloved Paris and a great ban­ 
quet. He was then 81 ihe died 
four years later». Nations are 
given to honoring their politi­ 
cians, their generals and their 
adm irals, their explorers, their 
aviators and now their astro­ 
nauts. But what other literary 
figure can you think of who was 
so honored in his lifetime by his 
countrymen? 
It is fitting that Victor Hugo 
stands alone in this respect, for 
he was a unique figure in litera­ 
ture and in history, 
Some readers may be both­ 
ered by Samuel Edwards’ un­ 
disguised admiration for his 
subject in “Victor Hugo: A Tu­ 
multuous Life.” For instance he 
presents such a one-dimension­ 
al picture of Hugo's arch-foe, 
Louis Napoleon, that it borders 
on the unfair. But it is also 
apparent that no person could 
delve into the life of a man ol 
Hugo’s qualities and achieve­ 
ments without being impressed 
to the verge of intimidation and 
awe.

But it barely 
hints at some of the great dan­ 
gers to these resources — mer­

with the small reader an un­ 
realistic impression of the prox­ 
imity of the time (if ever) when 
man. will dwell, beneath the 
seas, And all in all, it minimiz­ 
es problems in favor of a rather 
rosy and shortsighted view of 
the future of the seas. The illus­ 
trations are photographs.

are an attractive way to pro­ 
vide cool shade for outdoor liv­ 
ing areas and the home during 
warm spells. 


Certain ones have crisp, ap­ 
ple green foliage .and other Fi­ 
brous B e g o n i a s boast rich 
bronze leaves, which are espe­ 
cially valued for accent purpos­ 
es.

Angel Records continues to 
bring to U.S. listeners excellent 
stereo recordings of Russian 
music from the Soviet Union on 
the Melodiya-Angel label. 
Two stereo “firsts” lead the 
recent batch, newly recorded in 
the U S S R and pressed in this 
country. 
A SYMPHONY that was very 
popular in the U.S. early in this 
century receives its stereo pre­ 
miere on Melodiya-Angel SR- 
40132, Kalinnikov’s * ‘Symphony 
N o . 2 in A” The U S S R 
Symphony Orchestra is con­ 
ducted by Svetlanov. 
Written in 1898, the work is 
full of very Russian melody and 
bears some resemblance to the 
music of Borodin. There is a 
grandeur about the symphony 
that is thoroughly convincing in 
this performance by Soviet mu­ 
sicians who obviously feel very 
close to the score. 
RODION SCHEDRIN is 
a 
fine Russian composer of today, 
perhaps best known for his 
spectacular “Garment Ballet” 
arrangement heard on an ear­ 
lier Melodiya-Angel LP. 
His ballet “The Humpbacked 
Horse” is based on a Russian 
fairytale and is very often seen 
on the boards of the Bolshoi. 
Algis Zuraitis conducts the Bol­ 
shoi Theater Orchestra in the 
“Second Suite” from this ballet 
on SR-40106. It is music full of 
verve, charm, and an optimistic 
sense of humor. 
Sound, as on nearly all the 
Melodiya-Angel albums, is fully 
up to U.S. standards of stereo 
reproduction. 
Also, 
Angel’s 
tasteful packaging always de­ 
serves praise. 
PROKOFIEFF’S “Symphony 
No. 3 in C Minor” is presented 
on S R - 4 0 0 9 2 with Gennady 
Rozhdestvensky conducting the 
.Moscow Radio Symphony Or­ 
chestra. 
Completed in 1928, the Third 
Symphony is based on material 
from the Soviet composer's op*

Rozhdestvensky and his men 
dig into the score with such 
fervor and feeling as to' out*, 
shine competing versions by 
Abravanel and einsdorf. 
DMITRI SHOSTAKOVICH is 
probably Russia’s most impor­ 
tant living composer, and the 
Melodiya .record company there 
has released through Angel in 
this country many fine LPs 
covering all aspects of the va­ 
ried output of the Soviet master 
artist.

S o n a t a No. 3 for Violin and

Many historic documents like 
this one leave something to be

performers. Not this one — if is 
incomparable in every way. 
Russian audiences being not­ 
ed for their super-quiet atten­ 
tiveness, background noise is 
almost nonexistent, adding to 
the excellent sound. 
A L O N G WITH the above-

third most, important soloist in 
the Soviet Union today is proba­ 
bly the cellist Matislav Rostro­ 
povich.

Daring Shoot-Out 


Following Slaying 


NEW YORK (UPI)—A young Haitian, demand­ 
ing to be flown to North Vietnam, shot and killed 
a passenger who tried to jump him when he 
hijacked a jetliner in Chicago. He was wounded in 
a shoot-out in the air with a U.S. marshal and a 
crewman and arrested today on landing in New 
York. 
The alleged hijacker, identi­ 
fied as G r e g o r y White, 23, 
forced his way on the Trans 
World Airlines 727 jet at O’Hare 
International Airport in Chica­ 
go as passengers boarded for 
the last leg of the Albuquerque, 
N.M.-to-New York flight late 
last night. 


Stewardess Catharine Culver, 
24, of Fond-du-Lac, Wis., tried 
to stop him because he did not 
have a boarding pass but before 
she could call for help White 
grabbed her and dragged her 
from the front of the plane to 
the middle of the cabin, she 
said. “ He has a g u n , ” she 
scream ed. 
Most of the passengers, still 
near the forward entrance, ran 
from the plane but one man, 
Howard Franks, 65, of Darien, 
Conn., rushed to the steward­ 
e ss’ aid. Franks, a m anage­ 
m ent consultant, scuffled with 
the gunman and w as killed with 
one shot in the head and one in 
the back. 
Holding M iss Culver hostage, 
the slim , goateed gunman told 
Flight Capt. Robert E . Elder, 
42, of Stamford, Conn., he want­ 
ed to go to North Vietnam . He 
also dem anded $75,000 ransom 
and a m achine gun and am m u­ 
nition. 
As the crew persuaded White 
to release the three passengers 
t r a p p e d at the rear of the 
plane. U.S. Deputy Marshal Jo­ 
seph Zito, who was assigned to 
O’Hare to check passengers for 
guns, crawled through the cock­ 
pit window dressed in a TWA 
flight suit. 
Elder said later at a news 
conference that to buy tim e he 
told the hijacker they would 
have to fly to New York to pick 
up another plane because the 
727 could not m ake the trip to 
Vietnam. The airline prepared 
a 707 at Kennedy International 
Airport in case it w as needed. 
Miss Culver, who sat with the 
hijacker at the start of the 
flight, said he told her he left 
Haiti several years ago and

Cambodia are deteriorating un­ 
der increased Communist pres­ 
sure. 
Bunker, according to officials 
here, 
has 
already 
discussed 
with President Thieu the U.S. 
concern over the election law

presidential 
candidates in the October elec­ 
tion to be endorsed by 40 as­ 
sem blym en or 
100 provincial 
council men. 
The 
adm inistration, 
feeling 
that the split between Thieu 
and Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky has a l r e a d y passed the 
point of no return, believe that 
the new g r o u n d rules will 
squeeze out all potential oppo­ 
nents of Thieu except for Gen­ 
eral Duong Van Minh. There 
are reports that Minh and Ky 
m ay have m ade a deal to throw 
Minh’s support in the assem bly 
to Ky in order to get him on the 
ballot. 
While the National Assem bly 
has passed the new rules gov­ 
erning the eligibility of presi­ 
dential candidates, Thieu has 
not yet signed it.

HOSPITAL ROOMS 
Rate Hikes In 
'Secret' Budget 


Room rate hikes to support a 
$10 
million budget — whose 
contents were kept secret prior 
to adoption — have been ap­ 
proved by the Marin Hospital 
D istrict board. (See another sto­ 
ry on page 22.) 
The 1971-72 budget adopted 
Thursday totals $9,967,000 and 
represents a $1.400,000 increase 
over this y ear’s. 
Efforts by the Independent- 
Journal W ednesday to obtain a 
copy of the multi-million dollar 
document for publication prior 
to the m eeting w ere rebuffed by 
hospital officials. 
They said the board’s policy 
is not to release budget infor­ 
mation until after the board 
had acted on it. 
Marin General Hospital ad­ 
m inistrator Ray K. Bollinger 
said that to balance raising op­ 
erational 
costs, 
the 
board 
agreed 
to 
increase 
hospital 
room rates 
A breakdown of daily rate 
increases 
shows; 
em ergency 
room rates hiked from the cur­ 
rent $8.50 to $10; nursery room 
rates up from $28 to $34; sem i­ 
private room rates from $50 to 
$58; special-care nursery room 
rates from $33 to $43: sem i­ 
private room rates in the coro­ 
nary unit from $70 to $82; pri­ 
vate room rates in the coronary 
unit from $100 to $112, and in­ 
tensive care unit rates front 
$125 to $145. 


Besides 
increases 
in 
ro o m v 
rates, Bolinger said, the board 
also approved hikes in certain 
hospital services. 
Those include an average in­ 
crease of $10 for child deliv­ 
eries; 
$10 for operations, $2 
each for X-ray services and ra­ 
diation therapy. 25 cents for 
pharm acy use and 93 cents for 
physical therapy. 
Bolinger said the approved 
increases still keep Marin Gen­ 
eral’s patient costs substantial­ 
ly lower than at other Bay Area 
hospitals.

MOSCOW (UPIV-The Soviet 
Union’s Salyut space station 
crew 
worked 
round-the-clock 
shifts today carrying out scien­ 
tific assignments ranging from 
medicine to mapmaking. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said the three cosmonauts had 
such a heavy schedule of exper­ 
iments that it was necessary to 
devise a shift system. 
The men, Georgi Dobrovol­ 
sky, Vladislav Volkov and Vik­ 
tor Patsayev, have been in 
space since they blasted off 
Sunday aboard Soyuz 11. On 
Monday they docked with the 
Salyut station, which went into 
orbit April 19, and crawled 
aboard to set up housekeeping. 


In previous Soviet spacef­ 
lights, Tass said, the cosmo­ 
nauts had slept during the eight 
hours each day when their ship 
was outside the zone of radio 
communications with mission 
control. 


But aboard the 25-ton Salyut 
space 
station 
“the 
crowded 
program of scientific research 
and 
technical 
experiments 
called for a revision of this 
schedule and now the cosmo­ 
nauts take turns to rest,” Tass 
said. 


Much 
of 
the 
cosmonauts’ 
work involved detailed medical 
examinations of each other to 


d e t e r m i n e how prolonged 
weightlessness affects them. 
Tass said they took b l o o d 
pressure and pulse at regular 
intervals, determined calcium 
loss in bones and measured 
changes in the water-salt bal­ 
ance in bones and muscle tis­ 
sue. 
The measurements were im­ 
portant for finding ways to pre­ 
vent serious physical ailments 
caused by weightless flight. Sci­ 
entists have discovered the pro­ 
longed trips in space cause the 
body to throw off calcium and 
muscle to deteriorate. 
The cosmonauts 
also per­ 
formed experiments involving 
studies of the earth’s surface, 
Tass said, including the plotting 
of 
topographical 
maps 
and 
analysis of the atmosphere. 
Tass mentioned no specific 
astronomy chores, but said the 
cosmonauts carried out tests of 
various telescope elements to 
find out which ones will be best 
for use in space. 
The Soviets have said future 
space stations will be equipped 
with telescopes to study planets 
and stars without the distorting 
effect of the E arth’s atmos­ 
phere.

'Feud' Is 
Denied In 
New York 


NEW YORK (UPIV--Mayor 
John V. Lindsay and Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller “are not en­ 
gaged in a personal feud," a 
spokesman for the mayor has 
asserted. 
However, there has been am­ 
ple evidence in the past week 
that the historical, personal an­ 
imosity between the public offi­ 
cials has been g a i n i n g in 
intensity as a result of actions 
by the recently adjourned 1971 
session of the state legislature. 
On Wednesday, for instance, 
Lindsay accused the state gov­ 
ernment of “raping” the city. 
The following day, Rockefeller 
said the mayor was “not re­ 
sponsible for vv'hat he’s saying” 
because he was "emotionally 
upset” by the two-dav munici­ 
pal employes strike earlier in 
the week. 
Also, Rockefeller cajoled an 
exhausted state legislature to 
grant him authority to create a 
commission to investigate the 
financial practices of New York 
City. 
In all, observers in govern­ 
mental circles on both city and 
state levels perceive the latest, 
jousts of the mayor and gover­ 
nor as signs thev are continuing 
a personal battle to determine 
who is the top Republican in 
this state „ 


Russia Campaigning 
For Arms Cutbacks 


MOSCOW (UPD-The Soviet 
Union campaigned today for 
talks on worldwide cutbacks in 
arms, to include warships on 
the seven seas and troops in 
Central Europe. 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, general 
secretary of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist Party established the line 
of the campaign Friday by of­ 
fering to bargain with the Unit­ 
ed States on pulling back the 
two n a t i o n s ’ mighty naval 
fleets from distant shores. 
In a speech before 6,000 Mus­ 
covites in the Kremlin Palace 
of Congresses he specifically 
mentioned the Mediterranean, 
where the U.S. 6th Fleet con­ 
fronts a new and powerful 40- 
ship Soviet armada. 
Senior 
Western 
diplomats 
said the offer, along with other 
disarmement proposals, consti­ 
tuted the “most sweeping pub­ 
lic statement in some tim e” by 
a top Soviet leader. 
But one diplomat warned “it 
is a generality, and like a num­ 
ber of generalities we don’t 
know if there is anything to it.” 
Brezhnev commented on the 
presence of both Soviet and 
American warships in the Med­ 
iterranean. the Indian Ocean 
and the Western Pacific. 
“We have never thought and 
do not think now that it is an 
ideal situation when the navies 


of great powers sail for long 


periods at the other end of the 
world, away from their native 
coasts,” 
he 
said. 
“We are 
ready to solve this problem, but 
to make an equal bargain, as 
they say.” 


The naval proposal was cou­ 
pled by Brezhnev with his ear­ 
lier call for east-west talks on 
reducing the number of arms 
and armed forces in Central 
Europe, where the mass of 
Warsaw Pact and North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
forces are concentrated. 


The Communist Party leader 
raised the troop reduction issue 
May 14 in a speech in Tbilisi in 
the Soviet Republic of Georgia. 
Friday he carried the offer a 
step further, declaring talks 
would include not only Soviet 
troops, but those of the entire 
Eastern Bloc as well. 
The distinction is important, 
because the Warsaw Pact na­ 
tions 
maintain large 
armed 
forces equipped and partly fi­ 
nanced by the Soviet Union. 
“We are asked the question: 
Does our proposal concern only 
foreign armed forces, or does it 
concern national armed forces 
as well? 
‘ ‘ O u r reply is that we are 
ready to discuss both the first 
and the second,” he said.

Grant Labor Pact 


Golden Gate Bridge District 
directors, in a sharp break with 
past labor practices, yesterday 
reluctantly granted employees 
the right to collective bargain­ 
ing. 
The concession, required to 
q u a 1 i f y for federal transit 
grants, also provided that labor 
disputes be settled by binding 
arbitration. 
In the past, district labor 
practices — wages, 
benefits 
and working conditions — have 
been patterned after those pre­ 
vailing in Sau Francisco. The 
new 
agreem ent, 
however, 
m eant the district will deal di­ 
rectly with labor unions. 
The unaminous vote, beating 
a federal deadline by less than 
one hour, cleared the way for 
the district to get up to $6.1 
million in a federal grant to­ 
ward its $9.3 million bus sys­ 
tem.

Nutritional Value 
In Cereals 'Better' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Last 
July ronsumer advocate Robert 
B. Choate created a stir when 
he c h a r g e d many popular 
breakfast cereals were virtual­ 
ly worthless in nutritional val­ 
ue. 
Friday, Choate went before a 
House Small Business Subcom­ 
mittee to testify the situation 
since has improved but that 
many cereals still contain ex­ 
cessive sugar that threatens 
dental health. 
Since he made his charges 
last year, Choate said, many of 
the cereals had been fortified 
with vitamins. 
“ It is unfortunate, however, 
that a number of these newly 
fortified cereals are so sweet 
that sugar is their primary in­ 
gredient,” Choate said. 
He said some manufacturers 
perhaps should warn users of 
their breakfast foods to brush 
and rinse their teeth after eat­ 
ing to help prevent cavities. 
An engineer and occasional 
nutritional consultant to the 
government, Choate testified as 
chairman of the Council on 
Children, Media and Merchan­ 
dising, a group which attempts 
to protect children against al­ 
leged excesses in television 
commercials. 
C h o a t e said a child who 
watches television even moder­ 
ately sees at least 5,000 food 
commercials a year. He said 
most of them promote snacks, 
sweets, soft drinks and other 
foods low in nutritional value. 
Choate gave the subcommittee 
his evaluation of cereals cate­ 
gorized “ according to the prob­ 
lems they pose to e t h i c a l 
advertisers.” 
In Group One, Choate placed 
cereals he said could make “ re­ 
spectable nutritional claims" 
because they contained 21 per 
cent to 33 per cent of the mini­ 
mum daily requirement for vi­ 
tamins A and D, along with 33 
per cent of the minimum re­ 
quirement for Vitamin C, thia­ 


mine, niacin and riboflavin, 
plus iron supplement. 
He listed them as Kellogg’s 
Sugar Frosted Flakes, Puffa 
Puffa Rice, Cocoa Krispies, 
Sugar Pops, Special K, Froot 
Loops, Sugar Smacks and Ap­ 
ple Jacks; General Foods’ For­ 
tified Oat Flakes, Super Sugar 
C r i s p s , and General Mills’ 
County Chocula and Franken 
Berry. 
In Group Two, Choate placed 
newly 
fortified cereals 
“ so 
sweet that sugar is their prima­ 
ry ingredient.” He said the 
group included some he had 
listed as able to make respect­ 
able nutritional claims. 
Group Two included General 
Mills’ Kaboom; Quaker King 
Vitamin; K e l l o g g ’ s Froot 
Loops, Sugar Smacks, Apple 
Jacks; General Foods’ Super 
Sugar Crisps; General Mills’ 
Count Chocula, Franken Berry 
and Frosty-O’s. 
C h o a t e 
said 
he 
found 
Frosty-O’s was low in vitamin 
fortification, while Kaboom and 
King Vitamin contained so high 
a dosage of vitamins it might 
be prudent for the industry to 
require a warning of possible 
excessive fortification. 


Manila City Plan 


MANILA 
(UPI)—A 
study 
commission has recommended 
that the Greater Manila area — 
composed of four cities and five 
neighboring towns —cooperate 
in joint projects such as a met­ 
ropolitan 
transport 
system, 
electricity and water resources 
to effectively serve its com­ 
bined 3 million population. The 
study said “ a hodgepodge of 
local planning units in each lo­ 
cal government will not do.”

“ I understand the reasons be­ 
hind the i n s p e c t i o n and I 
agreed that the parts of the 
notebook pertaining to my job 
could be inspected. 
“ But I feel it would be an 
invasion of my privacy to allow 
someone to read the rest,” he 
declared flatly. 
Hanley, who lives in Santa 
Venetia, had worked as a depu­ 
ty sheriff since November. He, 
is a graduate of the University 
of California at Berkeley. 
He heaped praise upon Re­ 
tana for the work he is doing as 
head of the security force at the 
Civic Center, but he said he 
resigned because of what he 
calls “ a point of principle be­ 
tween gentlemen.” 
He described the reason be­ 
hind the notebook inspection as 
one of security. 
"If I were fatally wounded on 
the job, then anything I would 
have on my person could possi­ 
bly be used in litigation — and 
that includes my notebook. 
From his (Retana’s) point of 
view, it would be best if the 
department knew beforehand 
what type of security informa­ 
tion might be contained in that 
book,” Hanley explained. 
“ Retana doesn’t make deci­ 
sions lightly — he’s not a power 
freak,” the former deputy said. 
“ So he explained his views and 
I explained mine. Neither one 
of us would budge although we 
understood each other’s rea­ 
sons.” 
Hanley said his notebook was 
never opened by Retana. His 
interest was in the depart­ 
ment. Once I resigned he had 
no further need to look into it,” 
he said. 
Retana, who said he couldn’t 
comment on Hanley’s resigna­ 
tion, said, “ he did a good job.” 
Capt. Harvey E. Teague add- 
_ed, “ We never had any prob­ 
lems with him (Hanley) — or 
complaints.” 
Hanley who also has a real 
estate license said he was not 
sur e what type of work he 
would look for. 
“ I s t i l l don’t know what I 
want to do when I grow up,” he 
joked. He said he was consider­ 
ing state rehabilitation counsel­ 
ing or some type of in-depth 
media work.

Please clip this column 
for future reference; it proba­ 
bly won’t be repeated this sum ­ 
mer. These instructions apply 
to a bikini, two piece or one 
piece. 
If your suit is to be m ade of 
stretch fabric, be sure it is a 
Helenca (two way stretch) ny­ 
lon. It m ust also be chemically 
treated for chlorine. This would 
also apply to the elastic used. 
Thread could either be 100 per 
cent polyester or 100 per cent 
nylon. A ballpoint needle is rec­ 
ommended for your sewing m a­ 
chine. 
MOST PATTERNS in the pat­ 
tern catalogs are designed for 
fabric suits unless otherwise 
stated — these would not fit 
properly in knits. The “ Sew, 
Knit n Stretch” swim patterns 
are very dependable, both for 
instructions and fit. We have 
found through experience that 
it is better not to use the stretch 
stitch on your sewing m achine 
for stitching swim wear. It is 
apt to dam age the fabric. Sim ­ 
ply use a regular stitch, howev­ 
er, be sure to s t r e t c h your 


sewing suggestion. 
“ If you have trouble thread­ 
ing your machine needle, you’ll 
find this little tip a time and 
tem per saver. When changing 
thread on your machine, just 
clip the thread at the spool. Tie 
the next thread on the clipped 
t h r e a d and then pull gently 
through the needle and you’re 
all set again.”

fabric in front and back of the 
needle as you are stitching. 
This will give you the proper 
“ stretch and give” needed. 
There are bra-cups available 
for swim wear. However, some 
women prefer a sm aller, softer 
bra cup. These can easily be 
m ade by cutting a circle out 
of Pellon polyester fleece. Cut 
several small “ V’s” out of the 
outer edge of the circle, butt 
the cut edges together and zig­ 
zag together. The depth and 
num ber of cuts will determ ine 
the size and shape of the cup. 
The more cuts in the circle, the 
m ore shape you will end up 
with. For a little extra padding, 
you could m ake one c i r c l e 
slightly sm aller than the other 
and tack the two together be­ 
fore applying to your bra top.

have a partial lining at least. 
This should also be a stretch 
fabric so the two layers of fab­ 
ric will be compatible. Swim­

priced 
between $15 and $35, they can 
be m ade for a fraction of this. 
The best part of all is that they 
take very little time and are 
guaranteed to be individual. 
Please let me know if you have 
any other questions that I ha­ 
ven't answered and I shall try 
to find space for another little 
lesson.

beginning when I was her age. 
I never did get the “ sewing 
bug" again.

MARIN DATEBOOK 


DEAR MRS. L. W.: 
I will stick my neck out and 
give a few' words of a d v i c e 
based on the experiences of my 
own three daughters as well as 
the hundreds of teens I have 
started on the road of happy 
sewing (I hope). 
First, and most important, 
please mothers, don’t interfere. 
It is important to choose a qua­ 
lified school with experienced 
teachers. If you don’t agree 
with the m e t h o d s they are 
taught, keep it to yourself until 
after her l e s s o n s are over. 
There is always more than one 
way to do most anything. 


Encourage her all you can by 
giving her whatever you think 
you can a f f o r d for her first 
project, and then keep out of 
the picture. She is the one who 
has to work on it, and later 
wear it, let it be her choice, not 
yours. I have overheard many 
mothers say “ Don’t buy good 
fabric, you'll probably ruin it 
anyw ay!” What a poor start for 
anyone. It would be most un­ 
usual for a mother and daugh­ 
ter 
to agree completely on 
anything. After all, there is at 
least 20 years difference in age 
and there would be something 
u’rong if there wasn’t a differ­ 
ence of opionion. A beginner 
doesn’t know enough about sew­ 
ing to work on a piece of cheap 
fabric. Be sure her fabric has 
body, isn’t bonded, and doesn’t 
require matching a plaid or 
pattern. All of this will come 
later. 
Don’t expect m iracles. Try to 
look back when you began to 
sew. If the first garm ent isn’t 
absolutely 
perfect 
and 
she 
learns to love sewing, isn’t that 
m ore im portant than ripping so 
m any times that she is com­ 
pletely discouraged? Perfection 
comes with practice and al­ 
though I wouldn't approve of a 
sloppy job, I would let a few 
things slip by. Call attention to 
it and expect better results with 
their second garm ent. 
I had a very successful plan 
that worked beautifully with 
my girls, one of whom is taking 
after her mother and has her 
own business and school. Since 
children have a way of not 
wanting to finish anything they 
s t a r t , I would let my girls 
choose anything they wanted to 
m ake, price was hardly an ob­ 
ject since they initially paid for 
it from their own money. The 
day the garm ent was completed 
and w o r n , I was m ore than 
happy to make a full refund. 
Try it, I think it will work for 
you. too. 
Last of all, we all need ego 
builders. This can be just that 
for your daughter. Be sure to 
praise her on her work, her 
choice of pattern, fabric, and 
the way she looks in it. She 
m ay save you thousands of dol­ 
lars ordinarily spent on cloth­ 
ing b e f o r e she gets out of 
college. (I’ll welcome any let­ 
ters you wish to send m e on 
your experiences.)

A Rumble 


Over Quake 
Area Aid 


SAN FERNANDO (UPI)-A 
Senate subcommittee investi­ 
gating the government’s post­ 
earthquake aid was told Friday 
that some private firms had 
stopped issuing quake insur­ 
ance 
until 
the 
aftershocks 
stilled. 
‘ How long do people have to 
wait in the San Fernando Val­ 
iev?” asked Sen. John Tunney, 
D-Calif. 
“ I don’t know.” replied a top 
official for the American Insur­ 
ance Association’s western re­ 
gion. 
State Sen. Alfred E. Alquist 
appeared 
before the Senate 
Public Works Committee hear­ 
ing during Friday’s second 
meeting and sharply criticized 
Gov. Reagan’s role in aiding 
homeowners after the Feb. 9 
earthquake. 
Reagan, he said, “ has exhib­ 
ited total lack of leadership in 
the area of earthquake safety 
and disaster preparedness. 
“ Even worse,” he added, 
‘‘the governor has consistently 
tried to block efforts of the leg­ 
islature to develop a sane and 
sensible program to reduce 
earthquake hazards.” 
A major concern of the sub­ 
committee is the tide of com­ 
plaints by San Fernando Valley 
homeowners that they could not 
buy earthquake insurance in 
the temblor-prone region. 
Today’s final session in the 
three-day hearing was devoted 
to testimony from valley home­ 
owners, speaking at the Santa 
Rosa Catholic Church. 
The committee, headed by 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., was 
told that some private insur­ 
ance firms had pulled out of the 
earthquake protection business 
until aftershocks ended from 
the disasterous quake. 
Cal Tech seismology scien­ 
tists have previously reported 
that it’s not uncommon for such 
earth tremors to continue one 
to two years after a quake of 
such magnitude as Feb. 9. The 
state’s chief deputy insurance 
commission defended the pri­ 
vate insurance industry and 
told the subcommittee hearing 
the federal government doesn’t 
have to take over the task. 
Commissioner Lawrence C. 
Baker Jr., testified, “I don’t 
think that a federal program is 
necessary when it comes to 
earthquake insurance for dwell­ 
ings.” 
He said homeowners could 
buy such protection at a price 
they could afford, but that busi­ 
nesses would have considerably 
more difficulty securing quake 
insurance. 
Even if there were a federal 
insurance program, 
testified 
Baker, ‘‘It would not be utilized 
properly unless coverage were 
made mandatory in order to 
secure FHA-VA loans. 


TriStar Tests 
Set New Mark 


PALMDALE. Calif. (BW) — 
Lockheed’s L-1011 TriStar jet­ 
liner has flown at 64.‘i miles per 
hour — well beyond the maxi­ 
mum it is expected to reach in 
airline service, the company 
has reported. 
“ The aircraft felt very solid 
and flew very smoothly at 
speed approaching the sound 
barrier. Flight characteristics 
were very good,” said L-1011 
project pilot Hank Dees. 
The new speed mark was es­ 
tablished in a shallow dive 
from 37,500 feet, the maximum 
a l t i t u d e the TriStar has 
achieved during its test pro 
gram. Successful flutter tests 
were also conducted at the new 
speed, Dees said. 


Showdown Vote On 
State Budget Set 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — As­ 
sembly Democratic and Repub­ 
lican leaders have set the stage 
for a showdown vote next week 
on the house’s expanded ver­ 
sion of Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 
proposed state budget. 
Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van 
Nuys, said Friday he will call 
for a vote next week on the 
Assembly $7.06 billion proposed 
budget, which is $250 million 
more than suggested by Re­ 
agan. 
But GOP Caucus Chairman 
John Stull warned Republicans 
will block passage of the spend­ 
ing plan unless the measure is 
trimmed back to the sum pro­ 
posed by the governor and wel­ 
fare reform is reached. 
“ The Republican party is not 
voting for the budget in this 
form,” the Leucadia lawmaker 
said. 
Reagan’s welfare program, 
meanwhile, was killed by a 
Senate committee and the gov­ 
ernor has said he will not sup­ 
port a Democratic-sponsored 
substitute. 
The Legislature must pass a 
budget by midnight June 30, or 
the state will be without author­ 
ity to pay its bills when the new 
fiscal year begins. 
For the past two years, Dem­ 
ocrats have held up passage of

200TH ANNIVERSARY 
Still A Living Mission 


By JERRY HENRY 
JOLON (UPI) - Two hundred 
years ago three Franciscan 
Padres and a handful of sol­ 
diers hiked into an oak-dotted 
valley north of here in Monte­ 
rey County and established the 
third of the California missions. 


Like the others, Mission San 
Antonio, named by Padre Juni- 
pero Serra who hung its first 
mission bells on an oak tree 
limb beside the San Antonio 
River, formed the real begin­ 
nings of California’s recorded 
history. 
And like the other missions 
it was designed to bring near­ 
by Indians into the web of 
civilization. 
It was a living, working mis­ 
sion. The Padres taught the 
surrounding Salinan 
Indians 
how to farm to feed themselves, 
how to make c l o t h to cover 
their bodies, how to hammer 
hot iron into tools and how to 
pray to the white man’s God. 
Under Spanish rule it thrived 
and expanded. Under Mexican 
and early U.S. governments it 
declined and by the turn of the 
century it had fallen into ruins 


Tomorrow, when local resi­ 
dents celebrate its 200th birth­ 
day with a special fiesta, it 
stands restored, lying isolated 
in Father Serra’s ‘-Valley Of 
The Oaks” — a valley much the 
same as it was 200 years ago 
when the mission’s only edifice 
was a brush hut. 
Unlike some of the other mis­ 
sion sites, such as San Rafael’s, 
there have been no urban en­ 
croachments here. The civiliza­ 
tion which Mission San Antonio 
struggled to bring to the Indian 
has not descended to blot out its 
charm. 
It remains surrounded by 
meadows of golden wild oats 
beneath a backdrop of un­ 
trammeled 
coastal 
moun­ 
tains. 
Also unlike the other missions 
it remains a living mission, in 
the sense that the Franciscans 
are again striving to make the 
mission 
meaningful 
these 
times. 
families and single persons, 
have been living here since last 
summer, participating in what 
is called a Christian community 
program which was formulated 
at a Franciscan conference last 
summer. 
The community members live 
in small apartments where for­ 
mer franciscans and Indians 
once dwelled. They share the 
same kitchen and the work in­ 
cluding the tending of a milk 
cow, some chickens and a small 
garden. 
In addition, they help the 
guardian, Father Francis Buis- 
mato, and Brother Timothy Ar­ 
thur with various tasks about 
the mission including tending 
the museum and curio shop. 
In their spare time they pur­ 
sue their own interests, paint­ 
ing, carving, studying or just 
talking. 
Mary Lou Goertzen, her hus­ 
band Ernest and their three 
children, have been here since 
September. Both are accom­ 
plished artists from Berkeley, 
Calif. 
Mrs. Goertzen explained the 
purpose is to make the mission 
relevant to today. 
“ It’s a privilege to try to do 
this in such a beautiful place,” 
she said. She is not sure of the 
o u t c o m e but she feels the 
project is moving in a positive 
direction. 
“ We live week by week,” she 
said. “ WTe have policy meetings 
every week to see where we are 
going.” 
It's 
an 
ecumenical 
pro­ 
gram, not limited to Catho­ 
lics. Mrs. Gertzen said she 
was a Mennonite-Quaker. 
Possibly because of tourist 
visits, she does not have a feel­ 
ing of being cut off from the 
world. 
“ It’s deceptive,” she said. 
“ In a way it feels so remote. 
But I don’t feel remote at all. I 
feel just as much in the middle 
of things as I did in Berkeley.” 
She and others will be among 
those who participate in the 
pageant Sunday to celebrate 
the founding of Mission San An­ 
tonio.

20 GERMAN CHURCHES 
UP FOR GRABS— FREE 


MARBURG, Germany (GF) — Anyone 
interested in having an old, 
historic 
church for free? In the vicinity of West 
Germany’s Marburg, there are 20 up for 
grabs. 
The churches are all located in smaller 
towns and have long since closed down for 
religious services. In fact, a number are 
being used as storehouses, which disturbs 
many local officials and residents. 
The churches were given up as religious 
centers as new ones were built or as 
communities grew smaller and attend­ 
ance shrank to near zero.

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COURSE IN ROME 


Spooks, Demons In 
Respectable Spot 


By BARRY JAMES 
VATICAN CITY (UPI) - 
Spooks, demons and things that 
go bump in the n i g h t have 
found a respectable position at 
Rome's Pontifical Lateran Uni­ 
versity. It has an Austrian 
priest-psychiatrist, 
Rev. 
An­ 
drea Resch, teaching a course 
in which such phenomena as 
poltergeists and possession by 
demons are seriously consid­ 
ered. 
Resch, 37, calls his specialty 
“ paranormology.” In a dispas­ 
sionate tone, he tells students 
there are some things that can­ 
not be explained by normal 
means, and he examines “ psy­ 
chic phenomena” — including 
seances and what happens dur­ 
ing them, water divining, the 
levitation 
and 
bilocation of 
saints, miracle cures, stigmata, 
ghosts and even Ouija boards. 
Next semester, he promises 
“ practical experiments” in ex­ 
tra-sensory perception, mental 
telepathy and spiritualism — 
but has yet to describe exactly 
what he will do. 
Although the Roman Catholic 
Church bans participation in 
seances, it makes an exception 
for scientific researchers. 
Another man who combined 
the priesthood with the study of 
the bizarre was the Rev. Victor 
Jouet, who died in Rome in 1912 
after having amassed a unique 
collection 
of 
finger 
marks 
scorched into religious books 
and other objects. He believed 
they were made by s o u l s in 
purgatory.

Marin County Marine inspec­ 
tor R i c h a r d L. Larson was 
trying to figure out yesterday 
how he corresponded for two 
years with the owner of a Gate 
5 houseboat without knowing 
the man’s correct name.

Carpeted Fields May 
Make Bunts Obsolete 


Only three men in the history of baseball have 
piloted the same team longer than Walter Alston 
has managed the Dodgers — Connie Mack, 50 
years with the Philadelphia Athletics, 1901-50; 
John McGraw, 31 years with the Giants 1902-32, 
and Cap Anson, 19 seasons with the Cubs 1879-97. 
Alston, in his 18th season this year as manager 
of the Dodgers, properly is called today’s “Dean 
of the Dugout.” Six times he has led the Dodgers 
to National League pennants, four times to World 
Series championships in 1955,1959,1963 and 1965. 
So Alston must be recognized as a knowledgea­ 
ble manager. Yet, like every manager before him 
and every manager who will follow him, Alston is 
not immune to second-guessing in which some 
baseball fans take particular delight. 
There was the time Alston was politely second- 
guessed on a Giant-Dodger game in 1962, an 
important game that the Giants won on their way 
to their pennant. He was asked why he didn’t 
flash the bunt sign to a batter in what seemed to 
be an ideal sacrifice situation. Why did he signal 
the batter to hit away? 
“How many of you would have bunted?” Alston 
asked his luncheon audience. Half of the crowd 
stood. 
“How many of you would have hit away?” The 
remaining half of the audience stood. 
“Well,” said Alston, “that merely goes to show 
that whatever I did I would have been wrong with 
half of you.” 
Now, the bunt or hit away decision was one that 
Charlie Fox had to make not once but five times 
in a tight ball game last month in Candlestick. 
Four times the manager of the Giants signalled 
batters to hit away. Four double plays by Pitts­ 
burgh’s classy defensive infield resulted. 
The one time Fox did flash the bunt sign the 
sacrifice worked. Juan Marichal not only laid 
down the bunt but beat the Pirates 2-1 with a 
three-hitter. 
With his pitcher at bat, Alan Gallagher on first 
base with a leadoff single in the fifth inning and 
the Giants trailing 1-0, Fox naturally had no 
hesitancy in'ordering the sacrifice which ulti­ 
mately resulted in a tie 1-1 score when Ken 
Henderson delivered a two-out single. 
But why didn’t he order the bunt in the preced­ 
ing inning when the Giants had two aboard and 
nobody out or in the following inning with two 
aboard and again nobody out? After all, it wasn’t 
until the seventh inning that Henderson knocked 
in the decisive run after Bobby Bonds had dou­ 
bled. 
“I realize better than anyone else that I put 
myself on the spot for a lot of second-guessing,” 
said Fox, “but the bunt may become obsolete on 
baseball’s new artificial playing surfaces. 
“It’s extremely difficult for a batter to lay 
down a soft bunt on the carpet which gives added 
momentum to the ball. But don’t get me wrong. 
I’m not forgeting the bunt. I’ve just been giving it 
some extra thought not that we have carpeted 
infields.” 
Fox also gave some extra thought to another 
problem presented by the artificial grass sur­ 
faces. He re-aligned the Giants’ infield defense, 
moving the corner mean away from the lines and 
the shortstop and second baseman closer to the 
second base bao. The result? Immediate im­ 
provement in the team’s double play production. 
Fox is appropiately named, a foxy percentage 
player.

Aker never forgets, and every- 
time he gets a chance to pitch 
against the Oakland A’s, the 
adrenalin starts to flow.

Mays Has 
A Hand 
In Win

Once a g a i n the New York 
Mets got crossed up pitching to 
Willie Mays. 
This time, however, the cir­ 
cumstances were a bit unusual. 
The 40-year-old Mays, play­ 
ing his first game in New York 
this season, was batting in the 
10th inning with two out and 
Hal Lanier on second Friday 
night when reliever Tug Mc­ 
Graw, misreading a sign from 
catcher Jerry Grote, uncorked 
a wild pitch. When Grote lost 
sight of the ball and was unable 
to retrieve it, Lanier scored 
from second to give the San 
Francisco Giants a 3-2 victory. 
Lanier, a late inning replace­ 
ment, led off the inning with a 
double and was waved home by 
Mays as McGraw was forced to 
retrieve the ball himself. The 
Mets argued that a fan touched 
the ball after it hit the backstop 
but home plate u m p i r e Lee 
Weyer disagreed and eventual­ 
ly Mets’ Manager Gil Hodges 
was ejected from the game for 
protesting too strenuously. 
As it turned out the Mets’ 
argument carried no weight 
since the rulebook states that 
even if a fan touches the ball it 
still is up to the u m p i r e to 
decide whether the interference 
had any bearing on the play. In 
this case, Weyer felt that it did 
not. 
“Even if the fan did touch the 
ball, and I don’t think he did, 
there’s no way in the world 
they could have g o t t e n that 
man out,” said Weyer. “The 
ball tipped Grote’s glove and 
hit my mask and went straight 
up in the air.” 
Grote said the wild pitch re­ 
sulted because of a mixup in 
signals. “I thought I called for 
a s c r e w b a l l and McGraw 
thought I called for a fastball. 
My target was low expecting a 
screwball and the pitch was a 
high fastball,” said the Mets’ 
catcher. 
“There was a human error in 
there somewhere,” added Mc- 
G r a w , “but how could I let 
Lanier hit a double off me in 
the first place?” 
McGraw’s wild pitch spoiled 
a dramatic ninth inning come­ 
back by the Mets, who tied the 
score at 2-2 on a two-out, two- 
run homer by Dave Marshall. 
Willie McCovey’s two-run hom­ 
er had a c c o u n t e d for the 
Giants’ early runs. Mays col­ 
lected a single and a triple in 
five at bats before 52,486— the 
largest crowd in the National 
League this season.

The Sad Plight 
Of Denny McLain

Fame is fleeting and if you 
don’t think so, just ask Denny 
McLain. 
Four years ago McLain was 
the toast of baseball and the 
topic of every fan’s conversa­ 
tion as he followed his quest to 
become the first pitcher in 34 
y e a r s to win more than 30 
games. He succeeded with a 316 
record before hard times fell 
Upon him. 
• 
Following a couple of suspen­ 
sions for various charges rang­ 
ing from carrying a pistol to 
bookmaking, McLain last year 
was dealt from D e t r o i t to 
Washington, where owner Bob 
Short welcomed him with a six 
figure contract. 
Short’s investment seems to 
have gone sour, however, as 
McLain currently ranks as the 
“ losingest” pitcher in the ma­ 
jor leagues. He went down to 
his sixth straight loss and 11th 
of the season in 15 decisions 
Friday night when the Califor­ 
nia Angels rallied to beat the 
Senators 4-2. 
McLain, who sat out most of 
last season and ended with a 35 
record, lasted only six innings 
in absorbing his ninth loss in 
his last 10 decisions. He allowed 
nine liits, w a l k e d three and 
struck out four and left with his 
club trailing 4-1. 
Ken McMullen’s ninth homer 
of the season highlighted a 
three-run fifth that proved to be 
McLain’s undoing. Frank How­ 
ard hit his eighth homer in the 
third to give the Senators a 1-0 
lead but California tied the 
game in the fourth on winning 
pitcher Clyde Wright's double 
and went ahead in the fifth on 
Tony Gonzalez’ sacrifice fly, 
McMullen’s homer and Ken 
Berry’s RBI single.

credit policy, was preparing to 
t i g h t e n the screws a bit on 
monetary growth in order to 
keep from rekindling the infla­ 
tionary price spiral. 
Some Wall Street experts, 


however, feared that a move to 
slow the outflow of money may 
put a crimp in the economic 
recovery now underway and ex­ 
ert upward pressure on interest 
rates. 
For the week, the NYSE com­ 
mon stock index dipped 0.15 to 
55.80. Standard & Poor’s 500 
stock index fell 0.23 to 101.07, 
while the Dow Jones industrial 
average registered a loss of 5.68 
at 916.47. Declines topped ad­ 
vances, 1,035 to 647 among the 
1,827 issues crossing the tape. 
Volume for the five days ag­ 
gregated 66,386,830 shares, up 
from 62,875,390 shares traded 
the holiday week earlier, and 
well above the 38,992,370 shares 
traded during the year ago pe­ 
riod. 
A Chase Manhattan Bank of­ 
ficial said the FED is likely to 
continue its expansionary poli­ 
cies, but at a slower rate than 
in recent months. 
John D. Wilson, senior vice 


president of Chase, said the na­ 
tion’s money supply in recent 
months has been growing at an 
annual rate of 10 to 11 per cent. 
He said this could be inflation­ 
ary if c o n t i n u e d over any 
lengthy period, “ so I believe 
the monetary authorities will 
seek to get back on a growth 
path of about 6 per cent.”

brakes on the money supply. He 
said it is only trying to avoid an 
upthrust in inflation.

Editor’s 
Notebook • column 
which f i l l e d this space last 
March 6 is more timely today 
than when it first appeared. 
Here it is: 
EVERYBODY KNOWS that 
California state government is 
facing another financial crisis. 
It is committed to spend more 
than its income. 
The legislature took charac­ 
teristic action in the face of the 
crisis. Legislators raised their 
own expense allowances. 
The governor has a plan for 
meeting the crisis. 
It 
is ex­ 
tremely doubtful • whether the 
legislature will accede to the 
governor's plan. 
Where does this leave us? 
In the same old bag, proba­ 
bly: the legislature will have to 
vote new taxes upon us. 
THERE MAY BE another al­ 
ternative, a better way out. 
So far as we know, no one 
else has yet thought of the pos­ 
sibility we have in mind. It is 
not likely that anyone in state 
government would think of this 
particular approach. If they did 
think of it, you can be sure that 
they would breathe not a word 
of it publicly. 
We call it the Salary Suspen­ 
sion Incentive Plan. It is some­ 
thing like this: 
Whenever the state finds it­ 
self with more outgo than in­ 
come, all services to the public 
would be frozen — that is, they 
would neither be increased nor 
be decreased. They would re­ 
main constant. 
But a system of cost cutting 
would automatically be institut­ 
ed. 
The extent to which this cost- 
cutting 
system 
was 
applied 
would 
be determined by the 
extent of the threatening defi­ 
cit. Costs would be cut merely 
enough to bring outgo into bal­ 
ance with income. 
The cost cutting system is 
simplicity itself. 
The state would m erely sus­ 
pend salary payments to cer­ 
tain 
state 
employees 
to 
the 
degree 
necessary 
to balance 
outgo with income. 
Salary suspensions would be 
instituted according to a priori­ 
ty list of state employees. The 
order of priority would be de­ 
termined by the size of an offi­ 
cial's s a l a r y . The largest 
s a l a r y would be first. That 
would be the governor. 
Right behind him on the list 
would come the top administra­ 
tors of state super-agencies. 
Since the legislature shares 
with the governor the responsi­ 
bility for keeping state spend­ 
ing within bounds, it is only 
right that 
the top legislative 
officials — the president pro 
tern of the S e n a t e and the 
speaker of the 
Assem bly — 
share top priority with the gov­ 
ernor, although legislative offi­ 
cials received somewhat less 
salary than top administrators. 
Legislative committee chair­ 
men, in both Senate and As-

scmbly, 
would 
constitute 
the 
next priority level, followed by 
individual legislators according 
to 
seniority. 
Those 
with the 
longest seniority (and presum a­ 
bly the most influence) should 
be the first to be affected by 
the salary suspension plan. 
SUCH A SYSTE M of salary 
suspensions in time of fiscal 
crisis has so many advantages 
and good features that there is 
not space enough here to touch 
on more than the mere high­ 
lights. 
First, services to the needy, 
the poor, the aged, the blind, 
the ill, etc., would continue un­ 
affected. Those at the bottom of 
the pay scale in state service, 
like hospital orderlies, would be 
unaffected. The m eager sala­ 
ries on which they and their 
families depend for existence 
would be protected. 
On the other hand, those at 
the top level whose 
salaries 
would be cut or eliminated — 
like governor Reagan — would 
not be hurt appreciably. It m ay 
be that the most noticeable im­ 
mediate affect 011 them would 
be an income tax deduction, an 
obvious benefit. 
The overall effect on the top 
administrators and top legisla­ 
tors should be. from the tax­ 
payers' standpoint, very good. 
Salary suspension would moti­ 
vate these influential officials 
to find im mediate solutions to 
the 
state's 
critical 
problems 
with a minimum of political 
shadow boxing. 
Obviously the Salary Suspen­ 
sion Incentive Flan would bene­ 
fit evervone in the long run. 
IT IS PRETTY CERTAIN 
that such a plan would not be 
advocated by the governor nor 
voted into being by the state 
legislature, however. 
If it is to be implemented, it 
will have to be by initiative 
petition of voters. We can count 
on little help from experienced 
politicians in putting the meas­ 
ure on the ballot and getting it 
passed. 
The whole operation would 
have to be a do-it-yourself op­ 
eration by voters. 
Voters of California, arise! 
We have it within our power 
to bring about our own solution 
to our state's recurring fiscal 
crises. 
If we don’t unite to protect 
ourselves against further inva­ 
sion of our pocketbooks, our 
paychecks and bank accounts 
by Sacramento, we will have 
only ourselves to blame. 
One of the great things about 
spring fever is that it enables a 
man to sit back, look up, and 
see more e a s i l y and more 
clearly how the complex prob­ 
lems of our day can be solved 
so simply.

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You Can't Outlaw Handgun 


— It's Symbol Of Virility 


WASHINGTON — The bleeding hearts 
in tni.^ country are starting to scream 
again for the registration of handguns or 
the licensing of their owners. 
Fortunately for those of us who love 
guns, the Nixon adm inistration has re­ 
jected any legislation that would offend 
the gun lobbies in this country. 
The suggestion by the National Com­ 
mission on the Reform of Criminal Laws 
to ban the possessioc of handguns by all 
except the police has been rejected by 
the president and the attorney general as 
politically unsound. 
But despite this, the antigun people 
persist in wanting to disarm the nation. 
WALLABY HORNBLOWER, chief lob 
byi.st for the National Cheap Handgun 
Association, is not concerned about the 
recent bad publicity that handgun* are- 
getting. 
•We go through this nonsense every 
few y e a r s , ’ ’ Wallaby told me. "But 
America will never give up its hand­ 
guns.” 
“Thank God for that,” I said. 
“The trouble with the media is that 
they’re always writing about the bad 
things a handgun does. When a cop gets 
shot with a handgun, they put it on the 
front page — or when some bank gets 
held up they play it up big if a gun is 
used. But you never see the good stories 
about handguns or read about the plea­ 
sure they give people.” 
“ I LL SAY YOU don’t,” I agreed 
The newspapers never w nfe about the 
fun people have at target practice or 
shooting rabbits or practicing how to 
fast-draw in front of a m irror.” 
•Why don’t they?” I dem anded. 
‘Because it’s not new s,” Wallaby said. 
■ Do you know for every person who uses 
a h a n d g u n in a robbery there are a 
thousnd gun owners who have never shot 
anybody?” 
“ Yet you never hear about them ,” I 


said in disgust. 
But,” said Wallaby, chuckling, “ the 
United States will never ban the hand­ 
gun.” 
“ How can you be that sure?” 
“ BECAUSE,” HE SAID, “ the gun is a 
sex symbol.” 
“ It is?” 
“ Most American men who own hand­ 
guns have virility problems. The gun is 
an extension of their manhood. If you 
take the gun away from a m an in this 
country, you’re em asculating him .” 
“ I never thought of that,” I said. “ But 
it’s true.” 
“The beautiful thing about it is that 
they don't know it. Most gun owners will 
fight any legislation because they think 
it s unconstitutional or an invasion of 
their property rights 
“ But subconsciously what they really 
fear is impotence. When you ask someone 
to register his gun, you’re really asking 
him to register his manhood.” 
“ IT S LIKE TRYING to get people to 
buy a license for sex,” I said. 
“ Exactly. Those of us in the business 
have known this for years. You don’t 
think gun registration would be such an 
emotional issue if sex w eren’t involved, 
do you?” 
“ No wonder you’re so relaxed about 
Congress not passing any strong gun 
legislation.” 
“ Every American child, from the day 
he can watch westerns on television, 
knows that guns and virility go together, 
and you can’t have one without the other. 
So when you talk about disarm ing the 
people in this country, you’re dealing 
with a Freudian problem, which no gun 
owner will face up to.” 
“ Then what you’re saying is if we have 
to choose between crim e and protecting 
the Am erican m ale’s manhood, 
we’d 
rather put up with the crim e.” 
Wallaby sm iled. “ You said it, I didn’t.” 


DEERFIELD, MASS. — The lot of the 
com mencem ent speaker in these times is 
not a happy one. The walkout is a form of 
protest so mild as to make the speaker 
and the others on the platform positively 
grateful. Rising to utter a few carefully 
chosen words, you cannot hut recall other 
horrendous forms protest has taken. 
In another day platitudes cam e trip­ 
pingly off the tongue. The earnest young 
graduates were facing a challenge. Their 
elders had faltered, stopped short of the 
goal. Now youth must seize the torch and 
carry on to shape the brave, new world 
shining on the distant horizon. That stuff 
today would be a sure invitation to some­ 
thing worse than a walkout. 
A great deal of nonsense has been 
w ritten about the generation gap. And 
adding to that often-fatuous accum ulation 
is a risk. Charles Reich’s “ The Greening 
of Am erica,” which stayed at the top of 
the best-sellers list for so long, is a prim e 
example. 
In 
consciousness 
III, 
the 
last section, Reich says that bell-bottom 
trousers, rock music and other attributes 
of the new life style will make over the 
country if only the oldsters can overcome 
their inhibitions. 
HUT, FATUOUS though much of the 
com ment is, the division is real enough. 
The long hair, the deliberately disreputa­ 
ble dress, the resistance to all the status 
symbols of the old order — these are the 
surface irritants that set fathers to quar­ 
relling with sons over the breakfast ta­ 
ble. 
The deeper sources of alienatior go 
down to the w ar; the im m orality as 
m any see it of bombing undefended vil­ 
lages and helpless peoples; the appalling 
total of civilian casualties — men. wom­ 
en, children. The older generation too 
often fails to appreciate the intensity of 
this conviciton. It is dismissed as merely 
another aberration like long hair and 
dirty blue jeans. Fathers and sons clash 
with a bitterness that seem s often to 
make reconciliation impossible. 
The young who simply pull out, daugh­ 
ters as well as sons, are the cause of 
profound sorrow. Police headquarters in 
the favorite cop-out cities — San Francis-

co is high on the list — get hundreds of 
appeals from parents The want-ad sec­ 
tions of the newspapers and the under­ 
ground weeklies are tilled with:

WHAT, THEN, to say to a doubting 
generation seeming to reject all the val­ 
ues of the past? Has p r o t e s t become 
m erely a conditioned reflex? Are these 
m ass rallies as mindless as the move­ 
ments of the lemmings, those mouselike 
creatures that end by pushing them selves 
into the sea off Norway and Sweden? 
One may ask the d e g r e e to which 
though, the painful process of thought, 
enters into the individual’s decision. So 
much unreason, irrationality, goes into 
the vilification of the position. A tour- 
let ter word shouted over a bull horn is a 
confession of impoverishment of mind 
and spirit. The often-quoted words of 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes have a 
special force today: 
“ If there is any principle of the consti­ 
tution that more imperatively calls for 
attachm ent than any other, it is the 
principle of free thought — not fiee 
thought for those who agree with us, but- 
freedom for the thought that we hate.” 


THE FR E E TRADE in ideas, the test 
of truth in the m a r k e t place, was a 
fundam ental in Holmes’s philosophy as in 
the New England from which he came. 
The New England preparatory schools 
with their ancient lineage and religious 
and idealistic backgrounds have not been 
immune from the troubles growing out of 
the generation gap. Since the enrollment 
in these schools is mostly from middle- 
and upper-middle-income families, they 
have had more than their share of the 
revolt of the young in all its m anifesta­ 
tions. 
Someone suggested recently that if the 
young from privileged backgrounds want 
to cop out and reject the perquisites 
and advantage to which they were born, 
let them go and their places can be filled 
from lower down in the scale. That is the 
kind of easy answer which is really no 
answer at all. 


War Could Complete 
East Pakistan Tragedy

The human suffering resulting from 
Pakistan’s civil w ar scarcely can be ov­ 
erstated. But as victims of cholera and 
starvation die in uncounted thousands 
and the num ber of refugees pouring 
across the Indian border from East Paki­ 
stan reaches an estim ated five million, 
one thing more could m ake the tragedy 
complete. 
That is the very real possibility of w ar 
between Pakistan and India. . 
An American diplom at in Dacca, capi­ 
tal of E ast Pakistan, has estim ated the 
chances “just under 50-50.” 
AT THE ROOT of the problem are the 
refugees whose numbers include both 
Moslem Bengalis of E ast Pakistan and 
Hindus of whom some 10 million norm al­ 
ly reside in E ast Pakistan. 
In India there is a suspicion that Paki­ 
stan President Yahya Khan intends to 
push all of the Hindus out of E ast Paki­ 
stan as part of his determ ination to 
achieve a m ilitary solution to E ast Paki­ 
stan ’s secessionist movement. 
There is further the m atter of provid­ 
ing medical care and food for the refu-

gees, cost of which is estim ated at a 
minimum of $10 million a month. 
The United States reportedly plans to 
contribute half of the cost for the next 90 
days. 
Among the donations have been $2.4 
million from G reat Britain and the prom ­ 
ise of more, unlimited aid. A ustralia’s 
relief 
organization, 
Austcare, 
has 
launched a drive for $5 million to assist 
the refugees. The 7Austrial government 
is contributing $500,000 in relief supplies. 
Other pledges of aid have come from 
Belgium, Finland, Norway, West Ger­ 
many, Canada, Denm ark and Japan. 
WESTERN R E L IE F officials estimate, 
that in the Indian state of Wsst Bengal 
alone some 20 million cholera shots will 
be needed to protect the local population 
and the regugees whose numbers have- 
doubled and tripled the populations oi 
com munities along the border. 
Reports from both sides of the border 
indicate the Indian arm y is keeping to its 
promise to stay within its own frontiers. 
But Pakistani “ freedom fighters” who 
train inside India and strike against the 
Pakistan arm y across the border, and 
Pakistani shelling of the frontier provide 
m ajor irritants between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Indian Prim e Minister Indira Gandhi’s 
sym pathies openly are with the E ast 
Pakistanis. Toward the conflict itself she 
had kept a hands off attitude but has 
warned: 
“ If the world does not take heed, we 
shall be constrained to take all m easures 
as may be necessary to insure our own 
security and the preservation of our so­ 
cial and economic life.'' 
OTHER INDIAN government officials 
have said India cannot cope with the 
millions of reguees indefinitely and that 
eventually they must be returned to Pak­ 
istan by force if necessary. 
What Mrs. Gandhi has done is to warn 
the m ajor powers clearly that they have 
a stake in the Pakistani conflict not only 
as it affects Pakistan but India as well. A 
w ar between Pakistan and India could 
bring in Red China and a shift in the 
world balance of power which other na­ 
tions could not ignore.

U.S. Command Reports 
North Vietnam Bombings 


SAIGON 
(UPI)—The 
U.S. 
command today reported anoth­ 
er in a series of attacks by 
American 
fighter- bombers 
against Communist antiaircraft 
sites inside North Vietnam. For 
the first time in the war, the 
Communists shot down a Cam­ 
bodian helicopter. 
Military spokesmen said a 
U.S. Air Force F105 Thunder- 
chief fighter-bomber penetrated 
two miles inside North Vietnam 
Friday and fired a Shrike mis­ 
sile at a radar controlled Com­ 
munist missile site four miles 
west of Dong Hoi. 
Results of the attack were 
unknown. 
Military sources said it was 
believed the F105 was escorting 
B52 bombers over neighboring 
Laos when the Communist mis­ 
sile battery’s radar “ locked 
on" the bombers, indicating 
they were preparing to fire. 
It was the 44th such strike 
which the U.S. command calls 
"protective reaction’ this year 
in North Vietnam and (he 111th 
since Nov. 1, 1968 when former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
ordered a halt in the bombing 
of North Vietnam.

Puss on the Iuiotian border, 
one of three entrances to the Ho 
Chi Mlnh Trull over which the

It was the first Cambodian 
helicopter to be lost to antiair­ 
craft fire since the fighting be­ 
gan in Cambodia. The four-man 
crew of the UH1 Huey jet heli­ 
copter was reported missing in 
Communist-held territory. 
A second helicopter was hit 
by gunfire in the same incident.

Judge Studying 
Abortion Case 


I-J Special Report 


REDWOOD CITY — A judge 
took under submission yester­ 
day a case in which a Sausalito 
woman and a codefendant are 
challenging a law prohibiting 
distribution of "do it yourself” 
abortion information. 
B e f o r e Judge W. Howard 
Hartley of San Mateo County 
Superior Court is a ruling by 
the District Court of Appeal 
that he should retry the cases 
of Patricia Marie Jean Magin- 
nis, the Sausalitan, and Rowena 
Gumer. 
The appellate court said the 
original trial did not properly 
link the defendants with the dis­ 
tribution when the case began 
almost four years ago. 
Lt. Leonard Cardoza of the 
San Mateo sheriff’s office testi­ 
fied yesterday he attended a 
meeting in 1967 at which the 
two women lectured on “do it 
yourself” abortion methods and 
distributed literature on the 
subject.

Carlson, a pilot for 18 years, 
told the Independent-Journal to­ 
day the forced landing was a 
mystery to him because he had 
taken on about three-and-a-half 
hours of fuel before taking off 
from Petaluma at 7:30 p.m., 
and estimated he had 90 min­ 
utes of fuel left when the craft 
went down. 
“ I s t i l l don’t know why it 
happened,” he said. "It sure 
was scary.” Carlson is sales 
manager of Domasco Bakery 
Supply Co. in Oakland. 
After leaving Petaluma, the 
couple flew to San Jose and 
picked up friends. Fvom San 
Jose, they flew’ to Vacaville for 
dinner before returning their 
friends to San Jose.

ICE SKATE 
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Plan Eyed To Combine 
Draft, Vote Registration

WASHINGTON - Selective 
Service offices throughout Cali­ 
fornia soon may provide an ex­ 
tra service for young men who 
stop by to register for the draft 
on their 18th birthday — deputy 


voter registrars to sign them up 
to vote in federal elections. 
California Secretary of State 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. was in 
Washington last week to pro­ 
pose such a plan to Draft Di­ 


rector Curtis Tarr. 
Tarr rejected Brown’s idea of 
having outside registrars sit in 
draft offices, but said he might 
allqw draft board clerks to be­ 
come deputy registrars. 
“ Either way is OK with me,” 
Brown said afterward. 
Brown said California’s draft 
director, Carlos Ogden, “ likes 
the idea but will defer to Tarr’s 
decision.” 
Brown said he had not sought 
a reaction from Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
The same day B r o w n met 
with Tarr, the Senate passed an 


amendment to the draft law by 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton, D-Mo. 
allowing 18-year-olds register­ 
ing for the draft to register to 
vote at the same tone. Howev­ 
er, a governor could choose not 
to allow this procedure in his 
state. 
As for 18-year-old girls, who 
have no legitimate need to re­ 
port to a draft office, Brown 
suggests that voter registrars 
be available in Social Security 
offices when girls sign up for 
identification cards. He planned 
to propose this to Social Securi­ 
ty Administration officials here. 


Brown said 200,000 persons 
become eligible to register to 
vote each year in California. 
“ Only 51 per cent of eligible 
Californians are registered,” he 
said, “ and this despite thou­ 
sands of temporary registrars 
who seek voters around election 
time.” 
He said that a recent survey 
of the state’s 14 largest counties 
revealed that of those between 
18 and 21 years of age who are 
registering, 59 per cent have 
registered as Democrats, 20 per 
cent as Republicans, with the 
bulk of the balance stating no 


preference and the remainder 
joining minor parties.

McCown Handles Millions, 
But Once Spent Billions

One man knows San Rafael 
better than anyone else. 
He may not know as many 
people as some old-timers, be­ 
cause he has not been here that 
long. But he knows the city and 
its workings. 
He knows the city’s streets 
and the flow of traffic on them. 
He watches as pedestrians and 
cars move a b o u t the city, 
trying to find solutions to the 
traffic 
bottlenecks 
and 
the 
scarcity of parking. 
He watches as the pedestri­ 
ans walk a r o u n d the city, 
studying their habits and shop­ 
ping patterns. 
HE KNOWS THE city’s fi- 
n a n c e s , even down to the 
amount taken in by individual 
traffic meters on the streets 
and in the city’s parking lots. 
That man is the city manag­ 
er, James H. McCown, who di­ 
rects the six-million-dollar city 
government machinery with the 
ease of someone who knows ev­ 
ery detail of his job. 
And he should. Because, for 
most of his life, he handled 
billions instead of millions. In­ 
stead of having fewer than 300 
personnel under him, he had 
thousands. 
HIS HAIR IS thinning and 
getting a little gray, and he is 
probably a little heavier than in 
his younger days, but he still 
carries himself with a military 
bearing, which bespeaks his 
background. 
McCown was born 58 years 
ago in Huntsville, Ala., when it 
was a village of about 1,000 
population. Today, 
with the 
Redstone Arsenal located there, 
it has mushroomed into a city 
of 100,000. 
His family moved north, and 
McCown received his Bache­ 
lor’s Degree from Carroll Col­ 
lege at Waukesha, Wis., in 1933. 
He went to work iorXorthern 
States Power Co. 


second lieutenant in the army. 
He was called to active duty a 
year later, in 1934. 
The military was to be his 
career until he retired in 1963. 
He was first attached to the 
Sixth Corps Area with head­ 
quarters in Chicago, and was 
stationed there for five years. 
During that time, he became a 
graduate of the University of 
Chicago School of business. 
Later in his career, he was 
stationed in North Carolina and 
attended the Army’s finance 
school at Duke University, Dur­ 
ham, N.C. 
IT WAS WHILE in service 
that he put this formal business 
training to its longest and best 
use. He was on special assign­ 
ment to the U.S. Treasury De­ 
partment from the Pentagon. 
Then in 1943 he was transfered 
to Fort M a s o n , where he 
learned to like the Bay Area. 
Some of his o t h e r assign­ 
ments were P a n a m a , New 
Guinea, Philippine Islands and 
Australia. 
HE MARRIED V i r g i n i a 
Stokes of Indianapolis, Ind., in 
1946. The couple has two sons, 
James H. McCown Jr., 22, a 
student at Chico State College, 
and Robert K. McCown, 19, a 
student at the College of Marin. 
McCown transferred from the 
Army Air C o r p s to the Air 
Force in 1948. While stationed 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, Ohio, he took his Mas­ 
ter’s Degree in finance in 1950. 
He was in the first group of 
officers to transfer to the Air 
Force and was made director of 
finance in the Air Materiel 
Command at the Air Force Fi­ 
nance Center in Denver, Colo. 
There he handled all procure­ 
ment for the Air Force. 
HE WAS 
PROMOTED 
to 
colonel in 1951 and returned to 
Wright-Patterson 
Air 
Force 
Base as director of finance. He 
was then in charge of all cen­ 
tral procurement for the Air 
Force. 


When he began his work with 
the Air Force, that service had 
four or five b i l l i o n dollars 
worth of all types of equipment 
— planes, parts and everything 
else necessary to running the 
new military branch. 
During his term as head of 
procurement, the Air Materiel 
Command expanded until the 
Air Force owned $78 billion dol­ 
lars worth of equipment and 
supplies, all under his direc­ 
tion. 


McCOWN SUPERVISED 30 
offices throughout the United 
States in their purchasing for 
the Air Force. Many of these 
were on the West Coast because 
the major aircraft firms were 
based here. 
A m o n g these firms was 
Boeing in Seattle. When Mc- 
.Cown first started buying B-52 
bombers from Boeing, the price 
was 20 m i l l i o n dollars per 
plane; but, as more were pur­ 
chased, the price dropped to 
eight million dollars per plane. 
During 
this 
period, 
there 
were several accounts in the 
Pentagon which would honor 
MeCown’s signature on checks 
up to a million dollars, he said. 


HE WAS TRANSFERRED to 
the center for Air Materiel for 
Europe as controller of the de­ 
pot there. He had to keep track 
of 270,000 items charged to the 
Air Force throughout Kuro|>e 
and in Asia Minor as fur east 
as Pakistan. 
From 1956 to 1958, he was 
comptroller of the Fourth Air 
Force at Hamilton Air Force 
Base, where he learned to like 
the Novato area. 
He had s e r v e d for many 
years as a colonel specializing 
in finance and purchasing, and 
was not a general officer, so he 
did not receive a promotion to 
general, he said. 


HE RETIRED IN 1963 from 


the Air Force at Wright-Palter- 
son Air Force Base. 
The following year he camo 
to Marin County and bought a 
house at 17 Truman Drive, No­ 
vato. 
"I wanted a job in this loca­ 
tion where I knew the climate 
was mild and I could be hap­ 
py,” he said. He took the posi­ 
tion of finance officer in San 
Pablo, which he held from 1964 
to 1968. 


HE RENEWED his acquaint­ 
ance with Dan E. Anderson, 
San Rafael city m a n a g c r f 
whom he had first met in 1951. 
‘‘Anderson asked me to come 
to San Rafael as finance oiii- 
cer,” McCown said. He accept­ 
ed and became finance director 
April 2. 1968. 
After Anderson died of a 
heart a t t a c k , McCown was 
named interim city manager on 
Aug. 4, 1909. Then on Oct. 21, ho 
was named city manager. 
“San Rafael has an excellent 
city staff and 1 have, tried to 
encourage the staff to work to­ 
gether It is an excellent organ­ 
ization,” he said. 


HE PRAISED THE fire and 
police departments for their ef­ 
ficient}’. 
McCown said that he hopes 
that the city will continue on its

areas contiguous to the city. 
“These annexations should be 
in the best interest of both the 
old and-new city areas,” he 
said. 
However, such areas must be 
brought up to the standards of 
the city in such facilities as 
sewers and streets, 
McCown 
noted. Then the city would pro­ 
vide services such as police and 
fire protection, and recreation 
program s. 


“IT 
WILL 
TAKE 
careful 
analysis and preparation before 
an area such as the rem ainder 
of T erra Linda is annexed to 
the city,” he said. 
Residents there pay a higher 
tax rate than do property own­ 
ers in San Rafael. But there are 
problems with such things as 
swimming pool indebtedness, 
and the special districts there, 
that m ust be ironed out before 
any serious attem pt could be 
m ade to annex to the city, Mc­ 
Cown said. 
Another example is the Coun­ 
try Club area where there are 
w ater m ains, but where most of 
the houses are on septic tanks, 
he said. 
HE THINKS THAT the Bay- 
side area m ay soon get a sewer 
system so it can annex to the 
c i t y . This could be done by 
assessm ent districts, he said. 
McCown particularly wants 
to elim inate the “islands” with­ 
in the present city area and can 
foresee the expansion of San 
Rafael northward until the city 
limits of San Rafael and Novato 
meet at Big Rock Ridge. 
“ There’s no question that ul­ 
tim ately Novato will be the 
largest city in the county. It 
has many miles of open areas 
into which it can expand,” he 
said. 
McCOWN DOES NOT think 
that Novato will ever become 
the business and industrial ri­ 
val of San Rafael. 
“San Rafael has the jum p on 
Novato in business and indus­ 
try. Novato just can’t seem to 
get organized and get a worka­ 
ble plan,” said McCown, who is 
still a resident of Novato. 
He sees San Rafael develop­ 
ing two separate, m ajor shop­ 
ping centers — the downtown 
area and Northgate. 
“ NORTHGATE HAS a fine 
f u t u r e with Sears going in 
t h e r e , and there is a bright 
future for downtown San Rafael 
because it is getting more spe­ 
cialty shops, and some of these 
are very good ones,” he said. 
“ Of course, the courthouse 
square is the key to downtown 
San Rafael. Some new groups 
are interested in developing it. 
and one of these days, it will 
get going,” he added. 
The Smith Ranch area holds 
the key to the industrial future 
of San Rafael, McCown thinks. 
“ IT IS BEHIND the North­ 
gate Industrial Park and would 


be hidden by the hills,” he said. 
“That way people would not see 
the industry from the high­ 
way.” 
The city m anager recognizes 
that the city has some prob­ 
lems, although it is in good 
shape in most areas, including 
finances. 
“Traffic and parking are the 
biggest problems in the down­ 
town area,” he said. “ We must 
expect these to get worse and 
plan to meet the challenge.” 
ONE OF THE main functions 
of a city m anager is to recog­ 
nize problems before they be­ 
come serious, he said. 
“ We m ust develop a long­ 
term capital improvement pro­ 
gram ,” he declared. 
Several years ago there was 
a movement to get a municipal 
golf course. “ The city could not 
afford it at the time, and proba­ 
bly could not now; but if we 
plan ahead, these things can be 
realized,” McCown said. 
HE THINKS THAT the re 
cently purchased Black Canyon 
ranch should be kept as open 
space. 
“As the areas in the county 
fill up with homes and ap art­ 
ments, the people will need a 
place which has been left in its 
natural state,” he said. 
Asked about his hobbies, the 
athletic city m anager said he 
enjoys all sports. He plays golf 
and likes to get out into the 
open spaces. Then he paused. 
“ I GUESS MY work is really 
my hobby; I dearly love my 
job,” he said. “I have always 
been the public service type. It 
does not m atter whether it is 
national or local; the only dif- 
f e r e n c e is the scope of the 
work.” 
“ I 
like 
people,” 
McCown 
stressed. 
He likes to watch them as 
they work and play, and ob- 
s e r v e them where they live. 
That is why he spends so much 
of his off-working hours just 
roaming around San Rafael. He 
wants to know every aspect of 
the city and its people. 
THEN A FAR-AWAY look 
cam e into his blue eyes. 
“ It’s been a long time since 
I’ve played a game of golf, and 
I still want to see the Giants 
play.” 
That is the man who is at the 
wheel, steering the city of San 
Rafael, a m an devoted to his 
job, his city and its people.

Without the necessity for a 
bond issue or a s p e c i a l tax 
levy, seven of San Rafael’s 10 
elementary schools have grown 
by one room — a music room. 
And actually, it is the same 
room at all seven schools. 
A large and surplus bus of 
the 73-passenger size and trans­ 
it type has been converted into 
a mobile music room for the 
use of string instrument stu­ 
dents in the schools. 
It is the answer devised joint­ 
ly by Hugo Rinaldi who heads 
the music program in the San 
Rafael City Schools, by Charles 
Condrotte who is the business 
manager for the district, and 
by music instructor Robert Ja­ 
cobson to an acute space shor­ 
tage problem. 
IN THE PAST the music stu­ 
dents have had to share the 
limited space available for such 
special purposes at the schools 


with a variety of other pro­ 
grams. 


This resulted in such occurr­ 
ences as the cancellation of the 
string music classes twice with­ 


in one week at one local school 
where the quarters were in use 
by another group with a higher 
priority. 
Music 
teachers 
sometimes 
taught in hallways or in the 
teachers’ rooms, which were to­ 
tally inadequate for that pur­ 
pose. 
“It just was not music in­ 
struction,” says Rinaldi. 


AND 
RINALDI, 
Condrotte 
and Jacobson were realistic 
enough to recognize that a tight 
budget situation made impossi­ 
ble the construction of true mu­ 
sic rooms at any of the schools. 
But there was the big bus 
sitting idle. It had been con­ 
demned two years earlier by 
the California Highway Patrol 
because of its braking system. 
That defect had been repaired, 
but the bus had not been re­ 
turned to service because of a 
slowdown in enrollment. 
This, the three men decided, 
would become the needed mu­ 
sic room, at least for the string 
instrument pupils. A classroom 
on wheels, it could be driven 
from school to school and used 
wherever needed. 
The conversion program was 
a simple one. 
THE 
SEATS, 
OF 
course, 
were removed, and replaced 
with chairs more suited to the 
needs of young musicians, plus 
music cases. 
Most important, the bus was 
carpeted — not just the floor, 
but the sides as well, for acous­ 
tical purposes. 
And the bus-become-a-music- 
room 
was repainted to get 
away 
from 
the 
traditional 
school bus yellow. 
Rinaldi has dubbed the con­ 
verted bus “The Music Man.” 
AND IT IS, he says, ideal for 
groups of as many as 20 youth­ 
ful musicians. It can be parked 
conveniently close to the school 
entrance, yet far enough from 
the building so that the sound 
creates no problems. 
Rinaldi says the bus idea — 
the conversion cost but $1,230 — 
has an economical aspect in 


traveling music room for $1,230. 


addition to the obvious saving 
over the construction of music 
room facilities. Whereas in the 
past, each school had to have 
its own set of school-owned in­ 
struments for student use, now 
a single set can remain in the 
bus, travel with it, and be used 
at all the schools. 
There is another saving — 
time. 
IN THE makeshift, multi-pur- 


pose quarters used previously, 
Rinaldi notes, something Uke 
six minutes out of every 30- 
minute session were spent in 
moving and s e 11 i n g up the 
chairs and music racks. Now 
those remain in place. And the 
youngsters get a full half-hour 
of music education. 
Rinaldi says there Is a very 
real possibility that the bus

may be put into use at all 10 
elementary schools on a regu­ 
lar basis. Certainly the other 
three schools will be serviced 
by it at least periodically. And 
something like 300 boys and 
girls will be affected. 
And if it works out well for 
the string instrument classes, 
then the brass instrumentalists 
may also wind up making use 
of it. 
IN THE SAN Rafael schools, 
pupils kindergarten through he 
sixth grade all take some kind 
of music education — in the 
choir, if not in one of the instru­ 
mental groups. 
The classes meet for 30-min­ 
ute sessions twice a week. “We 
try to keep them g e n e r a l 
enough to interest all the boys 
and girls,” says Rinaldi. 
The Music Man, Rinaldi ad­ 
mits, is something of a product 


of desperation, not as good, per­ 
haps, as a regular music room 
or classroom, “but better by 
far than what we had.” 


“AS LONG AS we can teach, 
we’re satisfied,” says Rinaldi. 
“And we can teach in the Music 
Man.” 
Condrotte says the music stu­ 
dents may be pioneering a pro­ 
gram that will prove applicable 
to other departments in the 
schools. 
There are a few other buses, 
although of the non-transit type, 
that are considered “semi-sur­ 
plus.” If the music program 
works out well, these may be 
put into use as mobile housing 
for other special activities now 
feeling the space squeeze. 


“RIGHT NOW, these buses 
are used m a i n l y for field 
trips,” says Condrotte.

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Charles A. Lauff 
80 Years A Marinite 
Bolinas Pioneer Was A Source 
Of Colorful Tales Of Early Years 


(Editor’s Note: This is an­

One has come to expect that 
California’s 
pioneer 
figures 
would be colorful personalities 
— men who led adventurous 
lives with zest and courage. 
Charles 
August Lauff 
was 
certainly one who fulfilled all 
those expectations. 
His life was crammed with 
adventure. 
And 
in 
addition, 
there are to be found in his 
biography a touch of romance 
and even an aura of mvstery. 
THE M Y S T E R Y centers 
principally upon his place of 
birth. Was it Germany, France 
or Great Britain? 
The great historian, Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, in his “ Pioneer 
R egister,” listed Lauff as Ger­ 
man-born. But the certificate of 
United States citizenship issued 
to Charles A. Lauff on May 11, 
1867, states that he was “late a 
subject of the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland.” 
And the Marin County Regis­ 
ter in 1898 adds to the confusion 
by declaring Lauff a native of 
France. 
Indeed, Lauff himself is said 
to have given various countries 
of origin at different times, al­ 
though he favored France, per­ 


haps b e c a u s e it was then 
regarded as a romantic nation 
and its people were much in 
favor in California. 
B E THAT AS it may, Lauff 
was a handsome man, slender, 
blue-eyed and dark-haired, the 
kind of figure who must have 
encouraged romantic specula­ 
tion in his younger years as 
well as among later historians. 
He claimed or was said to 
have been an acquaintance of 
the likes of John C. Fremont, 
Gen. Mariano Vallejo, Kit Car­ 
son and even the bandit Jo a ­ 
quin Murietta. 
Certainly he was a n ’intimate 
of such towering figures in ear­ 
ly 
Marin 
County history 
as 
Capt. William Richardson, Don 
Timoteo 
Murphy 
and Jam es 
Black. 
He lived a long life, and his 
years were packed with diverse 
activities and excitement. 
HE WAS A garrulous man, 
not at all adverse to talking 
about his past and his adven­ 
tures. Even more importantly, 
he put down his memoirs in 
writing, 
unusual 
among 
the 
early settlers of Marin. And 
thus present generations are in­ 
debted to Charles A. Lauff for 
some of their best and most 
vivid word pictures of what life 
was like in our area in another 
time. 
Lauff wrote that he was born 
Feb. 22, 1818, and that his wid­ 
owed mother brought him to 
America when he was 5. He 
attended 
New 
York 
schools,

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and at 17 shipped before the 
mast on the bark Byron, bound 
for the coast of South America 
to hunt sea elephants for their 
oil. ’ 
“ During a severe storm we 
drifted through the Straits of 
Magellan and the vessel was 
wrecked,” he wrote. “I climbed 
on a floating spar and after 
drifting for three days 
was 
picked up and taken aboard the 
Warren, bound for the whaling 
grounds off Sitka, Alaska.” 
THE WARREN was in Alas­ 
kan waters for many months, 
but when it returned to San 
F r a n c i s c o Bay, it landed 
Charles Lauff at Sausalito. It 
was then he met William A. 
Richardson, 
an 
Englishman 
who had become a naturalized 
Mexican citizen and had built 
the 
first 
dwelling in 
Yerba 
Buena (San Francisco) outside 
the mission and presidio. 
Richardson was made cap­ 
tain of the port and later grant­ 
ed the Rancho Saucelito. 
L a u f f was to tell of hunts 
made with Captain Richardson 
and a Captain Bull, who had a 
hide ship and who employed 
Lauff to buy hides and tallow. 
The three men killed elk and 
bear. And Richardson, accord­ 
ing to L a u f f , was “a great 
hand” with a riata (rope) as 
well as a gun. 
Lauff made a number of trips 
along the coast buying hides 
and tallows. He then made a 
voyage to San Diego with his 
acquisitions. There the hides 
were stored in large vats until 
they could be shipped east. 
A FTER RETURNING to San 
Francisco, Lauff signed for a 
cruise on the Pisquame under 
Capt. J. B. R. Cooper, brother- 
in-law of General Vallejo, to 
Peru. 
Upon his return, he went to 
work for Captain Cooper on his 
ranch holdings at Ross Landing 
or Kentfield. And when he rode 
into San Rafael, he met Don 
Timoteo Murphy — “ the king of 
the whole country” — and their 
friendship began. 
Later he was to meet such 
other early Marin leaders as 
Richard Reed, Peter Sais and 
Pablo Briones. 
“ Murphy,” said Lauff. “was 
a big, powerful fellow, and the 
finest looking man I ever saw 
on horseback. He was an expert 
with the lariat.” 


LAUFF ALSO told of a ride 
over the old White Hill Trail to 
the Nicasio Valley. “It was a 
tough trail. There were about 
200 Indians in Nicasio, and they 
treated me fine. I had an old 
pistol that I traded to them for 
two mustangs.” 
Years later, in 1916, he was to 
relate a story of how one of the 
Nicasio Indians with bow and 
a r r o w saved him 
from 
a 
wounded, angered elk. 
When the Mexican War broke 
out, Lauff joined the American 
troops. In so doing, he must 
have 
alienated many 
ol 
his 


friends, 
Californios 
who 
re­ 
mained loyal to the Mexican 
government and- who suffered 
indignities at the hands of Gen­ 
eral Fremont and his men. 
It most certainly put a crimp 
in the romance that Lauff had 
going with pretty Maria Jesus 
Briones, daughter of the Grego­ 
rio Briones who were strong 
supporters 
of 
the 
Mexican 
cause. 
BANCROFT HAS written that 
Lauff served as an officer with 
the California Battalion, Com­ 
pany B, Artillery. And Lauff 
himself claimed that “I was the 
first man to raise the American 
Flag for Commodore Sloat at 
Monterey.” 
He saw action and served 
with distinction before being 
discharged from service in Los 
Angeles. He then returned to 
Marin and went to work for 
Timothy Murphy in San Rafael 
and the Lucas Valley. 
“I also hunted sea otters for 
M u r p h y . . . and I was em­ 
ployed by Rafael Garcia for a 
time on his rancho in Marin 
and in charge of his ranch in 
Mendocino,” Lauff said. 
LAUFF LEFT A priceless de­ 
scription of a St. Raphael’s Day 
observance in San Rafael in 
October of 1847 while he was 
employed by Murphy: 
“ Don Timoteo sent for all the 
residents of Marin to have a 
barbecue and a general good 
time. 
Murphy, who was six 
feet, three i n c h e s tall, was 
proud of his ability as a rifle 
shot and loved to display his 
skill before a gathering. 
“ I'he day before the event the 
s e t t l e r s began to arrive, 
(among them) Cupt. William A. 
Richardson, dressed in a black 
suit, wearing a wide sombrero 
with long boots, and riding a 
beautiful black horse. His sad­ 


dle and bridle were mounted in 
silver and gold. 


“MURPHY HAD a beautiful 
white stallion with a magnifi­ 
cent silver mounted bridle and 
saddle. When I told him a guest 
was in sight, he mounted this 
charger and accompanied by 10 
vaqueros, 
dashed 
down 
the 
slope to meet them .” 
Included among the visitors, 
according to Lauff, were Span­ 
ish dignitaries “literally cov­ 
ered with gold braid and gold 
trappings.” 
In contrast were the more 
roughly garbed hunters from 
the Tomaies Bay area. 
By name, Lauff listed such 
guests as Gregorio Briones, Ra­ 
fael 
G arcia, 
Bartolomé 
Boj- 
o r q u e s , Ramon Mesa and 
Jam es Black, all leading fig­ 
ures in pioneer Northern Cali­ 
fornia history. 


“WHEN ALL the guests ar­ 
rived, the host housed most of 
them in the old mission,” the 
narrator who had witnessed the 
event continued. 
“ At 6 o ’clock the dinner of 
cooked antelope, bear and elk 
was ready, and the feast began. 
Wild d u c k s and quail were 
cooked on skewers and served 
to the g u e s t s by the Indian 
servants. 
Murphy 
had 
some 
wine made from the mission 
grapes and the guests drank 
their fill. He 'Murphy) was the 
toastm aster . . . 
“ After 
the 
feast 
everyone 
gathered around an immense 
fire that was burning where, the 
corner of Fourth and C streets 
is today. 


“THE INDIANS were arriv­ 
ing from outside settlements, 
and in their paint and feathers 
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CHARLES AU GU ST LAUFF first came to Marin County in the mid- 


1830s as a young sailor and remained here until his death in 1917. 


He was the intimate of many towering figures of early Marin history. 


And he was the source of many colorful stories concerning the years 


when Marin was pioneering country. 
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RANCH ROAD ¡n Bolinas stands the hacienda of Don 
trees, died in his hacienda in 1863, a year after the marriage of his 
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Gregorio Briones. Parts of the old house date back to 1849, it is 


believed. Don Gregorio, holder of an immense land grant with many 
daughter, Maria Jesus, to Charles A. lauff. The daughter inherited a 
part of the Briones holdings at Bolinas. 
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Pioneer 


Bolinas Man 
Knew All 
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presented a wonderful sight 
around the fire... 


“ The vaqueros, who accom­ 
panied their principals, brought 
along their guitars and played 
music and sang songs. It was 
past midnight when the jolly 
party retired. 


“ Dawn found many of the 
guests riding over the beautiful 
green meadow that makes up 
the town of San Rafael today. 
Deer, antelope and quail were 
plentiful in the foothills and 
wild birds dotted the bay. The 
tide w a t e r s in those days 
reached E and First streets, 
which in later years was used 
as a wharf.' 


“ AFTER A breakfast of ante­ 
lope steaks, Don Timoteo was 
ready for the day’s sport. 
“ The vaqueros had driven in 
a band of wild cattle and a few 
Df these were in the corral. 
Thomas Wood of Tomales Bay 
was the first to challenge the 
crowd in riding a wild bronco. 
He was a d a r i n g rider and 
hurled the riata with marvelous 
skill. 
“ A spry colt mustang was 
brought out and the two Indians 


who mounted him bit the dust. 
‘Irish,’ who was a clever horse­ 
man, was also thrown. Wood 
mounted the mustang, and not 
only remained on him, but rode 
him back to the corral amid the 
plaudits of the spectators. 
“ Wood then tackled a wild 
bull by catching him with the 
riata, t h r o w i n g him to the 
ground and dragging him along 
behind his horse. 


“DON TIMOTEO, too, dis­ 
played his skill. He had an im­ 
mense kennel of dogs, and, with 
them, he dashed down the val­ 
ley in pursuit of two antelope 
that were feeding half a mile 
below. Before the two antelope 
could reach the clearing, he 
had bagged them, and then car­ 
ried them back on his horse. 


“ The program continued all 
day 
with 
racing, 
jumping, 
horse riding, every sort of stunt 
was proper. Another barbecue 
and powwow at night brought 
the celebration to a close .. 
Lauff remained with Murphy 
until he was caught up in the 
excitement of the gold discove­ 
ries to the north. 
“ NEARLY ALL the vaqueros 
of Marin left their herds and 
dashed for the fields,” he was 


to recall. “ I knew the upper 
bay c o u n t r y , and shipped 
aboard a scow landing at Sac­ 
ramento. I went to Coloma, and 
after washing gravel and ‘go­ 
phering’ in the ground for six 
months, I returned to Sacra­ 
mento to find it now a thriving 
settlement.”

Lauff turned to another career. 
He began piloting boats be­ 
tween San Francisco and Sac­ 
ramento, and San Francisco 
and Stockton, and was the first 
man to take a boat through 
what became known as New 
River.

Lauff, in later years, 


was 
especially 
proud 
of 
his 


friendships with the two men, and 


reveled in telling stories of the 


times when he had enjoyed the 


hospitality of their homes. Both,, 


said Lauff, were impressive men, 


talented 
riders 
and 
marksmen. 


And both took a special pleasure 


in the role of hosts for barbecues 


and other celebrations that drew 


huge gatherings. 
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fall of 1849 and my f r i e n d , 
Jam es Miller, was engaged in 
farming and raising cattle in 
Santa M argarita Valley. He 
was a fine-looking man, indus­ 
trious and honest. He was also 
a good business man, and the 
idea had struck him that meat 
would be very scarce in the 
gold country. 


‘ ‘ H e got 150 head of fine 
stock, and with 10 vaqueros,- 
started overland with the herd. 
He encountered a good deal of 
trouble, but finally got to Ma­ 
rysville where he butchered the 
cattle and sold the meat for $1 
to $1.25 a pound. The venture 
netted him a handsome sum, 
all of which was paid in gold 
d u st. . . ” 


LAUFF ALSO described the 
Christmas hospitality he en­ 
joyed at the William Richard­ 
son Saucelito hacienda in 1849 
for which a hunting party had 
brought back bear, elk, ante­ 
lope and deer for the feast. 
“Our host,” he said, “was a 
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splendid character and dry and 
witty. He had a charming wife 
and she greeted us ta Captain 
Healy and Lauff) most cordial­ 
ly.” 
The dinner was followed, he 
recalled, by an impromptu mu- 
sieale during which Mrs Rich­ 
ardson sang several songs to a 
guitar accompaniment. Captain 
Healy provided Irish tunes and 
danced a lively jig. 
In 1850 Lauff went to the Boli- 
nas area where, he said, “I had 
procured a contract from Hoff 
& Hatch to get out lumber and 
piles for the wharves of San 
Francisco. The only up-to-date 
sawmills at that time were lo­ 
cated at Bolinas, back of what 
is now known as Dog Town. 
“I FOUND Frederick Miller 
getting out lumber, and I made 
a contract with him.” 
Lauff also related how he had 
rented a horse from Timothy 
Murphy for the ride to Bolinas. 
And went on to explain the ori­ 
gin of the name Dog Town: 
“The place was alive with 
vagrant dogs, which wrere used 
by hunters from time to time.” 
Lauff lodged with the Frank 
Millers, and told of meeting 
lumber 
checkers 
and 
cattle 
buyers while there. 
“ONE THING that startled 
me in Bolinas was the giant 
size of the redwoods,” he wrote. 
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“The 
forest extended 
about 
midway from the bay, back of 
Dog Town, to the summit of the 
mountains. In Dog Town and 
the gulches were trees that 
measured almost as large as 
any of the trees found today in 
Calaveras Grove. It is too bad 
that all those beautiful trees 
were sacrificed. 
“In the early days nearly all 
the timber used in San Francis­ 
co came from Bolinas. A num­ 
ber of lumber schooners plied 
between the two places. 
“Some of the larger timbers 
were floated down the bay and 
loaded on scows at the wharf at 
the lower end of the bay. 
“GREGORIO 
Briones 
and 
Francisco 
Sebrean 
«Editor’s 
Note: more often spelled Cibri- 
an) owned the t i m b e r , and 
Jam es W. Hough, a bridge con­ 
tractor of San Francisco, was 
engaged in the lumber buying 
business. 
“Bolinas was a very busy 
place in the early fifties. Lum­ 
ber was worth $2 a foot deliv­ 
ered in San Francisco, and the 
contractors were coining mon­ 
ey. All the Indians who cared to 
work earned from $5 to $6 a 
day, and a man with a good 
team of oxen or h o r s e s was 
considered well-to-do.” 
Lauff named among those en­ 
gaged in “getting out the lum­ 
ber” 
B e n j a m i n 
Thomas 
Winslow, Joseph Almy, Charles 
Henderson, John Garcia, Gre­ 
gorio Sais, E d w a r d Sawyer 
“and many others.” 
THE OBSERVANT Lauff also 
told of Bolinas transportation of 
that time. 
“Communication 
was 
held 
between San Francisco and Bol- 
inas by a double-ended steamer 
operated 
by 
Capt. 
Thomas 
Winslow. The trip took five 
hours and the fare was $11) or 
$15 for the round trip. But if 
you survived one trip, you nev­ 


er cared to venture another, 
especially if the weather were 
rough. 
“The boat would land at the 
head of the bay with a cargo 
consisting of hogs, cattle, hides 
and shingles.” 
ONE EVENT of which Lauff 
made no mention was the wed­ 
ding of Maria Jesus Briones 
and Francisco Cibrian. But Ma­ 
rin W. Pepper in her book, “A 
Native of Days of the Dons — 
Bolinas,” said Lauff, at the re­ 
quest of Don Gregorio Briones, 
built the platform for the wed­ 
ding celebration. 
After the nuptial rites, held 
May 20, 1850, at Mission San 
Rafael Arcangel, the wedding 
party returned to Casa Briones 
at Bolinas for a great barbecue 
least, and then for dancing 
upon the Lauff-built platform to 
the music of guitars and vio­ 
lins. 
A few years later, Francisco 
Cibrian died in a smallpox epi- 
d e m i e . His widow and her 
small son, Francisco, remained 
at the Casa Briones. 
RESPECTING THE widow’s 
grief, Lauff did not immediate­ 
ly press his earlier suit. He 
busied himself in Bolinas, mak­ 
ing frequent trips to San Rafael 
where he saw the beginnings oi 
county government, now that 
California had been admitted to 
the U n i o n , and became ac­ 
quainted with its leaders. 
He watched the sports of the 
time, and many of them were 
cruel. One he described thusly: 
“Six turkeys were placed in a 
pit so that four or five inches of 
t h e i r necks and heads were 
above ground. The vaqueros 
would ride their horses past 
them at break neck speed, and 
the trick was to pluck off the 
head oi n turkey. Seldom, if 
ever, would these wiry Span­ 
iards fail to pluck their prize.” 
ON Ills RIDES from Bolinas 


to the county seat, sometimes 
via Olema, sometimes “over 
the summit,” and sometimes 
by way of Willow Camp (Stin­ 
son Beach) and Mill Valley, 
Lauff would carry with him his 
rifle “and it was no trick to kill 
a deer w i t h o u t leaving the 
trail.” 
In the fall of 1850 Lauff pulled 
off a coup by arranging with 
Capt. Leonard Storey of Sausal- 
ito for the construction of a raft 
of 100,0<H) feet of piling that they 
saw safely to San Francisco. 
The trip enabled him to again 
visit his friend, Captain Rich­ 
ardson, and also to view the 
operations of a small sawmill 
“ in the b o t t o m of the gulch 
known as New Sausalito to­ 
day.-’ 
The 
enterprise 
was 
owned jointly by Tom Botts, 
Albert 
McCormack. 
Robert 
Parker and Capt. T. F. Peck. 
Its supply of lumber came from 
Mill Valley and was floated to 
Sausalito. 
COMMENTING upon the life 
of that time. Lauff was to say: 
“The pioneers had the advan­ 
tage of cheap Indian labor and 
they used it to full advantage.” 
lie was also to comment upon 
the hospitality of the people. 
“Life was worth living in the 
early days of the county,” he 
said, looking back. “You never 
c r u s s e d the path of a snob, i 
Everyone was on the same lev- j 
el. 
“There was little care for the 
morrow. It. was a case of open 
hospitality and if you found 
yourself out in the country or 
on the road, you stepped into 
the first house you came to and 
made 
yourself 
perfectly 
at 
home.” 
L U F F ’S 
MEMOIRS 
have I 
very little to say about his later I 
years. 
I 
County records show that thel 
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marriage of Charles Lauff, age 
40, and Maria Jesus Briones 
Cibrian, 32, took place April 18, 
18(52, “in the township of Boli- 
nas” with Justice of Peace W. 
T. Chapel officiating. The old 
romance had been renewed and 
this time blossomed into mar­ 
riage. 
Before this, Lauff had left 
Marin County twice, to take 
charge of a Fort Ross ranch for 
its owners, and then to prospect 
in the Coast Range mountains. 
When he returned he was lor a 
year in charge ol Rancho Punta 
de los Reyes under Joseph Mc- 
Corcle. 


THEN, IN 1857. he purchased 
a squatter’s claim near Olema 
and settled down to the life of a 
farmer. He was industrious and 
prospered. 
After his marriage he and 
Maria Jesus made their home 
on the 208 acres she had inher­ 
ited near Bolinas, and Lauff 
added more land. They operat­ 
ed the property as a dairy 
ranch, and there reared a large 
family. 
Mrs. Lauff died in 1893. Her 
husband survived her for many 
years and was often honored as 
a Mexican War veteran and 
pioneer at parades and public 
assemblies. He enjoyed the 
limelight. One such occasion 
was the first Old Settlers’ Day 
gathering held Dec. 2, 1910, at 
Kentfield Stadium under Tam* 
alpais Center Club auspices. 
Congressman 
William 
Kent 
presided 
and 
90-year-old 
Charles Lauff was accorded 
special honors and spoke vivdly 
of his recollections of an earlier 
Marin. 


IN JANUARY, 191(5, he was 
still able to give a San Rafael 
Independent reporter a delight­ 
ful interview about the days 
“ when no fences marred the 
landscape in any direction, nor 
prevented the traveler from 
riding his horse to any point of 
the compass." 
The Independent carried a 
long and laudatory obituary for 
Charles August Lauff on July 
24, 1917. If Lauff’s own birth 
year of 1818 were to be accept­ 
ed, he barely missed living to 
100. If the age of 70 given for 
him in the Marin County Great 
Register of 1892 were correct, 
then he died at 95. This agrees, 
too, with the date given for his 
marriage: 
But regardless of their num­ 
ber, his were full and exciting 
years. And they held a special 
historical importance because 
Charles Lauff realized the dra­ 
ma of pioneering and saw to it 
that his unique experiences 
wore recorded for posterity. 
There are indications that, 
like many another old timer 
recalling bygone days, Charles 
Lauff was not reluctant to giv­ 
ing a good story a bit of added 
“ window dressing,’ But the fla­ 
vor of an era that he recreated 
in memoirs, in interviews and 
In stories he used to spin for

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Preserving With A Pencil 


Twice before, in 1966 and 
again in 1968, the Independent- 
Journal Marin Magazine has 
presented pictorial “reports” 
on Tiburon artist Willard Cox’s 
project of preserving Marin’s 
l a n d m a r k s for posterity 
through pencil sketches. 
Since that last report, Cox’s 
collection of drawings has con­ 
tinued to grow. 
So, on these pages, the Marin 
Magazine displays another col­ 
lection of Willard Cox draw­ 
ings, featuring scenes that are 
part and parcel of Marin’s his­ 
tory and its special cultural fla­ 
vor. 
Reproduced by lithography, 


Cox’s drawings of more than 
100 California scenes continue 
to enjoy popularity, particular­ 
ly in Marin, as postcards and 
as prints for framing. 


And the five-and-a-half-inch 
by seven-inch drawings found a 
new use when magnified to 
eight by 10 feet dimensions, 
they became wall murals at the 
Tiburon Lodge, the Old Mill 
Tavern in Mill Valley and the 
Lobster Pot in Foster City. 


More murals are planned. 
Cox, who calls his drawing 
style “designed realism” and 
explains that “I try to put as 
much design in the pictures as 


I can without destroying the 
realism of my subject.” By 
concentrating upon “the anato­ 
my of nature,” he feels he is 
continuing the art tradition of 
Robert Henri, Rockwell Kent 
and George Bellows. 
And he plans to continue to do 
more scenes in Marin and else­ 
where in California. 
Right now he has a special 
interest in still-standing, histor- 
ically-significant 
redwood 
buildings for a future project. 
He is also currently involved 
in doing some art object draw­ 
ings for Gumps, and he has 
been commissioned by the J. 
Walter Thompson Co. advertis­ 


ing agency to make a series of 
drawings of The Village, a ma­ 
jor land development project 
near San Jose. 
But the drawings of Northern 
California landmarks to which 
he has d e v o t e d five years, 
working first on location and 
then at his Tiburon studio on 
Spanish Trail, will continue to 
receive a generous amount ol 
bis time. 
“I feel that in these drawings 
I am doing work that will be 
lasting,” he says. “And so far I 
haven’t even scratched the sur­ 
face. There is an almost end­ 
less 
potential 
of 
deserving 
subject material in California.” 
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THE STONE TOWER O N LYFORD'S COVE 


Americans considering Aus­ 
tria as a travel destination in­ 
variably think of Vienna first 
and Salzburg next.

Graz, Austria's second largest 
city with a population of 253,000 
and the capital of the province 
of Styria. 
(i r a z lies in a magnificent 
mountain landscape at the east­ 
ern edge of the Alps on both 
sides of the River Mur. Because 
of its many fine parks, it is 
called the "City of Gardens.’’ 


GRAZ WAS mentioned in doc­ 
uments as early as 1115. For 
centuries. Graz remained the 
strongest fortress of Christen­ 
dom against assaults from the 
East. 
The Hofburg (imperial pal­ 
ace) and the Gothic cathedral 
(1438)62* date from when Graz 
was the imperial capital and 
the residence of the German 
* emperor. Frederic III. 
In the center of Graz a land­ 
mark rises 404 feet above the 
town: Castle Hill crowned by 
the Clock Tower, the Renais­ 
sance b e 111 o w e r with the 
charming open-air theater in 
the casemate of the ancient for­ 
tress. From the top of Castle 
Hill, the panorama encompas­ 
ses tall mountains in the north 
and west, gentle hills in the 
east, and distant vineyards to 
the south. 


HOUSES WITH s t e e p l y 
pitched roofs and courtyards 
encircled by loggias cluster 
around Castle Hill. Buildings of 
the late Gothic, the Lombardian 
Renaissance and the early Ba­ 
roque periods dominate the vis­ 
ta. 
A massive Renaissance build­ 
ing, the Landhaus (1557-65) in 
the Herrengasse, contains a 
courtyard with cheerful three- 
story arcades. 
The neighboring Armory with 
its impressive portal (1644), the 
largest military museum in Eu­ 
rope with the most precious col­ 
lection of medieval arms in the 
world, still holds complete war 
equipment for 30,000 Styrian 
militiamen. 


ONE OF TH E prime exam­ 
ples of the early Baroque style 
is the mausoleum built in 1614 
by Emperor Ferdinand II: the 
interior was designed by Jo­ 
hann Bernhard Fischer von Er­ 
lach, the great architect who 
was born in Graz. 
Beyond the lovely grounds of

Take Care In Choosing A Charter 


Some Have Been Stranded When 
Organizers Ran Into Troubles 
NOTES TO TRAVEL BY

Industry 
surveys 
indicate 
that one of four Americans who 
will fly overseas this year will 
go by charter planes at savings 
ni up to 50 per cent under regu­ 
lar fares. 
Everyone loves a bargain. 
But» caveat emptor - let the 
buyer beware! 
There are hundreds of legiti­ 
mate low cost GIT (Group In­ 
clusive Tour) flights offered to 
the public by reliable tour op­ 
erators. But t h o u s a n d s of 
Americans have been victim­ 
ized by unscrupulous last-buck 
operators eager to cash in on 
the 
increasing 
demand 
for 
charter flights. 
LAST YEAR, more than 3,000 
American students were left 
high and dry in Europe and up 
to 2,000 more who had paid for 
the trip and were waiting to go 
lost their money when a foreign 
study group organizer in the 
Midwest went bankrupt. 
Early this year, the crack­ 
down on illegal charters strand­ 
ed 112 Americans in London 
and 183 Europeans in New 
York. They had to shell out the 
regular transatlantic fare to 
get back home. 
Now government 
agencies, 
airlines — scheduled and sup­ 
plementary — tour operators 
and travel agents have joined 
forces in an all-out campaign 
against violators of regulations 
governing charter flight. 
THE TRAVELER, therefore, 
would be well advised to check 
carefully before signing up and 
paying for a charter flight. If 
there is any doubt, contact the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board 
in 
Washington, the local Better 
Business Bureau or an estab­ 
lished travel agency. 
Most of the illegal operations 


are connected with the so-called 
affinity group charters. But to 
qualify for an affinity flight you 
must be a member for at least 
six months of a bona fide or­ 
ganization, formed basically for 
purposes other than travel such 
as a labor union, professional 
society, garden club. <*tc. 
Steer clear of tour promoters 
who offer to backdate your 
membership in some organiza­ 
tion which, according to the 
travel trade publications, is one 
of the most common come-ons. 
It is a violation of CAB regula­ 
tions. 
H E R E ARE SOME ot the 
tightened CAB regulations on 
affinity charter flights which 
went into effect in April: 
Solicitation material for the 
charter must Ik* sent only to 
members of the chartering or­ 
ganization and may not lx* sent 
until the charter contract has 
been signed. 
The carrier must be identi­ 
fied with the type of plane and 
number of seats specified. If a 
per-seat price is stated, it must 
be made clear that the price is 
subject to cange depending on 
the number of passengers. 
Persons who travel on the’ 
charter must have been mem­ 
bers of the chartering organiza­ 
tion for at least six m o n t h s 
before flight time, except in the 
case of student or employee 
charters. 
An eligible member may take 
his immediate family — wife, 
children or parents residing in 
his household — but not other 
relatives or friends. 
Charges to each passenger 
must l)e a prorated amount of 
the actual cost of chartering the 
plane. This means that the pas­ 
senger cannot know until the 
plane departs exactly what his

The carrier must collect full 
payment or else arrange securi­ 
ty for full payment before flight 
time. If there is to be more 
than one charter group on the 
plane, the carrier must collect 
full and non-refund able pay­ 
ment of the total charter price 
at least 30 days before flight 
time. 


VIOLATIONS BY chartering 
organizations, carriers or or­ 
ganizers of any of the regula­ 
tions make them subject to 
heavy fines and other penalties. 
For the traveler, it could mean 
cancellation of vacation plans, 
loss of money paid for his tran­ 
sportation, or being stranded 
overseas and having to arrange 
other passage home.

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Mary McCarthy About Taste And Time 


BIROS OF AMERICA by M ary Me- 
Carthy; Harcourt Brace Jovanovich 
Inc., 344 pages, $6.95. Reviewed 
by Don Keown. 


The thin line dividing taste from snob­ 
bery, and the erosion of both by time and 
change furnish Mary McCarthy with her 
principal themes for her novel ‘ Birds of 
America.” 
Her chief protagonist is 20-year-old Pe­ 
ter Levi, although he shares the spotlight 
with his mother, Rosamund, concert art­ 
ist, intellectual, free spirit, and, in the 
o p i n i o n of many, based upon Miss 
McCarthy herself. 
The book begins with Rosamund and 
Peter r e t u r n e d to the New England 
coastal village of Rocky Port where they 
had spent an earlier idyllic summer and 
now attempt to recapture that magic. But 
already, they discover, in the brief inter­ 
im of their absence, change has left its 
imprint upon Rocky Port and it is not the 
town they remembered. 
Peter is something of a “momma’s 
boy,” having committed himself to the 
kind of Kantian existence espoused and 
practiced by Rosamund. It involves a 
r e j e c t i o n of much of what we call 
progress in favor of the old standards. 


And it involves an egalitarianism that is 
often in conflict with their elitist cultural 
values. 
But the near shambles of the experi­ 
ment at Rocky Port nudge Peter along 
the path toward individualism and a life- 
philosophy of his own. It is a process 
completed in the last half of the book 
with Peter on his own, a student at the 
Sorbonne, trying to adjust old ideals to 
new realities, with Paris and its student 
culture providing an interesting and rest­ 
less backdrop. 
In the end, Peter realizes that he must 
not only loosen his ties with Rosamund 
and her outdated life style, but also with 
his second mother, Nature, who no longer 
exists in her purist form. 
“Nature is dead,” says the spectre of 
Immanuel Kant in a dream-like visit to 
Peter’s bed-side. It is an ill-fitting con­ 
cluding scene that leaves the reader em­ 
barrassed. But more importantly, it is a 
climactic message that will leave many 
readers sharing Peter’s and Rosamund’s 
fondness for the “finer things” feeling 
betrayed. 
For even Rosamund, we are told has 
come to realize “that there were things 
she could not do.” 
Miss McCarthy has elaborated: “If na­ 


ture — in the beautiful form that we 
normally think of it; that is, the outdoors, 
plants, farms, forests — if all this were 
to disappear, which it’s doing, there’d be 
nothing stable left to stand on, no ground 
for ethics . . . 
“Nature for centuries has been the 
court of appeals. It will decide one way 
or another. Not always justly, but never­ 
theless . . . the appeal is always to this 
court, to Nature’s court. And if this is 
gone, we're lost. 
“ And I think we’re lost, I’m not an 
optimist.” 
Early criticisms have dwelt upon the 
precept that Mary McCarthy is a better 
essayist than a novelist, charging her 
with an inability to empathize with her 
characters and to present them as believ­ 
able human beings. 
But Miss McCarthy denies any intent to 
write a realistic novel. “Anybody who 
thought that (“Birds of America”) was a 
realistic novel would be crazy,” she says. 
Here the message is the thing, and 
P etr’s task is to define it. 
A more legitimate criticism of Miss 
McCarthy’s work as a novelist, it would 
seem, would be its unevenness, and her 
difficulty in achieving cohesion. Her nov­ 
els are invariably better in their parts 


than they are as a w h o l e . Thus the 
reader encounters nuggets that make the 
reading of “The Birds of America” well 
worthwhile; but to uncover and savor 
them, he must also wade through long, 
arid, dull passages. 
The vegetarian girl at the rightwing 
general’s Thanksgiving Day dinner in 
Paris is a comic delight. Peter’s letter to 
his mother, occupying a full chapter, is, 
on the other hand, extremely tedious, 
divided between a revolting description 
of the unsanitary conditions of the toilets 
of cheaper Parisian hotels and a weari­ 
some exposition of his philosophical opin­ 
ions. 
A long dissertation in conversational 
form on t o u r i s m is another bog into 
which the reader sinks, despairing that it 
will ever end. Much of the interlude in 
Rocky Port, on the other hand, is amus­ 
ing and interesting. 
The novel, which Miss McCarthy began 
way back in 1964, is assured of best-seller 
status by the mere presence of her name. 
It has more to recommend it than just 
that. It deals with problems and issues 
that bother many of us. And the fact that 
the view is a less hopeful, more bleak one 
than we might desire may be testimony 
to its honesty. 


A Melancholy Tale O f Terror

Herbert Lieberman has writ­ 
ten a strange and haunting nov­ 
el, a story filled with terror and 
melancholy, and yet a book 
with tender, strongly moralistic 
implications. 
A retired couple, Albert and 
Alice Graves, hungry for com­ 
panionship, invite the youth, 


Richard Atlee, who comes to 
their home to r e p a i r the oil 
burner, to remain for dinner. 


A relationship is established, 
even though the Graves are 
puzzled and made uneasy by 
some mysterious qualities With­ 
in the young man. Then they 
discover that Atlee has re­ 
turned unannounced and is liv­ 
ing in the crawlspace between 
the floor of the house and the 
ground. 
Their 
relationship 
takes a new turn, and the town 


sheriff, Birge, becomes another 
principal. 
Inevitably, the alliance leads 
to tragedy. And it is only then 
that the Graves learn the true 
background and motivations of 
their unorthodox “guest.” 
In his second novel (he has 
also written two plays), Lieber­ 
man has shown a genuine flair 
for a kind of story that is espe­ 
cially difficult for the writer to 
achieve, and when w-ell done 
almost impossible for the read­ 
er to forget.

The Veteran Home From Vietnam: Patriot Or Victim?

Vietnam War veterans are. 
< oming home not only unsung, 
mt generally unnoticed; some 
on hard drugs, some embittered 
and many with the feeling that 
it was all for naught. 
Murray Polner, a former uni­ 
versity history professor, tells 
of nine, three “hawks,” three 
“doves” and three “haunted,” 
as representative of the more 
¡han 200 veterans he inter­ 
viewed. 
Veterans are returning with 
doubts about the kind of war 
they were forced to fight, and 
the 
interviews 
revealed 
an 
•erosion of faith, a grow ing de­ 
cree of alienation . . 
Polner 
observed. 
The veterans themselves tell 
of many incidents of atrocities, 
indicating that My Lai wasn’t 
unique; 
of corruption in X 
South Vietnam, and of cynicism 
about body counts. 
One infantryman tells of kill­ 
ing a wounded North Vietnam­ 
ese as ordered rather than be 
labeled a coward by his friends, 
another recalls Americans de­ 
stroying a school full of chil­ 


dren, and a former Hell’s Angel 
tells of killing about 100 civil­ 
ians while under the influence 
of pills issued by the Army for 
combat fatigue. 
On return to home, one veter­ 
an said people were “either in­ 
different 
or 
hostile,” 
and 


another felt that nobody in the 
U.S. cared about the soidiers of 
Vietnam. 


“ Everyone in the states had 
forgotten us, left us to live or 
die, anything, so long as they 
weren’t involved.” 


They somehow acquire an 
immunity to brutality, justify 
atrocities and compromise their 
humanitarian ideals, a frighten­ 
ing development. 


Another veteran said he kept 
asking himself, “What is the

But Reyner Ban- 
ham, professor of the history of 
architecture at University Col­ 
lege in London and a frequent 
visiting teacher at universities 
in our own Southlands, has not 
only done so, but has concluded 
that Los Angeles “has a com­ 
prehensible, 
even 
consistent 
quality to its built form, unified 
enough to rank as a fit subject 
for an historical monography.”

(ZetiietoA 
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sations of monotony and confu­ 
sion. 
Mobility, he says, is the key: 
“ The language of design, archi­ 
tecture and urbanism in Los 
Angeles is 
the language of 
movement.” 
History and the ecology have 
both had their impact upon the 
architecture, and are responsi­ 
ble for much.uf the variety that 


exists within this m o b i l i t y 
theme. 
The Hispanic 
mixes 
with 
the 
Anglo-Saxon; 
the 
shoreline, the foothills, the flat- 
lands 
all 
stimulate 
certain 
kinds of building. And there is 
the influence of Hollywood in 
the 
Disneyland-like 
fantasy 
forms that have developed. 
Banham discusses them all, 
and the architects who played 
the major roles in all the var­ 
ious waves that Los Angeles 
architecture has experienced. 
The book is profusely illustrat­ 
ed. 
And 
finally 
Banham 
con­ 
cludes: 
“Such a very large 
body of first-class and highly 
original architecture cannot be 
brushed off as an accident, an 
irrelevance upon the face of an 
indifferent dystopia. If Los An­ 
geles is one of the world’s lead­ 
ing cities in architecture, then 


it is beause it is a sympathetic 
ecology for architectural de­ 
sign, and it behoves the world’s 
architects to find out why.” 
Bitter pill though it is for a 
Bay Area resident to swallow, 
one must admit that Banham 
does change our image of I.os 
Angeles architecture, making 
of it a good place to visit in 
order to see building styles that 
are diverse and yet peculiarly 
akin to one another, and expe- 
eially suited to their city. Even 
then, we wouldn’t want to live 
there!

Almost invariably the end re­ 
sult of serious biography is to 
lessen the stature of the sub­ 
ject, destroying m yths and ex­ 
posing human foibles. 
Samuel 
Edw ards’ 
“ Victor 
Hugo: A Tumultuous Life” has 
quite the opposite effect. Hugo 
emerges from its pages larger 
than ever, a heroic figure of 
gargantuan talents who lived a 
life as fascinating and as event­ 
ful as any of his fictional char­ 
acters. 
This is true, in part, because 
Edwards has w ritten the book 
from a standpoint of frank ad­ 
miration. But it is also true 
because of the overwhelming 
greatness that dwelt in Victor 
Hugo, one of the giants of all 
time. 
Edwards does not overlook 
Hugo’s arrogance and conceit 
that made him at tim es a diffi­ 
cult man. He discusses openly 
Hugo’s many rom antic affiars 
that made him one of the most 
notorious rakes in a P aris filled 
with philanderers. He m akes 
clear, too, that Hugo w as capa­ 
ble of erratic and quixotic be- 
h a v i o r 
that 
m ade 
him 
sometimes unpredictable. 
But all of this was overshad­ 
owed by the brilliance of his 
literary career. And by his po­ 
litical and social idealism , and 
the c o u r a g e with which he 
practiced his beliefs. 
His 
m i s t r e s s , 
Juliette 
Drouette, wrote to Hugo: 
“I am speechless with adm i­ 
ration before the catalogue of 
your m asterpieces. Your genius 
is unmatched in our century.” 
Notes Edw ards: “Her assess-

Not only 
was there tremendous depth in 
Hugo’s literary talent, but there 
was also rem arkable versatili­ 
ty. He WTote great novels — of 
which “ Les M iserables” was 
but one — t h a t not only en­ 
joyed unprecedented populari­ 
ty. but also helped to shape the 
social and political structures 
of his and other l a n d s . He 
penned some of the most beau­ 
tiful poetry ever to be created 
by man. He wrote plays that 
were commercially successful 
and which spoke bravely and 
pointedly to the true issues of 
his time. He wrote travel books 
and essays and scathing polit­ 
ical satire and personal m em ­ 
oirs. 
And in all of it was reflected 
the genuis that placed Hugo 
alongside Voltaire and Rous­ 
seau as the foremost men ot 
letters in all French history, 
presenting a trio of great minds 
and extrordinary talents that 
quite probably only one other 
country on earth can reasona­ 
bly challenge and match. 
But Victor Hugo also had a 
second career — in the political 
a r e 11 a .

were a century in advance of 
his times. He was always the 
champion of the common man, 
and in later years of dem ocra­ 
cy, and an im placable foe of the 
would-be tyrant Napoleon III. 
He was an eloquent speaker for 
his causes. 
And such was his courage of 
his convictions that he under­ 
went a long e x i l e upon the 
channel islands rather than to 
live in Paris under the Bona­ 
parte yoke. 
Even in his chaotic domestic 
and romantic life, there was a 
strain of honor and consistency. 
He was faithful to his wife, 
until she was unfaithful. His 
love for Juliette Droucette, an 
exceptional personality herself, 
never wavered, even as he had 
literally hundreds — probably 
thousands — of affairs with oth­ 
er women, ranging from the 
famous Sarah Bernhardt to P a­ 
risian streetwalkers. But when, 
in their last years, the under­ 
standing Juliette demanded his 
fidelity, he gave it to her. 
He was genuinely fond of his 
family, the ranks of which were 
decim ated by tragedy, and he 
was loyal and generous to his 
friends. 
He was a m an of tremendous 
appetites — for food, for wom­ 
en, for work, for the arts, for 
politics. 
And his life, as recounted by 
Samuel Edwards, would make 
a motion picture as spectacular 
as the film versions of any of 
his epic novels. With, if we are 
to have an English-language 
picture, why not Richard Bur­ 
ton in the Hugo role? 
In the end, Victor Hugo left 
France, and the world, not only 
an awesome body of literature, 
but also its Third Republic of 
which he was probably the 
chief architect. 
Something of his prestige and 
im pact upon his country and 
his tim es were evident when on 
Feb. 27. 1881, the Republic of 
France saluted him with a na­ 
tional holiday, with a huge pa­ 
rade through the streets of his 
beloved Paris and a great ban­ 
quet. He was then 81 1 he died 
four years later). Nations are 
given to honoring their politi­ 
cians. their generals and their 
adm irals, their explorers, their 
aviators and now their astro­ 
nauts. But what other literary 
figure can you think of who was 
so honored in his lifetime by his 
countrymen? 
It is fitting that Victor Hugo 
stands alone in this respect, for 
he was a unique figure in litera­ 
ture and in history. 
Some readers may be both­ 
ered by Samuel Edw ards’ un­ 
disguised adm iration for his 
subject in “ Victor Hugo; A Tu- 
muituous Life.” For instance he 
presents such a one-dimension­ 
al picture of Hugo’s arch-foe, 
Louis Napoleon, that it borders 
on the unfair. But it is also 
apparent that no person could 
delve into the life of a man of 
Hugo’s qualities and achieve­ 
ments without being impressed 
to the verge of intimidation and 
awe.

It is no comprehensive, sweep­ 
ing text on seashore inverte­ 
brates. But it does hit the high 
spots and will likely whet the 
appetites of many boys and 
girls for more detailed informa­ 
tion obtainable elsewhere. 
There is an abundance of il­ 
lustrations — woodcuts by the 
author and line drawings by 
Arabelle Wheatley. 
“T H E S E A ” (Harcourt Brace 
Johanovich, 
$4.50) 
by 
Ruth 
Brindze goes out beyond the 
shores to delve into the ocedns 
to analyze some of the factors 
that make these waters so im­ 
portant to man, present and 
future. It is rather a hit-and- 
miss affair studying in detail 
m an’s underwater explorations 
and research to increase sea­ 
food production. But it barely 
hints at some of the great dan­ 
gers to these resources — mer­ 
cury 
poisoning, 
pollution, 
tanker collisions, etc. It leaves 
with the small reader an un­ 
realistic impression of the prox­ 
imity of the time (if ever) when 
man will dwell beneath the 
seas. And all in all, it minimiz­ 
es problems in favor of a rather 
rosy and shortsighted view of 
the future of the seas. The illus­ 
trations are photographs. 
Some o t h e r new books for 
juniors: 
Why do animals behave the 
way they do? And how does 
their behavior throw light upon 
m an’s conduct? Such questions 
have given birth to a whole new 
science —- the observation and 
analysis of the behavior of ani­ 
mals in their natural habitat, 
called ethology. Some of etholo­ 
gy’s discoveries to date furnish 
Daniel Cohen, the former editor 
of Science Digest, with the ma­ 
terial for his book “Watchers in 
the Wild” (Little, Brown, $5.95). 
Juniors whose interests lie in 
this direction will be intrigued 
by his r e p o r t s — on gulls, 
geese, gorillas, chimps, jack­ 
daws, etc. And the controversy 
over the role m an’s biological 
origins play in his own prob­

When Delphinium flowers 
fade, cut the s t a l k s back to 
about six inches. In about two 
weeks, feed them and watch the 
results: 
You’ll 
be rewarded 
with another flush of color in 
mid-summer. 


I«»wns 
watered 
deeply, 
and less frequently, are the 
happiest. 
If compaction pre­ 
vents water penetration, con­ 
sult your nurseryman — he can 
outline a course of action to 
relieve the situation and create 
a carpet of green. 


Summer-flowering 
vines 
are an attractive way to pro­ 
vide cool shade for outdoor liv­ 
ing areas and the home during 
warm spells. 


Certain ones have crisp, ap­ 
ple green foliage and other Fi­ 
brous B e g o n i a s boast rich 
bronze leaves, which are espe­ 
cially valued for accent purpos­ 
es. 


SHOPPING MAY turn up Fi­ 
brous Begonias in larger-size 
nursery 
containers, 
which

MOST GARDEN soils will

An easy way to add practical 
beauty to a home is with a 
decorative fence — providing a 
b a c k d r o p for flowers and 
shrubs and drawing together 
the house, yard and garden. 
On the practical side, a fence 
safely limits young children’s 
play areas, discourages intrud­ 
ers or stray animals and de­ 
fines boundary lines. 
THE BEAUTY of a fence is 
enhanced by the imagination 
used in its construction. 
There are hundreds of differ­ 
ent designs and variations on 
them and booklets about fences,

gives a pleasing open effect. 
And there are many variations 
of the old standard, the picket 
fence. 
Gates should harmonize with 
the fence design, and extra 
sturdy hinges and l a t c h e s 
should be used just in case “ lit­ 
tle people” in the neighborhood 
are tempted to swing. 
ONE FAMILY added a low- 
decorative fence at the front of 
the house which, combined with 
shrubs, set off the yard and 
blocked headlights at night. 
Resawn one-by-four-inch ce­ 
dar boards were face-nailed on 
both sides of two-by-four-inch 
stringers, with every fourth 
board on edge for accent.

Two stereo “firsts” lead the 
recent batch, newly recorded in 
the U S S R and pressed in this 
country. 
A SYMPHONY that was very 
popular in the U.S. early in this 
century receives its stereo pre­ 
miere on Melodiya-Angel SR- 
40132, Kalinnikov’s “Symphony 
N o . 2 in A” The U S S R 
Symphony Orchestra is con­ 
ducted by Svetlanov. 
Written in 1898, the work is 
full of very Russian melody and 
bears some resemblance to the 
music of Borodin. There is a 
grandeur about the symphony 
that is thoroughly convincing in 
this performance by Soviet mu­ 
sicians who obviously feel very 
close to the score. 
RODION SCHEDRIN is a 
fine Russian composer of today, 
perhaps best known for his 
spectacular “Carment Ballet” 
arrangement heard on an ear­ 
lier Melodiya-Angel LP. 
His ballet “The Humpbacked 
Horse” is based on a Russian 
fairytale and is very often seen 
on the boards of the Bolshoi. 
Algis Zuraitis conducts the Bol­ 
shoi Theater Orchestra in the 
“Second Suite” from this ballet 
on SR-40106, It is music full of 
verve, charm and an optimistic 
sense of humor. 
Sound, as on nearly all the 
Melodiya-Angel albums, is fully 
up to U.S. standards of stereo 
reproduction. 
Also, 
Angel’s 
tasteful packaging always de­ 
serves praise. 
PROKOFIEFF’S “Symphony 
No. 3 in C Minor” is presented 
on S R - 4 0 0 9 2 with Gennady 
Rozhdestvensky conducting the 
■Moscow Radio Symphony Or- 
,chestra. 
Completed in 1928, the Third 
Symphony is based on material 
from the Soviet composer’s op* 


era, “The Flaming Angel.” It 
concerns a dark world of medi­ 
eval mysticism with images of 
suffering, torture and excor- 
cisms and is definitely not easy 
music of the socialist realism 
type that Soviet leaders eventu­ 
ally pressured Prokofieff into 
turning out. 
Rozhdestvensky and his men 
dig into the score with such 
fervor and feeling as to out: 
shine competing versions by 
Abravanel and einsdorf. 
DMITRI SHOSTAKOVICH is 
probably Russia’s most impor­ 
tant living composer, and the 
Melodiya record company there 
has released through Angel in 
this country many fine LPs 
covering all aspects of the va­ 
ried output of the Soviet master 
artist. 
One of my personal favorites 
in the chamber music area has 
long 
been 
Shostakovich’s 
‘ ‘ Q u i n t e t for Piano and 
Strings.” It is now on SR-40085, 
« c o u p l e d with Stravinsky’s 
“Three Pieces for String Quar­ 
tet,” and featuring the Borodin 
Q u a r t e t who have been ex­ 
tremely popular in live ap­ 
pearances in the Bay Area. A 
strong flavor of Russian folk 
music is heard in the Quintet. 
The Scherzo is one of the 
most exciting in all chamber 
music. 
SOME OF THE most delight­ 
ful humor in music is found in 
certain works of Shostakovich. 
Not least among them are the 
Ballet Suites Nos. 1, 2 and 3, 
composed between 1949 and 
1952. 
Therefore it is with thanks 
that I can retire my old mono 
Classic Edition LP of this mu­ 
sic, a disaster in recording 
quality, and substitute the new 
stereo edition on Melodiya-An­ 
gel, SR-400115, with the com­ 
poser’s illustrious son Maksim, 
conducting the Boishoi Theater 
Orchestra, These light move­ 
ments are in the spirit of the 
composer’s 
famous 
“Polka 


from The Age of Gold, “but 
mostly more melodic in na­ 
ture.) Brilliant performances 
and reproduction. 


WHAT VIOLIN-PIANO duo 
has received more superlatives 
than any other in recent history 
but David Oistrakh and Sviatos­ 
lav Richter? 
Give them two rich Romantic 
chamber music classics, the 
Franck “Sonata for Violin and 
Piano in A” and the Brahms” 
S o n a t a No. 3 for Violin and 
Piano in D,” and the good vibes 
that prevailed at a live recital 
in M o s c o w in 1968, and you 
have a breath-taking album 
preserved by Melodiya-Angel 
on SR-40121. 
Many historic documents like 
this one leave something to be 
desired 
when 
compared 
to 
more perfect .studio sessions by 
somewhat 
less 
high-powered 
performers. Not this one — it is 
incomparable in every way. 
Russian audiences being not­ 
ed for their super-quiet atten­ 
tiveness. background noise is 
almost nonexistent, adding to 
the excellent sound. 
A L O N G WITH the above- 
mentioned 
performers, 
the 
third most important soloist in 
the Soviet Union today is proba­ 
bly the cellist Matislav Rostro­ 
povich. On SR-40091 he is heard 
in the first recording of a new 
cello concerto by Boris Tish­ 
chenko. 
The composer’s music is very 
advanced without overstepping 
the bounds of tonality. Rather 
than using a full orchestra, the 
accompanying ensemble used 
by Tischenko is winds, percus­ 
sion and organ, and is conduct­ 
ed by Igor Blazhkov. 
The second side of the album 
returns to chamber music of 
Shostakovich with his “Trio No. 
2 in E Minor.” 
In this rather sombre work 
Rostropovich is joined by vio­ 
linist Mikhail Vaiman and pian­ 
ist Pavel Serebryakov.
